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The Trustees of the American Museum of Natural 

History have the pleasure of presenting to the sub- 
scribt rs to the funds of the museum, this, their 
First Amiual Keport^ accompamed by copies of their 
Charter, Constitution, Correspondence, and Reports of 
the Committees and Treasurer. 

On the thirtieth of December, 1868, a number of 
gentlemen addressed a letter to the Commissioners of 
the Central Park, exprq^sing their desire that a great 
Museum of Natural History should be established in 
the Park, and enquiring if the Commissioners were 
disposed to provide for its reception and develop- 
ment, to which a favorable reply was received. 

On the nineteenth of January, lHf>9, the following 
preamble and resolutions were unaiiimously adopted : 

WnEREAS, Nearly all the capitals in Europe, and 
more important cities in our own land, including 
Boston, Philadelphia, Washington and Chicago, pos- 
sess instructive and valuable museums of Natural 
History, while New York, notwitlistaiiding its me- 
tropolitan position, is still destitute of such an in- 
stitution: 
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Resolved^ That recognisdng the necessity of such 
a museum as a means of education and recreation, 

and desiring its establishment upon a j^cale commen- 
surate with the wealth and iui|M)rtance of our great 
oity^ we have heard with much satisfaction, that the 
opportunity is now presented of securing 1 >} purchase, 
ill 1 Europe, the largest and most valuable collection of 
objects of Natural History, which has been oilered 
for sale in many years. 

Resolved^ That in our judgment immediate action 
should be taken to secure this, or some other collec- 
tion, as a nucleus of a great MuseuuL 

>^ Beaolvedy That, therefore, a Committee 1)e, and is 
hereby appointed to raiise the necessary funds, and to 
act as tnistccs for, and disjmse of the same, and of 
the collections when acquii^ed, and with full powers 

. to do whatever may be requisite or needful in con- 
nection with the business, said committee to consist of 
8uch of the signers to the recent letter uf inquiry, 
dated December 30th, 1B68, and addressed to the 
Commissioners of the Central Park, as may consent to 
serve, with power to increase their number to twenty- 
live. 

A permanent organization under a special charter 
from the State Legislature was effected, and in a few * 
weeks the sum of $44,550 was secured. A valuable 
collection of North American birds, containinu over 
three thouftund bpueimens, was purchased from Mr. 
D. G. Elliot, and arrangements made with Mr. J. G, 
Bell to mount them. This was followed by the pur* 
chase in Europe, by Messrs. Blodgett and Elliot, of 
the collection oi" the late Prince MaJwimiliau of Neu- 
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wied, in Germany, and of a selection from the Yer- 

reaux and Vedray collections in Paris, a full and in- 
teresting report of which is hereto annexed. 

These valuable collections having been acquired, a 

It-iUTwas addressed to the Coinniissioncrs of the Cen- 
tral Park, expressing a desire to know if they would 
receive them on deposit within the Park, and suggest- 
ing the conditions on which the Trustees would like to 
deposit tlu'in. A reply was received accepting them 
on the terms proposed, and accommodations for their 
exhibition are being rapidly completed in the two 
upper stories of the Arsenal Building. 

In addition to these purchases, valuable donations 
have been received. The State of New York, by an 

act of Legislature, luis offered a series of all du}>li 
cates it may acquire; Baron li. OstenSacken has pre- 
sented to the Museum more than four thousand speci- 
mens of beetles^ and insects of other orders ; Mr. 
Coleman T. Robinson more than ton thousand speci- 
mens of Lepidoptera, representing three thousand spe- 
cies ; and Mr. A. L. Rawson has presented a collection 
illustrating the geology of Palestine and Sinai. Gen. 
f 'harlos W. lo (Jendrc, the Auierican Consul at Amov, 
China, has forwarded an invoice of seven boxes of 
minerals, woods, etc., the iirst response to a circular 
kindly issued and forwarded by the State Department 
of the United Slates to all our ministers and consuls in 
foreign countries. Also, Mr. Lyell T. Adams, V. 8. Con- 
sul at Malta, has offered to send a complete collection 
of specimens from that interesting locality. A similar 
circular was forwarded by the Navy Department to 
all its officers on foreign .stations, and correspondence 
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has been opened with some of the societies having 
similar purposes with our own. Efforts are being 
made to enlist the services of owners and captains 
of vessels going from onr ports, and we hope in this 
way to add largely to our collections. We are fa- 
vored with the sympathy of many scientific men in 
our city, who already take a deep interest in our 
work, and some of whom have promised at no dis- 
tant day to add their valuable collectiocus to our 
It^se^m. 

tin beginning this enterprise everything has been 
done to make it worthy of our great Metropolia 
Commissioner Green, in his letter herewith annexed, 
sajrs: "Permit me to express on behalf of the Park 
Commissioners their high appreciaUoii of the enlight- 
ened sentiment that has provided so generously for. 
all interested in this department of science, and, at 
the same time, the hope that this auspicions begin- 
ning may, by the continued augmentation of similar 
liberality, become an unequalled treasury of science, 
alike honorable to the public spirit of the citizens by 
whom it has been inaugurated, and an indispensable 
aid to t]i()S(» euga^ifod in efforts to increase the knowl- 
edge of the science that it is intended to illustrate." 

In closing their Report for the first year, the Trus- 
tees feel justided in congratulating the subscribers on 
the marked success that has attended their efforts 
to meet a great want so long felt by onr city. 
With a eoiitinuance of your deep interest, with the 
cordial aid of sciontilic men in our midst, and allied 
as we are in this effort with the Park Conunissioners, 
we have, if properly supported and aided with funds 
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by our fellow citizens, a guarantee of a prosperous 
future in the formation of a Museum of Natural His- 
tory that will be second to none, and which, while 
afibrding amusement and instruction to the public, 
will be the means of tf :n hinnr qui- youth to appreciate 
the wonderful works of the Creator. Many large 
and very valuable collections are offered for sale to 
us by persons anxious to place them in a pennaiient 
public institution, and very Jtrequently the results of 
the labor and care of years may be obtained for a 
fraction of their real value; to secure these and 
coninience a fund that shall place the lauseum in an 
independent position, the present subscription list of 
$52,000 should be increased to at least $100,000, and 
the Trustees appeal to the public to aid them m 
soon securing this amount.

Choate, and Henry Parish, and snch persons as may hereafter 
become members of the corporation hereby created, are hereby 
created a body corporate, by the name of. "The American Mn-

ARTICLE L 

This Coqtontion ahali be sQrled tbe Americaa MuMam of 
Natural History. 

ARTICLE IL 

The several persons named in the Charier, and saoh others as 
they muy add to Uieir number, which shall not exceed twenty-five 
in all at one lime, shall be the Trustees to manage the ailanb, 
projx rly and business of the Corporation, and in case of the death, 
accepted rosi^'nation, or rnmoval from th(; State of any Tnistee, a 
nrw TrnsK'G shall he cUh led to (ill ins place l^v the rcnniining 
Trustees; but no election of a Trustee shall l»e held except at a 
quarterly meetinfr of the Trustees, on written notice of not less 
than one week, specifying that such election is to be held, 51 nd the 
vacancy which is to be filled; and every election of Trustees 
shall be by ballot, and no person shall be deemed to be elected a 
Trustee unless he shall leoeiTe the TOtes of at least three-foartha 
of the Trosteee present 

ABTICLE IXL 
The Trustees shall meet quarterly on the second Monday of 
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eveacy February, May, August and November, at an hour and ' 
place to be designated on at least one week's written notice from 
the Secretaiy, and shall, annnalljr, at the qoarteily meeting in 
NoTember, elect the officers and committees for the ensuing year. 
They shall also meet at any other time to transact special bnsiness 
on a csll of tbe Secretary, who shall issqe such call whenever 
requested so to do, ia writing, by five Trustees or by the Presi- 
dent, and giro written notice to each Trustee of such special 
meetings and of the object thereof nt least three du} s before the 
meeting is held. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of \h(^ said Corporation shall be a President^ a First 
and Second Vice-President, a Secretaiy and a Tieasnrer, an Ex- 
ecutive Committee^ an Auditing Committee, and a Finance Com- 
mittee, all to be elected from the Trustees. All these officers 
shall hold their offices for one year, and until their suecessors shall 
be elected. 

The election of officers shall be by ballot, and the persons 
having a majurity of the votes cast, shall be deemed duly elected. 

ARTICLE V. 

The President, and, in his absenoe^ the First or Second Vice- 
President shall preside at all the meetmgs of the Museum and of 
the Trustees. 

The Semtary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the 
Trustees, of the Executive Committee, and of the Auditing 
Committee^ and shall preserve the seal, archives and corres- 
pondence of the Museum^ shall issue notices for all meetings 
of the Trustees, sud attend the same. 

The Treasurer diall receive and disburse the fonds of the Mu- 
seum. He shall keep the accounts of the Museum in books be- 
lon^Miig to it, which shall be at all times opon to the inspection of 
tbti Trustees, lie shall report in vviitiug, at each quarterly meet- 
ing of the Trustees, the balance of money on hand, and the out- 
standinir obligations of the Mnsemii. as far as practicable; and 
shall make a full report, at the annual int'eting', of the receipts 
and dishursoments of the past year, with such suLTirestions as to 
the Hmmcial maoagem^eat of the Museum as he may deem pn)per. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

The Executive Committee shall consist of five, who shall have 
the control and regulation of the Collections, Libiaiy and other 
property of the Museum ; and shall have power to purchase, sell 
and exchange specimens and books» to employ agents, to legukte 
the manner and terms of exhibiting the Museum to the public, and 
generally to carry out in detail the directions of the Tmstees ; but 
the Executive Committee shull not incur any expense or liability 
for the Museum exceeding two thousand dollars at one time, or 
exceeding, in all, ten thousand dollars, in the interval between the 
(quarterly meetings of the Trusteea, without the express sanction 
of the Trustees, 

ARTICLE VIL 

The Auditing Committee shall consist of three, and it shall be 
their duty to examine and certify all bills presented against the 
Gorpomtion ; and no bills shall be paid unless first approved in 
writing by at least two members of this Committee. 

ARTICLE Vin. 

The Finanro Committe(> shall consisi of three, incliidins' the 
Treasurer, ami it shall bo their dnty to take char^ro of and invest 
the funds of the Museum iu its name, and to take all proper 
measures to provide means tor its support, 

ARTICLE IX. 

A majority of the Trustees for the time being shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business, but five Trustees meet« 

in^ may adjotirn and transact current business, subject to the sub- 
set^uent approval of ameetiui; at which a quorum shall be present. 

ARTICLE X. 

By-Laws may, from time to time, be made by the Trustees, 
providing for the care and management of the property of the 
Corporation, and for the government of its afl^itrs. 

Such By-laws, when once adopted, may be amended at any 
meeting of the Trustees by a vote of a majority of those present, 
after a month*s notice in writing of such proposed amendment. 
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ARTTCLE XI. 

The contribatioii of two thonaaiid five hundred doUan to the 
ftuute of the Museum, at one time, shall entitle the penon giviDg 
the flame to be a Patron of the Mnaeimi. 

The oontribution of one thoosand dollais, at one tuney shall 
entitle the peraon giving the same to be a Fellow in Pjaipetni^, 

The oontrihution of five hundred dollaray at one timei shall en- 
title like person giving the same to be a Fellow for Life. 

Any person may be elected bj the Trosteee to either of the 
above degrees, who shall have donated to the Mnaeiun Booin or 
Specimens to the valoe of twice tiie amount in money requisite to 
his admission to the same degree, and the President and Sorretary 
shall issue Diplomas accordingly, under the seal of the Museum. 
The Trusi4)es may ako elect Honorary Fellows of the Museum 
in their discretion.

F^flh-^The collections so deposited to be e\)iii>itod to the public at least 
three days in the week in the name of the Ameriam Musoimj of Xatiiral His- 
tory, the Trti«?teos tti liavc tho rijrVit to flofc the colleftinns at f^nch times m 
shall bo necessary for ihe arnui^reineiit and rearranging of the Specimens sub- 
ject to the regulaiiuiifci of the Park Couiuiisi'ioners. 

Sixth — The collections already acquired, and those which may from to time 
ba acquired and so deposited, to remain the property of the American Ifuseum 
<^ Natural BBstoiy to be removed by them immediately after the expiration of 
six months* previous notkse in writing to the Commissioners of the Park, or 
within six months aHer receiving a written nnt;< t from the Commiasioners, 
asking them to withdraw their pmperty from the Park.

»B&.7, on the fint of September last) X reoetred flom jonr diair- 
muk a letter reqfiiestiDg me to act^ with the awirtaace of Mr. D. 
G. Elliot) for the MiiBeaiiit in ncigotiating for the purchase of oer^ 
tun ooUeetionB of specimena in Katural HiBtoij, which were 
offared far sale on remadnb]^ tSkrorable tenns. 

On the 251ii of the aame month, I airived in Paris and had a 
eonsnltation with Mr. Elliot^ and secertained that negotiations 
were nearly completed for the purchase of the collection of the 
lato Prince Maximilian of Wied. Baron Bihrn. the representative 
of the present Prince of Wied. was informed by Mr. Elliot that 1 
had arrived ia Paris, and, as a Trustee and member of the Kxec* 
utive Committee, was prepared to coii< lade the tf'rms pur- 
chasing the collection, and he at once made an appouitment to 
meet us there. 

The Committee having placed the proper credit at mj disposal, 
eyefytfaing was satisfactorily adjusted and the contract forwaided 
to jonr ohairman. The price paid for the entire collection was 
£1,500 Sterling, and instmotions were given to ship the ooUectioa 
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from, time to time, when ready, bv the Xurtli German Lloyd's 
Line of Stiauuships IVoni Brcnicn. A full and complete cata- 
logue of the collection was furiHshod, and deposited with Mr. El- 
liot, and when copied he will forward the ori^^inaJ. 

The collection consist? of f OOO mounted biids, 600 mounted 
mammals, and about 2,000 fi&hes and reptiles mounted and in al- 
cohol. It is reiguded as one of the most important private col- 
lections in £iirope^ and has long been conaulted by the scientific 
world, and contaios a large number of tjfpttf the results of the 
Prince's ezplomtions in Soatfa Americi^ and nmnT nrs spectmens 
which have been secured at intenrals during the period of a long 
lifetime. We were informed by competent experts that the cost 
of mounting this collection exceeds the price we paid for it ' 

The fhct that we had secured the hnportant collection of Prince 
Maximilian rendered the lahor of selecting from the different de- 
partments of the Verreaux collection, one requiring great care ; 
and such work could only be done by one possessing scientific 
knowIodLH'. This labor was performed with ^^ruat assiduity and 
*»kill by Mr. Mlliot. A large number of the selections from this 
colloeiion cinhrarcd the rarest >pecimL'iis, aa they were required 
only to oulurge and complete our collections already obtalued 

Our negotiations resulted in purchasing the following specimens 
from the different departments of this well*known collection, vi:^ : 
about 2,800 mounted birds, 220 mounted mammals, and 400 
mounted skeletons of mammals, birdS) reptiles and fishes, at a cost 
of about $16,000 in gold. In this connection I may state, that 
the price asked for the collection from which the above were se- 
lected was $45,000 in gold. Mr. Elliot informed me that these 
specimens, with those previouslj procured, would render the re- 
maiQing portion of the Verreaux collection, alter our selections 
were withdrawn from it^ of little value to our Museum. 

In addition to the above purchases, at the earnest solicitation 
of Mr. Elliot I purchased from M. Vedray about 250 specimens 
of mounted maniniab and ??il)erian birds, which were regarded as 
very mro by scicutilic collectors. Tiie price paid was $1,000 in 
gold. 

Purtirular pniiis wore taken to obtain tlio cheapest nito of 
freight, and the rmiard Line baviiii: made ihe biwo«;t bid. orders 
were given to forward the I'uris coiioctions in their . stcum&rs. 
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The work of prop;i: iiiL^ thf .specimens for sliipment wos at once 
begun, and nearly all the selection from the ^'erreaux collection, 
and the specimeiin purchasfMl from M. Vedray, have already ar- 
rived, ai^d are now safely stored in the Arsensd Building on Cen- 
tral Park. 

We wore fortnnato in enlisting the servires of Mr. Edward R. 
Andrews, of the tirm of Jas. "W. Tucker k Co., at Paris, who 
volunteered to give his personal attention to any business con* 
nected with the Museum without charge. 

The following remmi of tho collections purchased hy the Mu- 
seum may be interesting to the Board of Trustees, namely : 9,500 
birds, 870 mounted mammals, 2,000 fishes and reptile^ and one 
of the most interesting collections in Europe, consisting of over 
400 mounted skeletons of mammals, birds, reptiles and fishes. 
These purchases have been made from our fund, which does not 
exceed $45,000 currency. 

The presence of Mr. Elliot in Europe^ and the pemonal interest 
he feels in the success of the Museum, are of the greatest import- 
ance to us, and he can render the Museum most valuable service 
in making separate purchases of such specimens as would greatly 
increase the in)portance of our colloction. We have now reached 
a point when it would be a questionable policy to purchase any 
large collection of mammals or birds entire, as a greai portion of 
such a purchase would only furnish us with duplicates. On the 
other hand, judicious investments can be constantly made in in- 
creasing our species and specimens, and it would be a wise de- 
cision to authorize Mr. Elliot to make selections from time to 
time for the Society, if our exchequer would warrant it. As an 
illustration, the American bird, now extinct, called the "Great 
Auk," could be purchased at this time from a private collection 
in London. It is the only specimen known for sale, and after it 
has gone into a public collection, it may be years before another 
specimen can be procured at any price. The same will apply to 
various other animals we could have procured, namely, a fine 
dromedary, and an Australian buffalo ; but our instructions were 
confined to the purchase of specific collections and we did not 
feel warranted in buying others. 

The present condition of the Museum, with the acquisition of 
so large a property, may well be regarded by the public with 
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&Yor, and fiilly satisfy the contribntors to the fimd; and, in my 
opinion, an appeal to the public would be responded to liberally 
at this time. 

Feeling impressed with the great importance of the enterprise 
we have in chaige, and of the interest the public will take in its 
success, I beg to present this informal report of my participation 
in the business of the Museum during the last three months of the 
past year, for your consideration*

Specimens of the other orders. In all. atxtut 3,800 specimens. 

Small aa this oollection is. wlieii (•r)mj)arc<l to the total nnmhor of insists ex- 
isting in this cvunlry, I hope Uiat it wiii prove ui^eful iii giving an inipuh^ Lo 
the fotmiiigof fiirtfaer ooUeeUoiia in thia branch of natural'histoiy. 

The qpecunena are, with very few exoeptkMia, named and properly daaalAed. 
Tha ooty oonditionB whichl put upon the aooaptanoe of thia coOectkm are: 

Fhvt — That it ahall be preserved from iijuij bj befaig transferred as soon 
as possible to entomological cabinet boxes, constructed tipon the model used in 
the Berlin Mnscnin. and also in Prof. Apras.«i7,'s >fnfenm of Comparative Zoolopy 
in Ciuiibridjjrc ; sm-h boxes, as a prolon^^tl c.\i>crieut'o La^ shown, are tjntirely 
proof iipiinst the most dangerous eiwuiy of collections, the destructive beetles 
Antheuub. 

Second— That the ooOeotion should be rendered aa useM aapoeaibleby being 
made aooeaaible to the public, aa iar aa oonaiatant with ita aaftty and pr eae iT * - 
tion* 

The collection has been temporarily arranged in a oalnnet of twev^ drawers, 
kindly lent for the purpoae by Mr. Coleman T. Bobinaon, and ia now leody for 

delivcrv'. 

A colleotion nt insect arciutectiire, principally ^alls. \\ liieli I iil.«o intend to 
present to the .Museum of Natund Histor}', haa not been put in order from 
want of the sliow uhim^s uocesnary for its exhibition. 

I must distinctly atate that I look upon the pio a eut arrangeoMnt of theaa 
eoBeetiona merely aa a temporaiy one, allbrdhig materialB for a fliture popular 
entomolQgical ooQectlon auch aa it ia deairabfe to have oatabBahed in the 
Muaeum, a colleotion ahraya open for public inspection, and affording ever>' 
person, desirous to learn, the means of acquiring a general knowledge of the 
classification of inaecta, and of naming at ieaat the more atriking forms am<mg 
their specimens. 

I cannot conclude without roturninp: my sincere t}iank>io Mr. T. liobiutou 
for the facilities and the assistance he gcuerout<ly teudei ed iiie in the arrange* 
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mcnt of the collection. Without these facilities it woiili! have been impossible, 
in Biich a ;<hort time, to put theee ooUectioiis in abape ibr the purpoie of pre* 
oeating them to you.

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REPORT. 



Thb Trustees of the American Museam of Natural 
History, have the pleasure of presenting this, their 

Second Annual Report, willi co])ies of their Charter, 
Constitution, By-Laws, the letters received pre- 
senting property to the Mnsenm, and the Report of 
the Treasurer. 

The large and valuable collections, which it was 
announced in their last Beport had been purchased 
in Europe, have been received during the past year 
in perfect order, and are now saiely deposited in 
the Arsenal Building in Oentral Park. 

They comprise the entire Museum of the kite 
Prince Maximilian, of Neuwied, Germany, one of 
the most celebrated private collections in Europe, 
and especially valuable to the scientific investigators 
of zoology on account of the large number of typea, 
it contains, the results of the Prince's extensive 
explorations in South America, and rare specimens 
secured during a long life devoted to this branch of 
Natural History ; also the Mammals and Siberian 
birds, numbering 250 specimens, purchased of M. 
Yedrey, in Paris, and nearly all the selection, com- 
prising 220 mounted Mammals, 2,800 mounted birds 
and iOOniuuiiied skeletons of mammals, birds, rep- 
tiles and iishes from the great collection of the Uite 
Edward Yerreaux, of Paris. 
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The Elliot collection of birds, consisting chiefly 
of North American species and comprising over 
2,500 specimens, have been carefhlly mounted by 
Mr. John G-. Bell, and placed on mahogany stands. 

The 10,000 specimens of Lepiduptera presented 
by Mr. Coleman T. Robinson, and the 4,000 speci- 
mens of beetles and insects of other orders, donated 
by Biiroii R. Osten Sacken, have also been deposited 
in tiie Museum, and are now being prepared for 
exhibition to the public. 

Mr. R. A. Witthau8, Jr., has presented a fine col- 
lection of foreign beetles, which he is carefully 
labelling and placing in the insect cases on the 
second Moor. 

In addition to the collections presented by Mr. 

Robinson, he has accepted the position of Curator 
of Entomology, without compensation. The Trus- 
tees are also under many obligations to Baron Osten 
Sacken who has rendered valuable assistance in the 
arniugement gi' the departments embracing his col- 
lection. 

The Trustees have been ably seconded in their 
laborious duti(\^ uuccted with the organization and 
development of the various departments of the 
Museum, by Professor Albert S. Bickinore. whose 
energy in carrying out the views of the Tru^tee^, 
has contributed largely to its present means, and 
we therefore take pleasure iu recoguiziug his grea^ 
usefulness. 

It is widi special pleasure that the Trustees are 

able to rojjort that the Department of Pui)Uc Parks 
have approved their plans for cases, and that they 
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are already completed. The Commissioners have 

caused the second and third stories to be ceiled, 
painted a«d rendered very attractiye, and have pre- 
pared aconvemeiit room for the Trasteen and their 
Committees on the ^st lioor, and also three weli 
appointed work-rooms in the fourth storjr, where the 
Garators are arranging and labelling the specimens 
to be placed on exhibition. 

The Trostees would also express their thanks to 
Hon. Henry Hilton, for his nmform courtesy and 
the personal interest he has displayed in the success 
of the institution. 

The living animals on the first story have been 
removed, and the whole building thoroughly 
cleansed. The stoves formerly used to heat the 
building have been replaced by steam apparatus, 
and every preaiutiou taken to preserve the Museum 
property from the possibility of damage by fire. 

The Curators have been very greatly assisted in 
arranging and providing for the preservation of 
the collections by the kindness of the Superinten- 
dent, the Superintending Architect, and other 
executive officers of the Department at the Arsenal. 

Valuable donations of MoUusca have been re- 
ceived from Professor Bickmore, Mr. Robinson, Mr. 
Haines and Mr. Steward, and other specimens from 
other generous donors, as shown in the appended 
list. 

A petition signed by many of our most prominent 
citizens, was presented to the Legiskture of the 

State, during its present session, asking that " the 
Department of Public Parks be authorized to erect 
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a suitable fire-proof building upon the public lands 
In the city under their charge, for the establish- 
ment aud maintenance therein of a Museum of 
Natural History by The American Museum of 
Natural History, at an aggregate cost of Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars," and the Trustees 
have the pleasure to state that through the cour- 
tesy and kind interest of the Department of Pub- 
lic Parks, a section in conformity to the petition 
was introduced into the bill pertaining to the 
Public Parks of the City, and that it has be- 
come a law, which section we annex to our 
Report. 

Hon. Peter B. Sweeny, President of the Depart- 
ment of Public Parks, has also promised his influ- 
ence to secure due consideration of our views and 
plans in carrying into effect the provisions of the 
above law. 

We have therefore, every encouragement to ex- 
pect that in the immediate future our brightest an- 
ticipations will be realized j and relying upon a con- 
tinuance of that generous support so freely extended 
to us heretofore, that our Museum will become 
worthy of the great metropolis it will adorn, and 
hoping soon to have it opened not only as an 
attraction for visitors from all parts of the United 
States, but as a school in which our own children 
as well as strangers will acquire information, of 
which they would otherwise be deprived, we 
feel that too much stress cannot be laid upon 
the importance of the institution as a means of 
public education. 
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The Trustees therefore appeal to all who have at 
heart the interests of oor city, for the means for the 
fntore developiuent of our institution.

ARTICLE I 

Tj{ !s Corporation shall be styled the Amekican Museum 
OF Naiubal Kistobt. 

ARTICLE IL 

The several persona named in the Charter, and such 
otliers as tbej may add to their number, which shall not 
exceed twenty-five in all at one time^ shall be the Trustees 
to manage the afiaiis, property and business of the Cor- 
poration, and in case of the death, accepted resignation, or 
removal from the State of any Trustee, a new Trustee shall 
be elected to till Ids place by the remaining Trustees; but 
no election of a Trustee shall be held except at a quarterly 
meeting of the Trustees, on written notice of not less than 
one week, si>ecifying that such election is to be held, and 
the vacancy which is to be filled ; and every election of 
Trustees shall be by ballot, and no person shall be deemed 
to be elected a Trustee unless he shall receire the votes of 
at lesst three-fourths of the Trustees present 

AlillCLE HI 

The Trustees shall meet quarterly on the second Monday 
of every February, May, August and Kovemb^, at an hour 
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and place to be designated on at least one week's written 
notice from the Secretary, and shall, annually, at the quar- 
terly meetmg in November, elect the officers and commit- 
tees for the ensuing year. They shall also meet at any 
other time to transact special business on a call of the 
Secretary, who shall issue such call whenever requested so 
to do, in writing, by five Trustees or by the President, and 
give written notice to each Trustee of such special meeting, 
and of the object thereof, at lea^t three days before the 
meeting is held. 

ARTICLE IV, 

The officers of the said Corporation shall be a President, 
a First and Second Vice-President, a Secretary and a 
Treasurer, an Executive Committee, an Auditing Com- 
mittee, and a Finance Committee, all to be elected fW>m the 
Trustees. All these officers shall hold their offices for one 
year, and until Lhcir successors sliall be elected. 

The election of officers shall be by ballot, and the persons 
having a majority of the votes cast, shall be deemed dalj 
elected. 

ARTICLE V. 

The Presidenl^ and in his absence, the First or Second 
Vice-President, shall preside at all the meetings of the 

Museum and of the Trustees. 

The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of 
the Trustees, of the Executive Committee^ and of the 
Auditing Committee, and shall preserve the seal, archives 
and correspondence of the Museum, shall issue notices for 
all meetings of the Trustees, and attend ihe same. 

The Treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the 
Museum. He shall keep the accounts of the Museum in 
books belonging to it, which shall be at all times open to 
the inspection of the Trustees. He shall report in writing. 
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at each quarterly meeting of the Trustees, the balance of 
money on hand, and the outstanding obligations of the 
Museum, as far as practicable; and shall make a full report, 
at the annual meeting, of the receipts and disbursements of 
the past year^ with such suggestions, as to the financial man- 
agement of the Mufjeum, as he may deem proper. 

ARTICLE VL 

The Executive Committee shall consist of live, who shall 
have the control and rcg ilation of the Collections, Library 
and other property of the Museum ; and shall have power 
to purchase, sell and exchange specimens and books, to em- 
ploy agents, to regulate the manner and terms of exhibiting 
the Museum to the public, and generally to carry out in de- 
tail the directions of the Trustees ; but the Executive Com- 
mittee shall not incur any expense or liability for the Mu- 
seum exceeding two thousand dollars at one time, or ex- 
ceeding, in all, ten thousand dollars, in the interval between 
the quarterly meetings of the Trustees, without the express 
sanction of the Trustees.

The Auditing Committee shall consist of three, and it 
shall be their duty to examine and certify all bills presented

The Finance Committee shall consist of three, including 
the Treasurer, and it shall be their duty to take charge 
of and invest the funds of the Museum in its name,

A majority of the Trustees for the time being shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transactiou of busmeB8| but five

ABTXCLE X. 

By-Laws may, from time to time, be made by the 
Trustees, providing for the care and management of the 
property of the Corporation, and ibr the government of its 
affairs.

those present, after a month s notice in writing of such pro- 
posed amendment 

ABTICLE XI 

The contribution of two thousand five hundred dollars 
to the funds of the Museum at one time, shall entitle the 
person giving the same to be a Patron of the Museum, 

The contribution of one thousand dollars, at one time, 
shall entitle the person giving the same to be a Fellow in 
Perpetuity. 

The contribution of five hundred dollars, at one tmie, 
shall entitle the person giving the same to be a Fellow fbt 
Life. 

Any person may be elected by the Trustees to either of 

the above degrees, who shall have donated to the Museum 
BooivS or Specimens to the value of twice the amount in 
money requisite to his admission to the same degree, and 
the President and Secretazy shall issue Diplomas accord* 
ingly, under the seal of the Museum.

Since oar lant Annual Report, it has hem out pain- 
ful (lutv to record the loss of onr bouored astiociate 
and President^ Mr. John David Wolfe. Having long • 
held a diatingaiBhed place among New Tork^s emi- 
nent citizens, he departed at last, full of years and 
honoi*s, and left behind him a nairio and memory 
which will ever be gratefdlly cherished by all who 
khfA\ liim. Possessed of large wealtli he gave it 
freely to every good cause ; blessed with abundant 
leisure he devoted it to self culture, and to the de- 
velopment of whatever tended to the relief and ini- 
proveiiieiit of those about him. A lover of Science 
he lent a Mendly hand to its advocates and disciples. 
He entered with zeal into the project of this Museum 
of Natural History, hoping and believing that it 
would prove an honor to his native city, and an im- 
}x>rtaat means of education to its citusens and their 
children. It owes its foundation in a large measure 
to his liberal aid and wise counsels, and whatever 
success may be in store for it, it will always count 
among its best treasures the name and character of 
its first President. 

The Institution haa also sustained a great loss in 
the death of Mr. Coleman T. Robinson, its Curator 
of Entomology and oue of its largest contributors* 
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The past year baa been one of marked growtb and 

increasinp^ pros]>erity to the Museum. Twenty tliou- 
sand dollai-s liave been rais(»(l to pay off all obliga- 
tions on the collections^ including the rare and artist- 
ically mounted specimens selected from the extensive 
property of Madame Vem uux and Mailaiiie \ erdey, 
of PariS) and all these valnable collections have beeti 
safely received and are now placed on public exhibi- 
tion. More (lunations of Sju'ciiiKMis liavc Ikhmi rrccivrd 
during the past few moutliH than the three ye^rn 
previous. A list of them, many of which are of 
high value will l^e found later in the re])ort. 

To enable the Museum to exhibit the.se ailditi<.»us, 
the Department of Public Parks has completed hcv- 
end new cases on the upper two stories, fiUini^ u]> all 
the available room, arid Las also appropriated apart 
of the lower floor, which will Hoon be occupie<l. 

The plans f6v the new building to be erected, have 
been complet«'d, and thi^ preparation of the gniund 
is alrcndv far a<ivaneed. 

The Trustees would ezprens their thanks to the 
Department, its ArehiteetH, and to its Executive Offi- 
cers on the Pai'k for their nn i form couitesy, and the 
personal interest they have diAplayed in the success 
of the institution. 

The MamnmlH, Hirds, and Insects have been so 
completely arrangeil by l^fessor Bickmore and Dr. 
Holder, as to give the >vhole exhibition an improved 
and veiy attractive character. ^Ir. Tlicudun* T.. ACead 
is kindly t ransfen-iTig to inHect-]>roof boxen, the Rol)- 
tnson collection of Lepidoptera, which has been found 
to contain twenty tliousan<l specimens, and includes 
many of his ty])es. 
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The Museum is constantly receiving offers of speci- 
mens and books, at very reasonable prices, among 
whichy we would refer to the very importaiit letter 
annexed from Dr. Jobn C. Jay, of Rye, offering to 
present his celebrated collection of slid Is, containing 
over r)( ),()()(> s(>6cimeu8, when our institution can pur- 
chase hifl library, eonsisting of Oonchological and 
other scientific works. 

A very important coUection of the fossils of South 
Carolinai from the Pleiocene and Post Pleiocene peii- 
odB, has been offered, and a large and ehoice collection 
of minerals, also nire nianunals and bkeletuna ; and 
the £Eict that obe of the laigest private collections of 
birds, and rare works on Ornithology in the world is 
soon to be offered for sale in Eurt>[)e, cunij^els us to 
ask that our present subscription list of |80,00() be 
increased to $200,000 at once. 

Uu iiuarlv evei'v (iay <liirinii: talr weather, uur halls 
have been thronged l>y vibitors, not only from our 
own city and state^ but from all parts of the country, 
nnmTiering frequently from 5,000 to 1 0,000. Large 
numliers of pupils fi*om the comiuun schools of our city 
and its suburbs have come in bodies to the Museum, 
under the care of their teachm, who have been ena- 
oled, by means of our collectious, to impart muck 
useful instruction. 

Scientific men, and advanced scholars from several 
colleges, have come to the city solely to }»rofit by the 
oppoiluuity the Museum can already ofter them, to 
examine rare and unique specimens. 

The privileges which subscribers will hereafter en- 
joy are stated ip the fii-st By-Law. As the iiii}>oit- 
ance of this institution in promoting the study of 
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Natural History in America is now beginmng to be 
made manifest, the Trustees confidently appeal to all 
who have at heait the interest of our city and coun- 
try, for the means to enable it to accomplish its 
important mission.

ARTICLK I, 

Thi6 Cur]*Mratiun shall be btjleil the American Mubeuk 
OF Natij&ai< Hisxobt. . 

ARTICLE IL 

The Bereral persons naincd in the Charter, and such 
others as they may add to their number, which shall not 
exceed twenty-five in all at one time, shall be the Tmstees 
to manage the affairs, |>roperty and business of the Cor- 
poration, atid ill caftc of the death, accepted resignation, or 
removal from the State of any Trustee, a new Trustee shall 
be elected to till his place by tiie reniaioiiig Trustees; but 
no election of a Trustee shall be }ield except at a quarterly 
meetiiig of the Trustees, on written notice of not less than 
one week, specifying that such election is to be held, and 
the vacancy which is to be filled ; and every election of 
Tmstees shall he by ballot, and no person shall be deemed 
tu be elected a Trusteti unless he shall receive the votes of 
at least three^ourths of the Trustees present. 
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ARTICLE III. 

The Trustees shall meet quarterly on the second Monday 
of every February, May, August and iRovember, at an honr 
and place to be designated on at least one week's written 

nolice from the Sccrt tai-}', antl slmll, annually, at the quar- 
terly nieL'tiiiii: ill Novcmher, elt'cl thv otticcrs and coninut- 
tees for the cnsuiug year. Tliey t>hall also meet at any 
other time to transact special business on a call of the 
Secretary, who shall issue such call whenever requested so 
to do, in writing, by five Trustees or by the President, and 
^ive written notice to each Trustee of such special meeting, 
and of the o])ject thereof, at least three days before the 
meeting ib held. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The oflScers of the said Corporation shall be a President,' 
a First and Second Vice-President, a Secretary and a 

Treasurer, an Executive Comnilttec, an Auditin*:!^ Com- 
mittee, and a Finance Conimittcc, all to be elected IVoiii the 
Trustees. All these ortictis nhall hold tiieir otiiceii for oue 
year, and until their successors shall be elected. 

The election of officers shall be by ballot, and the persons 
having a majority of the votes cast, shall be deemed duly 
eleeteil. 

ARTICLE V. 

The President, and in hit^ absence, the First or Second 
Vice-President, shall preside at all the meetinfi^ of the 
Knseum and of the Trustees. 

The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of 
the Trustees, o\' the Executive Comndttee, and of the 
Auditing Cuniniitlcc, Hn<l shall preserve tlie seal, archives 
and correspondence of the Museum, Hhall issue notioOB for 
all meetings of the Trustees, and attend the same. 

The Treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the 
Mubeuni. lie shall keep the accounts of tlie Alubeutn in 
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books belonging to it, which shall be at all times open to 
the inspection of the Trustees. He shall report in writing, 
at each quarterly nieetiiii]^ of the Trustees, the balance of 
money on hand, and the outstauding obligatioiiR of the 
Museum, as far as practicable ; and shall make a full report, 
at the annual meeting, of the receipts and disbursements of 
the past year, with such suggestions, as to the financial man* 
agement of the Museum, as he may deem proper. 

AimCLE VI. 

Tlic Executive Committee shall cuijsi>t nt' five, whu chall 
have the cuutrol and regulation of the CoUuctions, Library 
and other property of the Museuui ; and bhall have power 
to purchase, sell and exchange specimens and books^ to em- 
ploy agents, to regniate the manner and terms of ediibiting 
the Museum to the public, and generally to carry out in de- 
tail the directions of the Trustees; but the Executive Com- 
mittee shall not iut-iir anv cxDuiise or liubilitv for the Mu- 
seum exceeding two thousand dollars at one time, or ex- 
ceeding, in all, ten thousand dollars, in the interval between 
the quarterly meetings of the Trustees, without the expreea 
sanction of the Trustees. 

ARTICLE VII, 

The Auditing Committee shall consist of three, and it 
shall be their duty to examine and certify all bills presented 
against the Corporation ; and no biUs shall be paid unices 

tirst approved in writing by at least two iiieml)er8 of this 
Committee. 

ARTICLE VIIL 

The Finance Committee shall consist of three, including 
the Treasurer, and it shall be their duty to take charge 
of and invest the funds of the Museum in its name, 
and to take all proper measures to provide means for its 

support. 
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ARTICLE IX. 

A majority of the Trustees for the tiiTie being shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of bu8ines6, but five 
Trustees meeting may adjourn and transact current buai- 
nf«6, Bubject to tbo subsequent approval of a meeting at 
which a quorum shall be present. 

ARTICLE X. 

By-LawB may, from time to time, be made by the 
Trustees, providing for the care and niaiiacrenient of the 
]»roj>erty of the Corporation, and for the guvenmient of itB 
affairs. 

Such Bv-Laws, when once adopted, may be amended at 

any meeting of the Tnistees by a vote of a majority of 
those present, after a muntli's notice in writing of such pro- 
poBed amendment. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The contribution of two thousand five hundred dollars 

to the funds of the Museum at one time, sliall entitle the 
[njiHt»H giving the same to be u Patruii of the Museum. 

The contribution of one thousand dollars, at one time, 
shall entitle the person giving the same to be a Fellow in 
Perpetuity. 

Thv contribution of fire hundred dollars, at one time, 
shall entitle the pei-son giving the same to be a Fellow for 
Life. 

Ativ person may be elected by the Trustees to either of 

the aViove degrees, who shall have donated to the Museum 
iiiHiks or Specimens to the value of twice the amount in 
money rccjuisite to liis admission to the same ilegree, and 
the President and Secretary shall issue Diplomas accord- 
ingly, under the seal of the Museum. Tlie Trustees may 
also elect Honorary Fellows of the Museum in their dis- 
cretion.

The Trustees of the Ameeican Museum of Natural History 
have the pleasure of presenting this, their Third Annual Report* 
with copies of their Charter, Constitution, By-^lAws, the letters 
received — ^presenting property to the Museum — ^and the Report 
of the Treasurer. The remaining part of the Verreaux Collec- 
tion, purchased in Paris, which was delayed by the Franco- 
Prussian war, and subscqucnl seizure of the French capital, has 
been received in perfect order and safely deposited with the other 
Museum property in the Arsenal Building on Central Park. 

The most valuable donation which the Museum has received 
during the year, is the Great Auk, now extinct, presented by 
Robert L. Stuart, Esq. It is the rarest specimen in our large 
collection of birds. 

A full series of the corals of Florida has been purchased of 
Capt. Medary, U. S. A. 

The cases for exhibiting the Museum specimens, commeiK ed 
last year by the Department of i'ubUc Parks, were completed in 
the Spring, and a temporary arrangement of most of the coUec* 
tions was made, and a Reception, to which our subscribers were 
invited, was held on 27th of April ; and though a severe storm 
occurred on that day, so large a number of our prominent citizens 
were present that the hearty interest of all classes in the pros- 
perity of our institution was assured at its very opening. Since 
that date the Museum has been open every week-day to the 
public, and on Wednesdays and Saturdays it has been literally 
thronged l)y hundied.-* aiul even thousands, not only of our own 
citizens, but bv visitors from every land to our metropolitan city. 
The nt tendance on many days may be safely estimated at over 
10,000. 
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The cxhiMtion cases rirst fomjtleted proving insufficient lor 
the proper display of the entensive collections of l>ird5» nnd 
mammals, the Department built similar cases around the octa- 
gons at the comers of the building, increasing the exhibidon 
space for such specimens in the second story nearly two-thirds, 
and in the upper story one-third, and giving both halls a pleasing 
effect of completeness. This work was finished on the first of 
August, and since that time the large collections of birds and 
mammals have been entirely re^^rranged, and the specimens not 
previously exhibited have been placed in their proper families. 
The birds are divided into four principal groups, according to 
their geographical distribution. On the second floor are the 
birds of Soutli America, and of Africa; on the third floor those 
of North America, and of Europe, arranged according to the 
system of Professor Lilljeborg, each family having a large 
label containing its scientifu and common name. The North 
American birds have each a label with its scientific name, sex 
and habitat^ and its common name in large type; and this system 
of labelling, alike acceptable to the scientific and cursory observ- 
er, will be extended as rapidly as possible throughout the collec- 
tions on exhibition. . 

The Curators have been greatly assisted in their work by the 
kindness of the Superintendent, the Superintending Architect, 
and other executive officers of Ae Department at the Arsenal. 

A letter endorsed by a large numl)er of our leading citizens^ 
has been adclressed to the Dcp.iriment, asking, in accordance 
with our original agreement with the Park Commissioners, " that- 
Monday and Tuesday of each week he re;.er\'ed for the Commis- 
sioners of Parks, the Trustees of the Museum, all persons 
contributing or desiring to contribute money or specimens, those 
wishing to examine the Museum specimens for the purpose of 
special study, the teachers and pupils of public schools and the 
inmates of charitable and benevolent institutions of the city, the 
admission on those days to be by tickets issued by the Trustees, 
in accordance with a plan to be approved by the Department^*' . 
in order that the Museum may be used for educational purposes 
as well as to ailbrd recreation for the public. These propositions, 
which will combine both of these desirable objects, have been 
agreed to by the Depanmem, and a special notice to iliat effect 
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has been posted at the Arsenal Building, informing the public 
that tickets for those days can l)e outained by calling at the office 
of the Department of Public Parks, No. 265 Broadw ay, or of the 
Secretary of the Museum. A similar notice has been sent to all 
the Natural History Societies in the country. This arrangement, 
by furnishing opportunities to teachers to explain the specimens 
to their classes, will make the Museum an important j)art of the 
educational system of onr city, and afford facilities for students * 
from other places*

The past y<'ai' has been rendered one of the most 
eventful in the history of the Museum, by the laying 
of the corner 'stone of the new flre])roof building 
provided for our Collections by the lil)erality of the 
People of this City. It has also been a most prosper* 
ouB year, from the fact that the lustitution has been 
placed on a more permanent basis by the increase of 
Annual Membens, paying tin doUai's yearly. Thus 
the current expenses of the Museum will be defrayedi 
and subscriptions of Jj^lOO and upwards be j-eserved 
for increasing and imjiroving its Collections. The 
responses to invitations for such membership have 
been most gratifying, and the list of members, which 

appen(l(Ml to this Jleporf, has l)een increased duriiii^ 
the past eleven months trom 350 on the lirst day of 
January to 1100, and promises soon to be sufficiently 
large to enable the Museum to secure the additional 
aid of gentlemen of high scientilic attaiuiiicutf^, who 
are much needed to classify properly the many speci- 
mens it is constantly receiving, as well as to render 
it an efticieut institution, not only for po])ulanzing 
the study of Natural History^ but for prooioting orig- 
inal scientific research. 

The nudntenance of the Museum in this manner 
has not only increased its number of active su[)purt- 
ers, but has opened the way for large gifbs of new 
and interesting collections. The largest of these do- 
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nations lias beeu niiide by MisB Catharine L. Wolfe, 
the daughter of our late esteemed Pre8id(>nt, and will 
be known as the " Wolfe Memorial Gift.^^ It consists 
of a cuUection of shells numlierinir .iV),OUU eipeci- 
mens, and a valuable liVirary of rare oonchological 
and scientific works, of about one thousand volumes, 
both formed by Dr. John C. Jay, of Rye. The shells 
are on exhibition in leu table eases, 4i teet wide by 
16 feet long, on the second floor, and the capefiiDy 
selected library may be used at any time by original 
investigators in conchology. 

The Department of Entomology has received an 
important addition in the gifb from Mr. R. A. Wit* 
thaus, Jr., of 8,000 specimens of American Coleoptera, 
representing 2,0()0 sperics. 

The Smithsonian Institution has presented a com* 
plete suite of all its publications, and a collection of 
birds' nents. Many friends have also kindly remem- 
bered us, and presented valuable specimens, among 
which are a finely mounted skin and skeleton of the 
Manatee, from Mr. D. G. Elliot. 

Since February, fSl;i,u00 have been subscribed, 
chiefly by the Trnstees^ for the purchase of new and 
attractive collections dming 1874, and the Museum 
lias secured a com|)lete series of sixteen skeletons of 
t he Moas, or Gigantic Fossil Birds of New Zealand, 
the largest of which is over ten feet high. 

The Department of Antliro])ology has been increas- 
ed by the purchase of Dr. E. H, Davis's collection of 
Indian Antiquities, which contains many typical and 
rare forms of pre-historic workmanship. 

A Department of Mineralogy has Ix en added to 
the attractions of the Museum by the purchase Irom 
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Mr. S. C. II. Bailey of his collection of minerals, num- 
bering 7,000 cabinet specimens^ and many duplicates 
suitable for excbanire. 

A small Imt choice series of preparationB, illustra- 
tiug the habits and development of various European 
insects, has been purchased, and is on exhibition on 
the walls of the middle hall. Over the windows 
have been placed a part of the specimens received in 
pi'evious (lonations. Two more cases of finely mount- 
ed birds and rare mammals have been received from 
Madame Vencaux, completing the purchase begun 
three years ago. 

On the 2d of June, the Comer Stone of the New 
Building was laid, in that part of Central Park west 
of Eiglith Avenue. In view of the widely-extended 
interest mauilcsted in the occasion, and of its impor- 
tance as a public movement in the cause of science 
and scientific education, the Trustees extended an 
invitation to all Avho felt interested, to be present, and 
especially invited tlieir Excel lencieti, the President of 
the United States and the Governor of the State of 
New York, His Honor the Mayor of the City, and 
Professor Joseph Henry, Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, to assist in the ceremonies. These invi- 
tations were accepted with emphatic expressions of 
sympathy with the objects of the Museum. 

General Grant, accom{)auied by the Secretary of 
State, the Secretary of War, and the Secretary of the 
Navy was present, and by laying the comer stone 
signified the national importance of the undertaking, 
and General l )ix\s remarks also attest id the favor 
with which the establishment and rapid growth of 
the Museum is r^arded by the peo])le of the State, 
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At the hour ap])ointM for the ceremony, a lai'o^e con- 
course of invited guests and citizens had gathered at 
the site of the new edifice* The addreflses delivered 
on that occasion are appended to this Report. 

Tht' trustees would express their thanks to tlie 
Depai-tment of Public Parks, its aichitects and execu- 
tive officers on the Parkj tor their uniform courtesy 
and the pei'sonal interest they have dis|)hiyed in the 
sutct^ ss of the Museum, 

The number of vi«itoi*8 has been steaiiily increa.s- 
ing, and has freqnently amounted to 10,000 in a sin- 
gle day. Teachers have brought then* pupils in lai^ 
numbers to our lialls, and by means of our rare col- 
lections have been enabled to impai-t much valua]>le 
instruction. The Museum is also attracting scientific 
men and advanced scholars, by the advantage it can 
afford them tor scientific investigation. 

The privileges which subsciibers will enjoy are 
stated in the first By-Law ; and as the importance of 
the Museum in instructing the public and promoting 
the study of Natural History throughout our laud, is 
manifest, we confick^ntly appeal to all our public- 
spirited citizens tor the means to enable it to extend 
yet more widely its sphere of influence.

This Ooiponitioii sball be rtjled the Ambbican Mdskdic op 
Natusai. Hjstobt. 

ARTICLE IL 

The aeyenl peracnu named in the Charter, mid siicb others as tbej 
may add to their number^ whieb shall not exceed twenty-iiTe in all at 

one time, shall be the Trustees to manage the affaiiB, property and 
busine«H of the Corporation, and in case of tlie «l«'atli, accepted resig- 
nation, or rcniovfil fium the State of any Tnisfet-, a new Trustf C shall 
be elected to fill hisi place by the remaining TruesLees ; but no uicction 
of a Trustee shall be held except at a quarterly meeting of the Trus- 
teea, on written notice of not less than one week, specifying that sach 
election 18 to be held, and flie vac ancj which is to be filled ; and eyery 
election of Tnisteea shall be by 1 il! t. and no person shall be deemed 
lobe elected a TruHtce unle^;; lit- shaU receiye the votes of at least 
three-fourths of the Trustees preseuL 

ARTICLE IIL 

The Trostees shall meet quarterly on the second Monday of eveiy 
February, May, Angnst and November, at an hour and place to lie 

designated on at least one week's written notice firom the Secretary, 
and •^hall, atinnallv. at tli.' rjuarterly mcetinir in Novembf>r, elect tlin 
• .llii'ors and comuiitt for tliL- en-'tiin^r yar. They shall also meet at 
any other time to tiansaot special business on a call of the Secretary, 
who shall issue such call whenever reques-tcd so to do, in writing, by 
five Thiatees or by the President, and give written notice to eacA 
Tmstee of such special meeting, and of the object thereof at least 
three days before Uie meeting is held. 
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ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of the said Corporation shall he a President, a First 
and Second Vice-Prp^ident, a Secrctarv nud a Tronssurer, an Executive 
Coiniuiltce, an Au>]iting Committee, and a Finance Committee, all to 
be elected from the Trustees. All these ollicers shall hold their ofEces 
for one year, and antil their successors shall be elected. 

The ( lection of officers shall be by ballot^ and the persons baying a 
majority of the votes cast, shall be deemed duly elected. 

ABTIOLB v. 

The Pre?*id«'nt, ami in hif* abwnce, the First or Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, bhall preside at all the meetings of the Museum and of the 
Trustees. 

The Secretary sliall keep a record of the proceedings of the Trus- 
tees, of the ExeculiTe Committee, and of the Auditij^ Committee. 

and shall preserve the seal, archivo:? and correspondcnco of the 
Museum, shall issue notices for all meetings uf Uie Trustees, and 
attend the same. 

The Treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the Museum. 
He shall keep the accounts of the Museum in books belonging to ii, 
which shall be at all times open to the inspection of the Trustees. 

He shall report in writing, at each fpiartcrly nK^eting of the Tnistees, 
the balance of money on hand, and the outstanding ohlisiatirnis of the 
Mn^einn, as far as practicable ; and shall tnake a full re|>ort, at the 
annual meeting, of the receipts and dishuisi^ments of the past year, 
with such suggestion^ as to the financial management of the Museum, 
as he may deem proper. 

ARTICLE VL 

The K.Keoutive (/omniittoe sliall cou^isl »>t ti\ c, w lio shall have the 
control and regulation of the Collections, Library and other property 
of the Museum : and shall have power to purchase, sell and exchange 
specimens and books, to employ agents, to regulate the mann^ and 

terms of exhibiting the Museum to the public, and generally f.. carry 
<mt in (Iclnil tin; diiicf ion<=' of the Trn'^lef'^; Ijul (lie Executive Com- 
mittee shall not incur any exp«'nse or liability fur the Museum exceed- 
ino; two thousantl dollars at one time, or exceeding, in all, ten thoustnd 
dollars, in the interval between the quarterly meetings of the Trustees, 
without the express sanction of the Trustees. 

ARTICLE Vn. 

The Auditing Committee .shall consist ol three, and it sthall be their 

duty to examine and certify all bills presented against the Corporation; 
and no bills shall be paid unless first approved in writing by at least 
two members of this Committee. 
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ABTICLE Vni. 

The Fiaaiice Couimittoe shall coiiftirft oi' three, iucluUing the 
Treasurer, and it shall be their duty to take charf,'c of and invest the 
fuods of the Mitaeuiu in its name, aiiO to take all ]iiu|)cr nteasureB to 
provide means far its support. 

AUTIGLB IX. 

A majority (jf the Trustees for the time b'.itig .shall cotutttule a 
quonun for the transaction of business, but 6ve Trustees meeting majr 
juljourn and transact curroat business, 'subject to the subsequent approv- 
al of a meeting at wliich a quorum shall be present. 

ABTICO^ X. 

By-Laws may, from time to time, be made by the Trustees, providing 
for the care and inanageinont of the property of the Corporation, and 

for the covernnio?it of it^ affair?. 

Sucli Hy-Law^j, witcn once adojitod, may be aimmded at any meeting 
ot the Trustees by a vote of a majority of those present, after a 
month^s notice in wrriting of such pro[)08ed amendment. 

ABTICLE XL 

The contribution ••f two thousand five liniidror] dollars to the funds 
of the Xfuireuin at one time, .•^hall entitle the per^ou i;iviug the same 
to be it I'atrou of the Museum. 

The contribution of one thousand dollars, at one time, shall entitle 
the person giving the same to be a Fellow in Perpetuity. 

The contribution of five Imndred dollnr^, at one time, riiall entitle 
the person giving the ^ame to be a F«'llow for Life. 

Any per»(m may Ijc el«'rte<l i>y llie Trustees to either of the al)ove 
degrees, who shall liav'e donated to li»e Muacuai Bookit or Speeimena 
to the value of twice the amount in money requisite to his admisaion 
to tlie same degree, and the President and Secretary sfaaH issue Biplo* 
mas accordingly, under the 8<jal of the Museum. TIi-' Trustees may 
also elect Honorary Fellows of ilie Museum in their discretion. 

All persons receivi!!!?; --nch degrees and diploriias shall be entitled, at 
all time.-*, to free adtnission to the Museum and its Kxhiljiliuns, but, 
shall not, by virtue of such degrcca or diplomas, become members of 
the Corporation.

ADDKESS l/i/ lloBKKT L. SrrAirr, Esq., Pt evident 
of the ilusmmy in beiiaif of ike Trmtees. 

We liave assembled on tliis (K-rafioii hy the invitation of the Trustees 
of the American Museum of Natural History, to lay the Corner Stone 
of the generous edifice which, bj the wise liberality of the State of 
New York, has been provided for the perpetual use of the Museum, 
and, in the appropriate presence of the Chief Magistrates of the City, 
the State, and tlie Nation, to dedicate the structure to the public 
service for which it is designed. 

In this view it may not be unbecoming for the Trostees briefly to 
relate the course of events which have brought this undertaking to its 
present advancement, and to declare the purposes which have actuated 
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tlieni in the efTorts llioy have nuule to est^ibhsh, on a pertnaijcnt foun- 
dation, a Mus^Mun wliich, as ihey hope, will ho worthy of recognition 
as a Natiuual liii>uuuiou. 

It had long been a subject of regret to many citizen£i inter*!>t( il iii 
the cause of education and culture, that this great ciiy, the uuuit 
prominent scat of American civilization, should remain entirely destitute 
of any adequate means for the study of Natural History, while all the 
other principal branchc;» of iwieiice and knowledge found within it their 
professors and their collies, which invited students from all parts of 
the land, and furnished them with suitable &ailities for aoquiiiDg the 
special education which they sought. It was also considered thai a 
•department of knowledge which has in recent years assumed so large 
a share of attention and ho marked a place in every scheme of Liberal 
Kilucation, should have in this city a grand collection of specimens, 
free to the inspection '^f its own l iti/i ns us a ^diurc of [lultHr amuse- 
mefit. and open to the ine of the teuchei» and schijiars of it8 public 
and private schools hh a means of general instruction. 

Tt vvn-* r«ir tliPse purposes that the Legislature of the State of New 
\ ork, by an Act passed ou the Gti) of April, 1869, created the 
Trusteea and tlteir successors a body corporate by the name of " The 
American Museum of Natural History/' to be located in the City of 
New York, fi>r the purpose of establishing and maintaining in said 
city a Museum and Library of Natural History ; of encouraging and 
develo[iing the study of Natural Science; of advancnig the general 
knowlotlge of kindred subjects, and to that end of fiimisluDg popular 
instraction and recreation. Under thb Charter the Trw.nees immedi- 
ately organized, and liave, during the five years \vhl(.}i have since 
elapsed, devoted no inconsiderable nniouni of tiiiK- jiitd ihousrht. as 
well as of njoncy, to cairyini,' into piartical operation its usefid pro- 
visions. Having by their own contributions, and those of mauy 
publics in ri ted citiaeos who evinced a substantial interest in the project, 
obtaiiiod \hf* neceH^ary means, they purchased the extensive collection 
of Mamnnds, Birds, Fishes, etc. belonging to the late Princo Maxl* 
milian of Neuwicd, tlie Klliott collection of Bird% besides a large part 
of the celebrated Yerreaux and other collections of specimens of 
Natufsl History, and thus found thoroseWes m possessioii of a snilable 
nudeua for a complete collection, but without any proper building or 
place of deposit, where the specimens might be at the same time safely 
preserved and made avaliable for the popular use and enjoyment. At 
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this stage ia their enterprise, tUo Trustees, being thus able to furnish 
a substantial guarantee of their earnest determination to accomplish 
what they had taken in hand, turned in ilieir hour of need to the 
Commissioners of the Central Park, who by their uniform devotion to . 
the tmsts committed to their care had done so much to advance the 
welfare and the pleasure of their fellow citizens, and proposed to deposit 
their collections, for safe keeping and exhibition, within the limits of 
the Park itself, and add the Museum to the already great attractions 
of this favorite place of resort. The Tnistees were met by the 
Comniissionera witli the most enliglitened nnd liberal sympathy, and 
the pro|K>^itiou waii accepted by them with the declaration c.n the part 
of the Comuiissioners, wliich the event li:is justifird, tliat th.' prupuafcJ 
plan of co-aperaiion. which insured and cittnlMiied in the enter|)rise the 
inter<-'^ and means of the private citizen witli tliose of the pubUc, 
would probabU' be made an example and incentive for uniting tlic 
energies of thoise interested in other branches of Science tind Art in 
similar undertakings. 

Thus by the favor of the Tark Coa)nii8sioner8,'at the close of tlia 
year in which the (Charter of the Mui^eum was granted, its valuable 
treasures first acquired were deposited and arranged under the prolec* 
tion of the People, in the Arsenal building jfk the Park, according to 
written articles of agreement, by which, alftough remaining the in- 
violable property of this private corporation, they were secured and 
preserved for the free instruction and etijoymont of all who chose to 
visit ihem. 

From that time to the present the Trustees acknowledge with grat- 
itude the untiring sympathy and cooperation of tlie Commis^ionera 
and their successors in tlie Department o( Public Taik-;. by means of 
whicii the public lin< licoii enabled to enjoy the full benefit of all wliich 
the Truafees huv^ siiccoedod in accpuring. TUo fact that the rooiu;^ 
which were allotted to the use of the Museum linve been visited daily 
by thousands of all ages and classes, and that the public interest in its 
success has steadily and rapidly increased, is a satisfactory proof of the 
wisdom of that joint arrangement 

It very soon however bccnmo ovi lent by the rapid growth of the 
Mnseum, and the constant additions which accrued to it< collections, 
that the temporary accommodations which were the best that the Park 
Commissioners have thus far been able to affi>rd, were altogether 
inadequate for the purpose to which they were devoted, and accordingly 
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the Legtslature, in response to the Petition of a large number of 
inBuentiol Citizens interested in the caose, by an Act in 1871 
relative to the Department of Public Parks, authorized the Com- 
missioners to erect upon Manhattan Square^ a suitable fire^proof 
building for the purpose of establishing and maintaining the Museum 
therein, under rules and regulations to be prescribcid from time to time 
by the ComniissionerR, and in the same connection and by the same act 
ihu like provi.^ioii was inadc for a similar building for the use of " The 
Melrui»oli(:iii Miisfiiiii An,"' the foundations of wliitli are already 
being prepared by the Coniniissioners on the opposite .skle of the Park. 

By this double act of niuniticeiiee on I lie part of the people ot tiie 
State, the City of New York has been eiulowd with two in5?titntions 
of education and ornament whicli, thougli now in tlieir infancy, will at 
no distant day be recognised as of great and permanent public advan- 
tage, and whatever jealousy may justly pertain to appropriation.>« of 
public njoney to privntc n^es can in no way apply to this Museum of 
Natural History. Its Tru^e^ have no personal objects to serve — ^no 
private ends to accomplish. They can gain nothing for themselves 
from this or from any future endowments which the wise policy of the 
Legislature may furnish to carry out and perfect this undertaking. 
Tlieir aims will be all attained, if the people of the City shall justly 
appreciate its value, and if its accumulating treasures shall be fieely 
and wisely used by all who seek them. 

We should not do entire justice to this occasion if we failed to record 
the gratiLude of the Trustees ami the community, to one eminent 
citizen w'hose memory is still fresh with m, aiid \\ ill l<mg be kept green 
by the perennial growth of the charities winch itc founded and 6\is- 
tained. 

To John David W^oi.kk, tiie first President of this Museum, we are 
much indebted for its successful establishment. He entered with zeal 
into the project of its creation, believing that it would prove an honor 
to his native City, and an important nionns- of education to itv'j citizens 
and their children, and dying at a ripe old age, ho commended its care 
and support to those who huvo the means and the disposition to do 
something for the public welfare. 

In recslling, with pride, the progress that has already been made 
towards the realization of their plans, the Trustees desire to place on 
record their high appreciation of the services of Professor Albbrt S. 
BiCKMOBB, whose zealous devotion to the interests of the Institution, 
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and uutiriiig iiiUiistry in carrviiiL'' out tlio wislios of the Executive 
Conimitte*', have done niu< !i lo a^iviincc tlic prosjn rity of the Mn-^eum. 

We lay liere to-day tlie Corner Stone of un wliiicc wlin h shuW be 
dedicated forever to tiie study :ind the cuIihk' of Natural History. 
These massive foandations already securely laid give promise of the 
most solid pernjanence in iho superstructure. The wi.^e forethought 
of the Park Commij^ion, in reserviug for the future use of the ISf useum 
the remainder of Manhattan Square, has provided amplj for its eoo- 
tinned growth. 

The presence on this occasion of the IVesident of the United States, 
who has kindly consented to assist us in these ceren\onied, assures us 
of that public interest which is necessary to sustain the undertaking. 

The cheering words of the (Tovcrnor will doubtless lend the coun* 
tenance of the State to support this instiiuiion u liu U has l)e<'n founded 
bv it? iH.utitv, and finally, the Trustee?*, iu pir<l'jing once mure llioir 
own eiiurts lor its succeed, would bespeak for it that popular favor 
without which it must surely languish and decay. 

T/i6 Hon. II. G. ST£BBiNrt, President of tlie Depart' 
fnefU of Parie, apoke as foUowe : 

When the arrangement for tlie celebration of the ceremony which 
has brought us hore tf» fl.tv wen' inadc. the fbitv wns? a-si£ni<^'l t''' 'he 
Hon. Salk.m H. \\ Ai-t..s, liiun riesideiiL ot tlie i'aik Coiijuii^aJ 'ii, t ) 
represent the Depart meut on this ijuportunt occasion. He has suice 
then resigned his office as Commissioner and gono abroad. It devolves 
upon n)e to perform the duty which he had expected to fidfill. 

As he had prepared an Address for thU occasion I shall tiike the 
liberty of reading it, and of e\pres>lng my sin«'ere regret that lie is not 
here tf> cnrry out the programme we had agreed upon. Air. Wal£^, 
iii tiiat case, would have said — 

The r^egislature of the @tate of New York, at its session of 1864, 
placed Manhattan Square, a piece of property belonging to the City, 
situate between 77th and 81st streets and Sth and dth avenues^ con- 
sisttag of about 1 9 acres, under the control and mansgement of the 
Commissioners of the Central Park ; and it was made the duty of the 
.Board to enclMe, lay out, grade, regulate, drain and improve the 
tame ; and by subsequent ensctment in 1 86H the Board was authorized 
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to erect) establish, conduct and maintain on the Central Fark^ a Meteor- 
ological and Astronomicii^ Obeerratory, a MuBeum of Natural History 
and a Gallerjr of Art, and the buildings therefor, and to accept gifts, 
devises and bequests upon suitable conditions. 

Although the Board of Oommissionera was thus early clothed with 
srople authority to establish within the Park a variety of mnaenms 
that would afford the Tnonns of popular cultivation and innocent recre- 
ation, yet tlicy liavc lulL that, to iusure the proper luanagement of su. li 
institutions, it nnouUI be better to leave tbem to tbe care of privutA? 
asijociations tlian for lite lioaid l«» expend pulilic money in the purchase 
of specimens of Nattjral Ilistur}' or works of Art ; and in giving 
encouragement to private organizations, the Board ir.:t<le known at its 
outset that not only the object of the Association must be approved, 
but ila sound organisation and undoubted ability to cotnniand the n< >ih 
necessary to accomphsh its purposes according to a high standard of 
excellence, nuust be first demonstrated. It was, therefore, with feelings 
of great satisfaction, that the Commissionerd, on the 30th of Deoember, 
1 868, received a letter from a number of welMraown citizens, inquiring 
if the Board was disposed to provide for the reception and development 
of a Museum of Natural History. 

In reply to this letter the Comptroller of the Park wrote^ that *^ the 
Commissioners will very gladly receive the Collection to which yon 
allude, and will use their best exertions toward the establishment of a 
Museum of Natural History of an extent and excellence in all its 
departments that will be creditable to Llie ( 'ity ; and in tlieir efforts 
toward the development of such an institntion, the Connnissioners of 
the Park will liighly esieijiii your valuable o-opiMiition." 

In pursuance of the aulle>rity vested in the ( Axnmissioiiei s of t)ie 
Central Park, and in accordatice with suitable rules and regulations, 
the building known as the Arsenal, sitnate on the east side of the 
Park, was carefully fitted up and arrangeii tor the temporary reception 
and proper exhibition of a rare and most valuable collection of objects 
of Natural History, which had been gathered under the patronage of 
the American Museum of Natural History*— a society composed of 
some of our most public-spirited citizens, and o6fering every guarantee 
of the successful accomplishment of the object for which they were 
incorporated. 

Such has been the zeal and earnestness displayed by this Society in 
the prosecution of its work, that the space already allotted in the 
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AisMial Mldlng is now wholly inftdeqiutte for the proper duplaj of 
their precious Ck>Uectioiu^ and the Depsrtmeiit of Piiblie Parks has 
detenntned to construct a much more eztensiTe edifice, which in its 
general dtesign and parpoae shonid eqnal the largest mnsenms of the 

Old World. "We are here to day to lay the Comer Stone of snch an 
edifice, imd as the repn;Heiit:itive on this occasion of the Department 
of Public Parka, I take great })leasure m a.^suring the Trustees and the 
friends of the Society of tlie great interest felt by the Coinmi-ssioners 
in the success of tliis worthy enterprise. To the aLraiiger who conies 
here to day these rugged foundation walls and these rough surrounding 
are not well calculated to make a pleasant impression ; but to us who 
have watched the rapid growth northward of this city, and who were 
fiuniliar with the hacren and rockT- ground upon which the Central 
Paris has been created, it reqnires but little strain upon the imagisa' 
tion to conceive of the speedy oocnpation of all these vacant lots b^ 
sobstantial dwellings^ and to picture to ourselves the spot upon which 
we now stand, known as Manhattan Square, as covered by the pro* 
posed Museum of Natural History, costing, ere its final completion, 
not less than $6,000,000, and embracing a collection of ubjeets of 
Hcieutific interest second to none other in the world. As a people we 
are sometimes accused oi excessive practical and uionevinaking 
characteristics; and it cannot bo denied that in all the varied arts and 
appliances which minister to the material pronrres5;of mankind we have 
shown remarkable energy. The Patent Office at Washington is a 
stately monument that bears witness to the patient genius which has 
wrongfat out the wonderfid inventions now so largely employed in all 
the busy affiurs of the country ; and while it is true tht^ mechanical 
and agiiculturai fairs and exhibitions have extended thdr good influ- 
enees thiooghout every State and county in the land, it must be 
adcnowledged that the same attention has not been given to the 
collection of objects ol" Natural History, of which our country has 
almost an ijifinite variety. 

With the :ie(|uisition of wealth and the introduction of ease and 
luxury in the homes of the rich, there comes most naturally the 
enlarged and more noble thought of doing something not only to amuse, 
but also to instruct the people. 

The subject of museums is beginning to assume new importance in 
the estimatioo of the people. 

Hitherto, small and ccmpamtively worthless ccUeetioDs have been 
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gathered by private enterprise, aiwl employed cliieHy for purposes of 
spsculatiou. Tliat which is kemporaty and s]>eculAtive most now give 
WRjto sonit tliing more enduring and instructive, .tuI it seems to me 
that oar tliaoks are especially due to the Society of Natural History 
ibr acting the part of pioneers in this gteat field of scieoce, and fi>r 
the seal which they have shown in the prosecntion of the work. So 
&r as the Department which I now represent is concerned, I do noC 
hesitate to promise all the assiiftance it can lawfully render. We 
encourage it as not only an object of public interest which nhall serve 
to attract hithorward strangers from all parts of the land, but al^o as 
a means of intellectual [•li nsiin'. juctit :iiid ndicf to our ovur burJea«.-d 
people, and as affording a 1i.mi1 w Imti- iho cbildrm of the rich find 
poor ixWkv can come to study tli<' wonders of nature wliicli «rc here tt> 
be gathered together, and freely exposed for the common benefit of all. 
It is beheved that the museum"? on the Park will become valuable 
auxiliaries of that groat free public educational sysf r-m which is already 
the pride of our city, as well as tlie source of w^efiil practical infurnMi- 
tion to agricultarists, merchants and manufacturers throughout the 
land. In this country we popularise knowledge, and give to science 
a holiday air, and instead of putdng our collections, as some have 
proposed, ** into cold catacombs of science, and long gloomy galleries 
in which nature is classified, ticketed, stuffed and covered with dust in 
a manner well adapted to create wearin(!S3 rather than to attract people 
to the study of natural objects/' it is our pur|>ose to provide such 
atruclurtja as shall iurni-ii aLrir. alilr enLei luiunient to the general 
visitor, while at the same time uti'eriug valuable aid to comuiou school 
education. • 

With the hearty co operation of the Natural History Society, sns* 
tained by the genius of Olmsted and the architectural skill of Vanx, 
and certain of the sympathy of an enlightened people, the Department 
of Public Parks looks confidently forward to the successful completioo 
of the magmfioent scheme, the commencement of which may now be 
pronounced as fully inaugurated. 

What Mr. Walks has sMd, and I have just read, will convey a foil 
conception of the purposes of the structure wliidi is formally begun 

to-day. I feel it to be a great honor to assist in the commencement 

of a Work which will, I trust, l»e lin-N iied to completion liffore the 
(Jeiiteniiial of our Independeni ■ lit-re to statul as n magnificent 
memorial oi what our City has been able to accomplish under free 
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institutions^ and to beoome a port of the material resources that will 
ultitnatolj go to the cfeation, aroond this Park, of (be home of a 

National University. 

What noblor exhibitions could bo given of the crowning ucl)iov<> 
meiiLi) of Oiis muuicipahty than those which this Museum aud its sister 
ioatitution, the Art Gallery, will afford ? This peerless pleasure ground 
for the people, which wUl prondJj- boeat of ttteae twin jewels as its 
legitiioate ofiBpring^ will oontain wttlua itself in miniatnre the records 
of the progress ot the country. Its wilderness spots remain as son* 
vonirs of what the whole tract \vn^ a few short years ngo — when a 
pruphelic Samtkl B. Ruoolks saw the ]>n-«ihilities tliat are )iow 
accoinplijjlied fact.-f. Ita artiftic decorations and its- Mtiseums of Art 
and Natural History will shuvs' the haai results of a high civili^tion, 
and of s libendi^ directed by the wisest forethought and the moat 
cnltured taste.

Laoiks and Gksti.kmkn : 

I did nut come here witli the expectation of addressing you. 
Yon may find it ditlicult to believe wliat I say when you fee me pres- 
ent, and my name in the published order of exercises as a speaker. 
But, I can assure you, that I had no intimation firom any quarter 
that such a service was expected of me, and no knowledge that such 
a notice had been giTen to the public until I saw the programme a 
day or two ago, by pnre accident. I only say this to exonerate my- 
self ficom the possible imputation of ba.Ting made an engagement and 
failed to perform it; and to tender to yon an apology which I am 
sore you will, under the circumstances^ deem a valid one, for respond- 
ing in the most summary manner to your kindness and courtesy. 

T am Teiy much gratified to be with you on an occasion of so much 
interest. It is pleasant to stand amid this brilliant u-3.^cnii)lage of 
beauty and fashion, and of tliose solid qualities, by which the welfare 
and prosperity of cities and coinnmnities are wrought out. It is plea-^- 
ant to see a great metropohtan city like this, casting aside for the 
moment the habiliments of iU industry, to lay the foundation of a 
Museum in which the dead past is to be linked to the living present; 
to be followed as we trusti at no dbtant day, by a repository of art, 
where the ages that have gone by may be kept in our remembrance, 
by gathering together the memorials of their achievements ; where 
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tliu stat«ilv iiiiircli of Enijiircs may be chronicled to some extent, by 
the exhibiLiou of wliat they have done lor social enibellisliment, and 
where the gorgooii^in - and profusion ot Nature may be emulated by 
the creative genius of Art. 

I know no locality so suitaliliL- as this, l<>r such a Museum of artistic 
treasure ; no locality in wiiicli Art has already done so mucli tor Na 
ture. Most of us remember when, but. a few jears a^, this whole 
districti which now forms the Central Tail-, \\n» an unsightly and 
riupeljr xaBsa^^* rudi9 indigtaiaque moles." Now it is a veiy miracle 
of rani beautj, where the most unpromising and stubborn natural 
feature has been made to blend and harmonize with the general aspect 
of order and grace. 

But) ladies and gentlemen, I am forgetting that I only arose to 
apologise to you for sitting down again ; and if I go on, you may im* 
pute to me the common frailty which Horace ascribes to singers — 
that they can never be induced to sing when they are asked, and 
never stop when nobody wants to hear them. But I cannot sit down 
without aaying, it is appropriate that tin- foundation of this Cosmopol- 
itan Museum should be laid dy Uie rut'iUDst man <»f our time, who in 
tlie field did so much by rahn, mi(<.n.[iu'ial.l." and nncoiijjciuu^ 
valor, to save the life of tlu' naliim, aii<l who in llio I'alnnet standi^ 
forth 03 its fearless champion, to maintain iU honor and its plighted 
£aith. 



ADDRESS OP PROF. JOSEPH HENRY. 



Mb. Fb£sidknt, Ladies and Gentleman: 

My address will have one element which I doubt not will dicit 
your appiobatioQ. I was requested to limit it to ten minutes^ aad 
tberefore*it wilt of necessity have the merit especially appredated on 
a warm day, that of shortness. Being thus instructed as to time, I 
trust I shall be excused if I do not as fully develop as could be wish- 
ed the several propositions which I intend to present in connection 
with the interesting occasion on which we are assembled. The first 
of these propositions is that modem civilization tends to conc^regate 
the population of countries into large cities, that cities tend to increase 
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more rapidly lli;ui tlie general population. Tlieae effecta may be 
referred to two causes, first, the education of iho working classes, and 
Hi'coinlly, to till' introduction of labor-saving niaciiiucs. These causes 
are noUibly illustrated in New Knii^land, wliere the njawses are more 
highly educated than in any other part ol tlie world. No sooner does 
the young New-Knglauder approach manhood, after having enjoyed 
the benefits of a common school education, than he abandonfl the plow 
and the apade and hurries to the city or the manu&cturing village to 
obtain more inteliectiial and leas toilsome employment. The vacuum 
which ifl thus produced is, however, more than filled by the invention^ 
It may be by the same iodiridual, of patent machines actuated by 
steam or horse-power, which will do, in many cases, a hundred fold 
more work in a given time than the man himself could accomplish. 
Another propontion to which I woidd call your attention is that cities 
in proportion to their extent and rapidity of growth engender habits 
of thought and of action of a character the reverse of progress, and 
which, if unrestrained, would tend to disintegrate society and resolve 
it into its prinjilive barbarous elements; thnt tlu-se principles are 
eminently a[>pHrabl(; in New York, wliich, iiK-lnJiii^' tlic wliolt* popu- 
lation at the uioulh ol the Hudson, is now a va.sl city, and is ilcrJtined 
to become, 1 say it without lip'^itation, tlie larirest city in the world; 
no other city having so large a country tributary to it in the richest 
productions of the soil and mine, and no other city so favorably situ- 
ated in regard to geogrnpliy and topography to secure these tributaries 
perpetually to itself There are in fact but two outlets for water 
communication from the immense region of the basin of the Mississippi 
namely, that along the river itself into the Gulf of Mexico near New* 
Orleans and that along the great lakes and the Hudson, terminating 
at New-York in the Atlantic Ocean. 

It is therefore of the first importance that those who possess the 
intelligence, tlie infiuence, and the power, who from the experience of 
the past are impressed with the tendencies as to the future, should 
endeavor to provide all the means posnble to avert evils sitnilar to 
those with which this city has been afflicted, and which lend to afflict 
it in a still greater degree in the future. 

Among these mcntrs 1 would of course place in the first rank a 
liberal sii]»itort of the Chi isfian minister and the Christian iniss'ionnrv, 
but thf labors of these may be greatly aided by whatever tends to 
neutralize the intouaified selfishness engendered by the struggle in a 
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large cilj for supremacy, and the unfavorable effort of extreme exdih 
aion from intercourse with nature, and above all, the ready indulgence 
of degrading passions. This is especially the prorinoe of museums of 
art and nature. They not only offer a substitute for immoral gratifi* 
cations by supplying intellectoal pleasures, but may also be reitdered 
sources of moral and even religious instruction. The establisliraenl, 
the beginning of wliicU we arc about to iiiaui^niraU' i>, in accortknce 
with the views \vr liavc. presented, wortliy of tlie eiiterjirisc and into!- 
ligencc of lii i > a ho cnnceived ami who liave thus far devfloritd it 
It if to be a tctiiple of nature in wliicli the productions of the inorgauic 
and organic world, togetlier with the remnants of the past ages of the 
human family are to be collected, classified, and properly exhibited. 
It is to be rcn(l( red an attractive exhibition which shall arrest ti e 
attention of the most unobserving of those who^ having been confined 
all their lives to tiie city, have come to consider edifices of brick anil 
of stone as the most prominent objects of the physical world. 

We have learned from the interesting address of the Preddent of 
the Museum, that already large collections of specimens in natural his- 
tory and ethnology have been secured. But such a collection, bowem 
well arranged and interestingly displayed, is still wanting iu an esseu' 
tial element of higher usefulness. I allude to the spiritual part of its 
constitution, to the controlling, intellectual, and moral soul which shsll 
direct its operations and instruct the multitudes who may Hook to the 
exhibition for aauiseroent or the [rratification of mere curiositv, in a 
craviiii; for novelties. How iiujouiparably greater would the ini|>orl- 
anco of this museum be were there connected with it a proless<.>r, who 
at stated periods of tlic vt ar wonhl irivo courses of free loctiuejs ou the 
objects which it contains, who would (.'x|K)und the laws of the 
phenomena of nature, who \NQuld point out the 0}>erati()ns of thst 
mysterious principle called lite, who would discourse upon the changes 
the world bus undergone during geological periods, and who would 
reconstruct the history of man in primitive times (vom the remnants 
of his previous existence which have been ^thered in this institation. 

For example, what an effect would be producfid on thouBands of 
the inhabitants of this vast city if it were announced that an Agassis, 
filled with enthusiastic S3rmpathy with his subject and his audieno^ 
and capable of mingling moral considerationB with science principle^ 
of directing attention from nature to nature's God, of not only en- 
lightening the heads, but of warming the hearts of his audience, oveie 
to give free courses of iii'jtrueliou. 
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Such an ;iiiiii>iiU( l uient would he liailcd wilfi intenfo Intoreat by 
thou.sa!^il^^ inid tln' ;iiii|i!iilhcater i^C the iini.-cuui would lu' crowded to 
overflowing with receptive and admiring auditors. ] need only sug- 
gest such an arrangement to find, I douht not, an appreciation of itfl 
importance in every one of my hearers, and the hope felt or expressed 
that the directors of this establishment will endeavor to provide an 
endowmeot for the support of such a feature of the museum. But I 
bare not yet done. The development of the institution would not yet 
be complete were it oven furnished with all the appliances I hare 
mentioned. There is still another duty which this citj owes to itself 
and to the civilized world ; I allude to an endowment for the support 
of a college of discoverers, of a series of men capable not only of ex* 
pounding established truths but of interrogating nature and of disooT* 
ering new facts, new phenomena, and new principles. The blindness 
of the public to the value of abstract science and to the importance of 
endowments for its advancement is truly remarkable. No country in 
the world is ho muidi indebted for its progress in power aii<l iiitelli<;ence 
to science thau uuio, and yet no country does so little to encoiira<:;e or 
advance it. Nearly all that i.-? done in tiiis Ime, i.sby professors in col- 
leges. li;i.lly paid, and gt'iieially overworked. It is not every one, 
however well educated, that Ls capable of becoming a tirst-class scien* 
tist ; like the poet, the discoverer is born, not made, and when one of 
this class has been found ho should be cherislied, liberally provided 
with the means of subsistence, fully supplied with all the implements 
of invest ipiti on, and his life consecrated to the high and holy office of 
penetrating the mysteries of nature. What has been achieved in the 
knowledge of the forces and operations of nature and the use to which 
this knowledge has been applied in controlling and directing these 
forces to useful purposes, constitutes the highest claim to glory of our 
race. Yet it is a melancholy fact thar, notwithstanding the reputation 
for wealth and intelligence possessed by our people, for the only 
institution intended esqpecially for the advancement of science in this 
country we are indebted to a foreigner, James Smithson. and that a 
very large portion of the income of this has wrongfully been devoted 
to the erecliou ut a costly edifice and the embellishment of ground.s, 
and expenditures on other local object?* utmecessary for the realization 
of the iutenLions of tlio founder. 1 am happy, however, to say that 
after 25 years of incessant t fforts in one line by the directors, Con- 
gress has at length beeo induced to indicate an intention of redressing 
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the evil, and entibliiig the establishment to devote its whole energies 

to the advance of science, the evident design of the testator. New 
York at {ireseiit is tlu- wealthicvst, must powerful, and influential city 
ol' Lho Uniot). and i.> (1< ^tined in the future to be more 80. But do 
not \)r oircmltMl witli nie if 1 any in perfect candor and with the desin- 
of doing good, that it has done less than any other city, in pruportiou 
to its means, to ativance science. More tlmn 75 years ago, Boston 
established the Awerican Academy of ArU and Science^ which, an> 
nuslly ever siooe, has given to the world the result of original labois 
in the way of new discoveries. 

Philadelphia before the revolution, under the auspices of Frankbn, 
established the American Phtlosopbical Society, which has still » vig- 
orous existence, and continues to annually s^d its transactiotis lo 
foreign societies in exchange for ttheirs. New-York, also^ more than 
50 years agO| commenced to establish a Fhiloeopbtcal Society, whidi 
expired, however, in giving birth to a single memoir by De Witt 
Clinton on the importance and value of such an establishment It is 
also true that among so many people there have been some who have 
been zcalout^ly dcvuted tu science, and have done honor to it and the 
world, such as a Redfield (I speak only of tlic dciid), \vli<> ostaldished 
the laws of storms, and a Torrey, who devoted an unobtrusive, indus- 
trious and productive lite, to the advance of chemistry, niin< ral'^gy. 
and botany. Boaat not of wealth, nor of refinement, \vhil<' oriirinal 
powers of intellect, the choicest gift of heaven to man, is at a discount 
among you. I appeal to the millionaires of this city, if any one of 
them is desirous of perpetuating his name and of living in the memory 
of mankind long after he has departed this life, to endow, connected 
with the Park Museum, a College of Discoveries, with the additionsl 
means of printing and disseminating over the world the results of its 
labors. I refer him to the effects which are being produced in regard 
to the name of James Smithson, a scion of one of the noble houses of 
England, who ri^hifully anticipated that through the endowment of 
his institution his name would live in the history of mankind when the 
titles of his proud ancestors were extinct or forgotten. Every year a 
publication is issued from this institution, filled with aii account of new 
discoveries made under iU auspices, which is distributed to more than 
2,000 foreign institutions. This publication, bearing the name of 
Smithsonian Contributions to Knowledge, tluis renders the name of the 
founder ubiquitous witli contiDual repetitions, until now, it has become 
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a»« ffttnillar as n bouseliold word in everj part of ihti civiliztjd world. 
What, in coiiipariaon to this, are local monuments, pyramids of flint, 
statoes of brwai, or obelisks of marble? Th* ?n arc seen but by the 
lew and are constantly subjected to the slow but sure destroyer, time ; 
while the other is etreijwhere present, and is as endnriiig as civiliza^ 
tioD itsel£ The opeiatioiis of the unirerae are miliaiited, and in the 
great book of natme^ man has scarcely read more than the title-page 
or the piefiuje. It was the sajiog of La Plaoe^ What we know is 
nothing ; what we do not know is immense ; indeed evetj advance of 
knowledge bat enlarges the sphere of our ignorance." How manj 
problems of the highest interest are pressing: upon us even in the line 
of biology. What la vitality? Is it an unintelligent force of nature, 
like that of attraction, juiKlaring crystalliz ilioii, or an inteUisT'^nt prin- 
ci]>l'- o|>oratiiig Ijy tlu.' oidinarv forces of iialurr, jiroduciiig results 
indicating dei-ig^n and consequent int<Miiion ? Can dead niaticr be 
made aiire under the iniluence of certain condiuons without propa^' 
tion from parents — this is a question which cannot be solved a priori^ 
and must wait the decision of refined experiments. It has been 
ndnoed to a iact that either eretj breath of air we inhale, that 
every portion of the earth's atmoq)herB^ is teeming with the germs 
t»nivnig oiganisms, or that dead matter may spring into life in accord- 
ance ^with the process of what is called spontaneous generation. In 
scienoe every advance in the way of discovery gives us a higher point 
of view for making excursions into the regions of the unknown, and 
the man of science, however extended his vision, however luuliiplied 
his rf'souri es. can never want for worlds to conquer. 

Gud has created man in own intellectual image, and trraciously 
perMnitf_'d him to study Hi« modes of operation, and rewards his 
industry in this line by giving him powers and instruments which affect 
in the highest degree his material welfare. It was the recognition of 
the importance of original science that rendered France a few years 
ago the center of civiUzation of the world. The celebrated Mnsenm, 
esUed the Garden of Plants, was not a museum, as it were, of dead 
specimens for the gratification of ordinary cariosity, but the theatre of 
the labors of a Guvier, a St. Hilaire, and of the many distinguished 
men which have rendered the scientific annals of that country 
immortal 

Germany owes her ascendency at the present day not only to the 
general o lucation of her people, but to the means which she has provi- 
ded for the discovery of new truths. 
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Krigland is bt'cnmintr awakcii'd t'l tlif^ impuitaiic*' of the same 
obj»M-t, and a |i()iri.>n of thr iiuiin'i)-c iiiconu' of her uuiversitiea a 
now (ievotLMl to the »uj>port oi original investigators, 

Willi the hope that you will excuse the plainness of some of niy 
remarks, and attribute them to my ardor for the advancement of 
kno\\Medg<\ and a de.^'ire to stimulate the inhabit-ants of this city to 
efforts in the lino in which 1 am most interested, rather than to a ten- 
dency to indulge in depredatioti or cynical criticism, I must close my 
address and throw myself upon your indulgence for haying involunta* 
rily, as it were, exceeded the limit of my time.

Contracts hav«' lu'en inwle by the Department lor the granite, 
mason and iron-work of the new fire-proof edifice on Manhattan 
Square, between 8th and ^Hh Avenues, and 77th and Slst Streets^ 
and the walls, floors and roof are to be oompleted by next Nov- 
ember. The foundations and basement story are already finished, 
and the extraordinary thickness and careful construction of their 
walls give an assurance that the structure, when completed, will 
be of the most enduring character. 

The birds hare been re-arranged by Professor Biokuorb and 
Dr. Holdbb; the South American collection having been transfer, 
red from the second floor to the new cases in the lower hall, 
and the fine series of skeletons purchased of Verr^ux substi- 
tuted in their place. The birds of Auatmlia * and the Pacific I n- 
lands liave been separated from those ol Europe and Asia, and 
placed in a faunal collection by themselves, thus cuniplc'tiiiir the 
geographical arrangement commenced when the Museum was 
first oiM-ned to tlif public. Manuscript has also been prepared for 
a popular guide Itook for visitors. 

A Department of Anthropology has been formed, and a collec- 
tion of rare implements made by the aborigines of Porto Rico 
has boen presented by the Trustees. A number of valuable con- 
tributions of such specimens have been received, and this new 
department promises to be one of the largest and most interesting 
features of the Museum. 
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An important collection of fossils has been purchaaed of Prof, 
Francis S. Holmes^ of Charleston, 8. C, containing the typee of 
the species figured in the <* Pliocene Foesils of South Oard]B%^' 
by Taomey and Holmes, and Holmes' <* Fossils of the Post- 
pliocene ; " also a very choice and full collection of sharks* teeth, 
from the Eocene beds of the same region. 

Many valuable donations have been received. Among the meet 
importaiit are the giits of Mr. D. G. ElUol and Wm. B. DeGarmo. 
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SEVENTH MMAL EEPORT. 



Since the establialuueut of our mstitution, each 
year has witnesfidd some distinct feature of progrefiB. 

The past season has been characterised in amanner 
no lesB favorable tlian its predecessors. The most 
prominent object to which the efforts of the Trustees 
hare been directed since onr last report^ has been the 
establishment of the Geological Department of the 
Mu^aenin upon sucb a basis, both as to its extent and 
authoi^ity, as to render it of high and pennanent 
scientific yalne ; and secondly to secure for onr aocom- 
modation the completion of the new edifice now in 
progress uii(l< i the authority of the Conmiissioners of 
the Central Park. 

The first of these objects has, we thsak, been satis- 
factorily accomplished by the purchase of the private 
collection of Professor James Hall, for so long a 
period the distingoished head of the Commission for 
the geological survey of the State of New York. 

The value of this collection is so well known to 
scientific men, that it needs only a brief reference, and 
we are sure that the firiends and promoters of the 
enterprise in w hich we are engaged, will regard it as 
a matter of congratulation that a collection so rich 
and so yast» is now to be brought forth from compar- 
ative seclusion, placed at the great centre of popula- 
tion, and made accessible to all. It constitutes a great 
Mosemn in its special department, having more than 
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5,000 of its typical forms already illiistrated, and 
comprises the tangible results of Prof. Hallos life- 
work! As this work was done from the basis of the 
New York geolc^cal formationc^ and large oolleetions 
were m.h h' from tlie Western States for the ftiller aud 
more complete illustration and the fiidng of the New 
York geological nomenclature^ it became a matter of 
jnst pride with m to secure, against the intellisrent 
and liberal competition of foreign scientific boditj.s, the 
intereeting and authentic examples of a work so ez« 
tentdve and important ; especially as these would re- 
main the perpetual record of a scientific enterj)rise 
under the authority of the State of New Yoi% ex- 
tending over a period of lorty years, and undertaken 
at a time when the science of Geology had scarcely a 
name, and no jilacc or position in this country. 

To examine in detail and to arrange systematically 
that portion which should remain as the permanent 
property of the i\hiseiiiii, will require a laborious and 
careful survey *>f a great amount of material, ot w hich 
BO full examination has been made since it left the 
4eld, and which remains in many instances in the 
original cases. When this has been done, large num- 
bers of very desirable duplicates wiU remain, which 
can be made effective in valuable exchanges, and thus 
our Museum will be able to secure in this or related 
departments important series of specimen?? attainable 
in no other way, llie price paid for the Hall Collec- 
tion is $65,000, of which sum $40,000 have already 
been subscribed by the Trustees and a few Iriends of 
the Museum, so that we foel justified in appealing to 
our liberal-minded citizens*^ to aid us in securing the 
remainder. 
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. At aa early period of the present year the Trustees 
iddj rooped a mfimorial to the Legislature, in which 
reference was nmde to the benefits which our Institu- 
tion was designed to couter upon the publiC| as well 
as to the cordial interest which is felt in its saccessby 
large nnmberB of our eitisenB, and asking that tl^ som 
of ^200,000 be appro] inated for e([ui|)|)ing and fiirnish- 
ing the new iire^roof editice on Manhattan Square- 
This measure, receiving the hearty cooperation of his 
II<»nor the Mayor and the Comptroller of the City, 
and of the Commissioners of the Depariuient of Pub- 
lic Parks, was promptly passed by the Legislature. 

The Commissioiiers have prepared plans and speci- 
fications for the cases and ail interior constructions, and 
it is probable that the building will be entirely com- 
pleted and ready &r occupation early next smniner. 

Ouv collections have been enriched bv several im- 
portaul purchases and by many geuerous gitts, the num- 
ber and value of the latter being unusually large. 
. The Department of Anthropology has been increas- 
ed by the pur<*hase of tlie Hon. E. G. Squier's rare 
collection of antiquities, formed during his several 
years of acgoom and travel in Central and South 
America; also in this department, to a former contri- 
bution is added a new and valuable one by the Hon. 
Geo. B. Glover, of Shanghai 

Among the more important additions to our other 
departments are the following; a unique series of 
eight mounted and eight unmounted specimens, r^ 
presenting thirteen species, of the Moas or gigantic 
fossil birds of New Zealand, purchased last year and 
now placed on exiiibition ; mummies from Columbia 
River, presented by Dr. J« Simms, and from Alaska 
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by the Alaska Commercial Co. : thirteen boxes of 
oopper and iron ores fiom Lake Superior, preMnted 
by Samuel Sloan, Esq^ and a ooOeetion of minerals 

fipom the Western States, presented by Prof. A. E. 
Foote: several mounted mammals and birds froni 
Beiroat^ Syria, preeented by the Bev. D. Stnart Dodge : 
many fine specimens of carboniferous plants from 
Pennsylvauia, presented by Thomas Ingham, Esq.: 
the W. J. Hays' Collection of mounted headi of tiie 
Moose, Bnfiido and Cariboo : skulls and anflers of 
many species of deer, and a large pictiire of a herd of 
buffalo, all presented by the generous tiienda of the 
lamented artist: Air. Elliot's gift of over eleven 
hiui<Ired Hue skins of birds of North America, and 
several mounted maniinalH. 

The Maintenance Fund, reoeiTed from our Ammd 
Membra, has provided for a limited corps of euratorai 
and enabled us to purchase the Squier collection. 
The services of additional curators are now r( quired 
by ihe constant and rapid growth of our Museunif 
and it is hoped that the list of such subscribers will 
be largely increased during the ensuing year. 

The number of visitors to our halls has been stead- 
ily increasing. The turnstile recently placed at tiie 
entrance to the Museum has given the following sur- 
priang results, and afibrds a most satifl£ftctory proof 
of the popularity of the institution :

We cannot conclude this brief report without a 
sincere and xespectful tribute to the memory of our 
late associate, Mr. WnuAic T: Blodobti , a gentleman 

who, while he possessed a nature in peculiar and ear- 
nest sympathy with the liberal and graceful arts, was 
from the beginning the friend and sealons promoter 
of the interests of this Museum, an institution whose 
appropriate though not exclusive field enters largely 
into the severe domain of science. We shall miss 
his active codperation, his generous and ready aid, 
and the intercoiu*se of the ever genial and courteous 
gentleman.

ARTICLE m. 

The Trustees shall meet quarterly on the second Monday of 
every February, May, August and November, at an hour and 
place to be designated on at least one w«'uk's written notice from 
the Secretary, antl shall, annually, at the quarterly meeting in 
November, elect the officers and committees for the ensuing year. 
They shall also meet at any other time to transact special business 
oo a call of the Secretary, who shall issue such call whenever re- 
quested so to dn, in writing, by five Trust^'es or by the President, 
and give written notice to each Trustee of such spe{*ial meeting, 
and of the objcnjt thereof, at least three days before th(5 meeting 
is held.

He shall report in writing, at eadi quarterly 
meeting of the Trustees, the balance of money on hand, and the 
outstanding obligations of the MnscuTn, as far as practicable ; and 
shall njake a full report, at the annual meetinLr. of tho receipts and 
disbursements of the past year, with such suggestions, as to the 
financial mauugemeut of the Museum, as he may deem proper. 

ABTIOLB VL 

The Executive Committee shall consist of five, who shall have 
the control and regulation of the Collections, Library and other 
property of the Museum ; and shall have power to purchase, sell 
and exchange specimens and book^, to employ ag6n^ to regnlale 
the manner and tenns of exhibiting the Museum to the public^ 
and generally to carry out in detail the directions of the Trustees ; 
but the E.xecutive Committee shall not incur any expense or 
liability for the Museum exceeding two thousand dollars at one 
time, or exceeding, in all, ten thousand dollars, in the interval 
between the quarterly meetings of the Trustees, without the express 
sanction of the Trustees.

ARTICLE XL 

The contribution of two thousand five hundred dollars to the 
funds of tho ^fuseum at one time, shall entitle the person giving 

the sarno to l)o a I'atron of tlio Museum. 

The coutril lilt ion of one thouaaud dollars, at one timo, shall en- 
title the person giving tlie same to be a Fellow in Perpetuity. 

The contribution of five hundred dollars, at one time, shall 
entitle the person giving the same to be a Fellow for Life. 

Any person may be elected by the Trustees to either of the 
above degrees, who shall have donated to the Museum Books or 
Specimons to tho value of twice tlio amount in monoy r<»quisite to 
his admission to tho same doiiroo, and the President and Scorotary 
shall issue Diplomas accordingly, under the seal of the Museum. 
The Trustees may also elect Honorary Fellows of the Museum in 
their discretion.

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The Trustees ot Llic American Mugeiim of Natural 
iii.Htory have the pleasure of presenting this, their 
Ninth Annual Beport, to the Patrons, Fellows and 
Members of the Huseum. 

In 1870, after an Act of Incorporation had ])een 
granted by the Legislature, and the Elliot, Maximillian 
and Verreaux collections had been secured, an agree- 
ment was made with the Department of Public Parks, 
that these attractive npecimens should be tem])orarilj 
exhibited iu the Ai'seual building, in the Central Park, 
while the Citj was erecting a suitable edifice, absolutely 
fireproof, and part of a general plan to be completed, by 
the addition from time to time of similar sections, as 
the increasing collections of the Mubeuni might require 
more space for public exhibition. This agreement 
has been Mly carried out. In accordance with 
an Act of the Legislature, passed in 1870, the De- 
partment offered the Trustees that portion of the 
Central Park formerly known as Manhattan Square , 
as a location. This was accepted, and a build- 
ing has been erected from plans prepared by the 
Architects of the Department, and approved by a 
Committee of our Board, the cases and interior ar- 
rangements having been planned, principaUj, from 
suggestions by our Superintendent. 

Last year tiie Legislature passed an Act authorizing 
and directing the Department to make and enter 
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into a contract with the Museum for the occupation 

by it of the buildings erected or to be erected on the 
square, and for transferring thereto and ebtabiiiihing 
and maintaining therein its museum, library and col- 
lections, and carrying out the objects and purposes set 
forth in its charter. In compliance with the pn> 
visions of this law, an agreenieut has been made with 
the Department, which is hereto annexed, and pro- 
vides, among other things, that the Museum shall en- 
joy the exclusive use of the whole of mid building, 
under rules, and regulations contained iu the contract - 
that its exhibition halls shall be open to the public, 
free of charge, on Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday of each week, and on Monday and Tuesday 
to subspribers and students; and that the Trustees 
may appoint, direct, control and remove all persons 
employed in the building and the museum, library and 
collections therein contained. 

The directors of the principal museums in America, 
and a number of scientific gentlemen connected with 
similar institutions in Europe, have already carefully 
examined the structure, and pronounce it particularly 
satisfactory, in respect to light, space, durability, ele- 
gance of finish, and every convenience for the visitor 
and the scientific student. 

This edifice was opened to the public, by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, on the 22d day of Decern* 
ber, in the presence of the Trustees, the Commissioners 
of Public Parks, the State and City authorities, and a 
large assemblage of our most prominent citizens, and 
scientific men of the country. Addresses were deliv- 
ered on that occasion by Robert L. Stuaht, Esq., 
President of the Museum ; Hon. VV. R. Martin, Presi- 
dent of the Department of Public Parks ; President 
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Eliot, of Harvard University, aud Professor Marsh, 
President of the American Association for the ad- 
vancement of Science, which are appended to this 

report. 

The new arrange lueuts, including the selection and 
removal to this building of a very large part of our 
collections, hitherto deposited in the Arsenal, and their 
scientific classification, have required, during the past 
sumiuer and autunui, the exerciije of a great deal of 
care, labor and thought, on the part of the gentlemen 
to whom the work has been entrusted by the Board : 
and here, we would perhaps be considered as having 
failed in our duty, did we not recognize in an especial 
manner, the zealous co-operation of Prof Bickmore, 
and others, particularly at a period which brings to a 
definite and satisfactorv conclusion, the initial move- 
ment in our history, with which they have been so 
closely identified. ^ 

The reptiles, fishes, corals, minerals and dnplicates, 

are still exhibited in the Arsenal, for want ()f%|Ki(*o in 
the new building, which contains the rarer and more 
attractive specimens, displayed in cases that suitably 
show their beautiful forms and colors, and invite criti- 
cal scientific examination. 

The Anthropological department has received the 
following additions. By donation: — ^from Mr. John 

11. Pell, sixty articles of Indian dresses and arms ; 
froui Capt. J. H. Mortimer, a series of the implemenla 
of the Esquimaux of Alaska \ from Mr. H. G. Marquand, 
over two hundred pieces of Missouri mound pottery ; 
from Mr. D. J. Steward, a collection of rnde stone imple- 
ments from Goiheu, N.Y. j from Dr. Jacob i:uiapp, Louis- 
ville, Ky., stone axes and arrow-heads. By purchase : — 
several lots of Missouri mound pottery, firom H. de Mor- 
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gan ; the Bement collection, illustrating the Stone age 
of Denmark, and the two-thirds purchase of the rare 

and ciireiully selected collection of Col. Ciuii les C. Jones, 
Jr., of Georgia, containing the specimens described and 
figtired in his Antiquities of the Southern Indians*" 
The very important collection of implements used 
by the prehistoric men of the valley of the Somme, in 
northern France, numbering over three thousand 
* carefully selected specimens, which was brought 
over by Mr. H. de Morgan, from Amiens, has been 
puicliased and deposited by the rre.sident of the Mu- 
seum. It is stated to be the most complete and valu- 
able series of such objects extant, (that of Boucher de 
Perthes, at Abbeville, only excepted), and will afford 
to investigators of that populnr lu inoh of Natural 
Science in America, a means of comparing their spec- 
imens with a standard series of the earliest Stone age 
in Europe. 

The purchase of the Hall Collection, has made 
the Departments of Geology and Palaeontology so 
important, that the services of a special curator have 
been required, and Prof R. P. Whitfield has been em- 
ployed to take ciiarge of that part of our collections. 
He has unpacked and placed in the cases of the upper 
exhibition hall, the types and rarer specimens of the 
" James Hall " and other collections, and is now pre- 
paring a series of map.s, to show by diflerent colors the 
areas of the surface of our continent occupied by the 
several formations. 

Valuable gifts have been made to this department, 
by Mr. Robert L. Stuart and Professor Hall. 

The Wolfe gift of the Jay collection of books on 
Conchology, is placed in a library specially prepared 

with cases and shelves of iron, important works have 
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been given by the States of New HampBhire, Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota. Dr. Hayden's Geological survey 
has been received from the Department of the Inte- 
rior, and the publications of many foreign societies 
from the Smithsonian Institution. 

The very valuable library of Icthyological and Sci- 
entific Books, gathered at great expense and care, by 
Mr. Jame8 C. Brevoort, (unlimited orders having been 
given lor rare works during many years), has been • 
purchased by the President of the Museum, and will 
soon be deposited in the Library. It is regarded 
as by far the most extensive collection of works upon 
Fishes in this country. 

The great assemblage on the day of opening the 
new building, and the large numbers who daily fre- 
quent its halls, show that the usefulness of the Museum 
is constantly increasing, and we conhdently appeal to 
all our public spirited citizens, to unite with the 
Trustees in sustaining and promoting the prosperity 
of an institution which exists only as a means of 
advancing the higher education and increasing the 
esthetic and scientific attractions of the city in which 
we live.

ARTICLE I. 

ThiB Corporation shall be styled the Axebigak Mubsux op 
Natitbal Histobt* 

ARTICLE II. 

The several persons named in the Charter, and such others 
116 they may add to theij- umnber, which tihall nut exceed 
twenty-live in all at one time, shall be the Trustees to manage 
the affairs, pro])erty and business of the Corporation, and in 
case of the death, accepted resignation, or removal from the 
State of any Trustee, a new Trustee shall be elected to fill his 
place by the remaining Trustees ; but no election of a Trostee 
shaU be held except at a quarterly meeting of the TmsteeSy 
on written notice of not less than one week, specifying that 
such election is to be held, and the Tacaney which is to be 
filled ; and every election of Trustees shall be by ballot, and 
no perbon nhull ije deenied to be elected a Trustee unless he 
shall receive the votes of at least three-fourths of the Trustees 
present. 

ARTICLE in. 

The Trustees shall meet quarterly on the second ^londay of 
every February, May, August and I^ovember, at an hour and 
place to be designated on at least one week^s written notice 
from the Secretary, and shall, annually, at the quarterly 
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meeting in November, elect the office i > :tn(l eoiumittees for 
the ensuing year. They shall also meet at any other time to 
transact special bosiness on a call of the Secretary, who shall 
ifisne such call whenever requested so to do, in writing, bj 
five Tnietees or by the President, and give written notice to 
each Tmetee of snch special meeting, and of the object thereof, 
at least three days before the meeting is held.

ARTICLE V. 

The President, and in his aVjsence, the First or Second 
Vice-President, shall preside at all the meetings of* the Museum 
and of the Trustees. 

The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the 
Trustees, of the Executive Committee, and of the Auditing 
Committee, and shall preserve the seal, archives and corres- 
puiidence of the Museum, shall issue notices for all meetings 
of the Trustees, and attend the same. 

The Treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the 
Museum. He shall keep the accoiiT^t^ of the Museum in books 
belonging to it, which shall be at ail times open to the inspec- 
tion of the Trustees. He shall report in writing, at each 
quarterly meeting of the Trustees, the balance of money on 
hand, and the outstanding obligations of the Museum, as 
tar as practicable; and shall make a full rep<»rt. at the annual 
meeting, ot" the receipts and disbursements of the past year, 
with such suggestions, afi to the hnauciai management of the 
Museum, as he may deem proper. 
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AimCJ.E VI. 

The Executive Committee shall consist of five, who shall 
have the control and regulation of the Collections, Library and 

other property of the Museum ; and shall have power to pur- 
chase, sell and exchange specimens and books, to einphiy 
agents, to regulate the manner and terms of exhihitinir the 
Museum to the public, and gener;illy to carry out in detail the 
directions of the Trustees; but the Executive Committee shall 
not incur anj expense or liability for the Museum exceeding 
two thousand dollars at one time, or exceeding, in all, ten 
thousand dollars, in the interval between the quarterly meet- 
ings of the Trustees, without tiie express sanction of the 
Trustees. 

ARTICLE VIL 

The Auditing Committee shall consist of three, and it shall 
be their duty to examine and certify all bills presented against 
the Corporation ; and no bills shall be paid unless first approved 
in writing by at least two members of this Committee. 

ARTICLE Vm.

The Finance Committee shall consist of three, including 
the Treasurer, and it shall be their duty to take charge of and 

invest the funds of the Museum in itP name, and to take all 
proper measures to provide means for its support. 

ARTICLE IX. 

A majority of the Trustees for the time being shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business, but five Trus- 
tees meeting may adjourn and transact current business, sub- 
ject to the subsequent approval of a meeting at which a quorum 
shall be present. 

ARTICLE X. 

By-Laws nuiy, from time to time, be made by the Trustees, 
providing for the care and manai^omeut of the property of the 
Corporation, and for the goveruuieiit of its aiiairs. 
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Such By-Laws, when once adopted, may be amended at any 
meeting of the Trnstees by a vote of a majority of thofie 
present, after a month's notice in writing of snch proposed 

amendment. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The contribution of two thousand five hundred dollars to 
the fnnds of the Museum at one time, shall entitle the person 

giving the same to be a Patron of the Museum. 

The contribution of one thousand dollars, at one time, shall 
entitle the person givin<^ tlie ssune to be a Fellow in Perpetuity. 

The contribatiou of live hundred dollars, at one time, shall 
entitle the person giving the same to be a Fellow for Lite. 

Any person may be elected by the Trustees to either of the 
above degrees^ who shall haye donated to the Museum Books 
or Specimens to the value of twice the amount in money re- 
qnisite to his admission to the same degree, and the President 
and Secretary shall issue J )i]i]ouia8 accordingly, under the seal 
of the Mnsenm. The i rusrees may elect Honorary Fellows 
of the Museum in their discretion. 

All persons receiving such degrees and diplomas shall be 
entitled, at all times, to free admission to the Museum and its 
Exhibitions, but shall not, by virtue of such degrees or diplo- 
mas, become members of the Corporation. 

ARTICLE XU. 

Ko alterations shall be made in this Constitution, unless at 
a regular (piarterly meeting of the Trustees; nor by the votes 
of less than two-thirds of all the Trustees ; nor without notice 
in writing of the proposed alteration, embodying the amend- 
ment proposed to be made, having been given at a regular 
meeting.

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CONTRACT 

WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC PARKS 

FOR THE OCCUPATION OF THE NEW BUILDING. 



This Agrkement, made and concluded on the twentv-sec- 
ond day of December, in the jear one thousand eight hun- 
dred and seven tj-seven, between the Department op Public 
Parks op the City op New York, the party of the first part, 
and the American Museum of Natural History, party of 
the second part, Wituesseth : 

Wkereaa, by an Act of the legislature of the State of New 
York, passed April 22d, 1876, entitled "An Act in relation 

to fhe powers and duties oi' tlie liuard of Commission crs of 
the Department of Public Parks, ia connection with the 
American Musemn of Natural History, and tlie Metropolitan 
Museum of Art," the said party of the tirst part is authorized 
and directed to enter into a contract with the said party of 
the second part, for the occnpation by it of the buildings 
erected or to be erected on that portion of the Central Park 
in the City of New York, known as Manhattan square, and for 
trHUsfernnir thereto and establishing and maintaining thei-ein its 
museum, lil)rarv and culleetions, and cnrrviiiir out the objects 
and purposes of said party of the second part ; and 

Whereas, a building contemplated by said act has now been 
erected and nearly completed and equipped in a manner suita- 
ble tor the purposes of said AIu»eum, ab provided in the lii*st 
seetion of the Act of May 15, 1875, known as Chapter 351, 
of the Laws of 1875, for the purpose of establishing and 
maintaining therein the said museum, as provided by the 
said last-named act, and by the Act of April 5, 1871, known 
as Chapter 290, of the Laws of 1871 ; and. 
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WhereoBy it is desired as well by the said party of the tirst 
part, as by the said party of the second part, that, immediately 
upon the completion and equipment of said building, the said 

party of the second part should be established therein, and 
shouM transfer thereto its Aluseum, Librarv and Collections, 
and rarrv out the objects and purposes of the said party of 
the second part. 

Now, therefore, it is agreed by and between the said parties 

as follows, namely : 

First — ^That the said party of the first part has granted and 
demised and let, and doth, by these presents, ^rant, demise 
and let, unto the said party of the second part, the said biiild- 

intjs aiul the a])))nrtenance8 thereunto belonging, to have and 
to hold tlie saijie so lonir the said party of the second part 
shall continue to carry out the objects and purposes detined in 
its charter, or such other objects and purposes as by any 
future amendment of said charter may be authorized; and 
shall faithfully keep, perform, and observe the covenants and 
conditions herein contained on its part to be kept, performed, 
and observed, or until the said building shall be snrrendered 
by the said party of the second part, as hereinafter provideil. 

Secondly, — ^That neither the party of the first part, its suc- 
cessor or successors, nor the Mayor, Aldermen and Common- 
alty of the City of New York, shall be in any manner chartre- 
able or lialde for the preservation of the said buildin*^^ (»r the 
pro])eriy of the party of the second part which may be placed 
therein, against tire, or for any damage or injury that may be 
caused by fire to the said property ; but it is agreed that, 
damages as aforesaid excepted, the said party of the first part 
will keep said building, from time to time, in repair. 

Thirdly, — ^That as soon after the completion and equipment 
of said building as practicable, said party of the second part 
shall transfer to, and place and arrange in, satd building, its 
museum, library, and collections, or such portion thereof as 
can be j>roperly displayed to the public therein, and shall have 
and enjoy the exchisive n^e of the whole of sjiid bnildinir. 
subject to the provisions herein contained, and the rules and 
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i^^lationB herein preecribed, dnriDg the conti&iiaDoe of the 
term hereby granted, or nntil a Borrender thereof, as herein 
provided. 

Fourthly. — That the exhibition halls of said l»uil(liti<; >liall. 
on Wednesday. Thursday, Friday and Saturday of each wetk, 
and on all leji;al or public holidays, except SundajB, be kept 
open and accessible to the public, free of charge, from nine 
o^clock A. M. until half an hoar before snnset, nnder anch rales 
and regalations as the party of the seeond part shall, from 
time to time, prescribe; bnt on the remaining days of the 
week the same shall be only open for exhibition to snch per- 
sons, upon snch terms as the said party of the pecoiid p«rt 
shall from tiiiie to time direct. But all proft^ssors aiiJ teuchers 
of public schoolB of the City of New Yurk, or (»tber institu- 
tions of k'jirning in said city, in wliich instruction is given 
free of charge, Bhall be admitted to all the advantages afford* 
ed by the said party of the second part, through its Museum, 
Ubraiy, apparatns, and collections, or otherwise, for study, 
research and investigation, free of any charge therefor, and 
to the same extent and on tiie same terms and conditions as 
any other persons are admitted to snch advantages, as afore- 
said. 

FifMy, — That the Museum, Libraiy and collections, and 
all other property of the said party of the second part, which 
shall or may be placed in said buHding, shall continue to be 
and remain absolutely the property of said party of the sec- 
ond part, and neither the said party of the first part nor the 
said the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty, shall by reason 
of sai<l i)roi>erty being placed in said buihiing, or continuing 
tlierein. have any riirlit, title. i>n>j>erty oi' inrere>t tlierein ; nor 
shall the said party of the second part, by reason of its occu- 
pation and use of said building under this agreement, acquire, 
or be deemed to have any right, title, property or interest in 
said building, except so far as expressly granted by this 
agreement. 

Sixthly. — Tliat the Bai<l party of the second part shall, on 
or before the first day (»f A[ay, in every year, during the con- 
tinuance of this agreement, submit to tlie said party of the 
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iirst part, ita successor < >r successors, a detailed printed report 
of the operations and transactions of the said party of the 
second part, and all its receipts and payments, for the year end- 
ing with the 31st day of December next preceding. 

Sevmtldy. — That said partj of the first part shall have, at 
all times, access to every part of said building for general 
visitation and snpervision, and also for the purpose of the per- 
formance of the duties devolved upon it by the laws of the State 
of New York, or of the City of New York. That the police 
powei^ and supervision of said party of the first part shall extend 
in, through and about .^aid Ituildiu'^. That the >aid party of 
the second part may appoint, direct, control and remove all 
persons employed witliin said building, and in and about the 
care of said building, and the museum, library and collections 
therein contained. 

I£iyhthly. — That said jtarty of the second jku l may, at any 
time, after the expiration of three, and In'fore the ex- 
piration of six months from the date of the service of a notice 
in writing to said party of the first part, its successor or suc- 
cessors, or to the Mayor of the City of New York, of its in- 
tention so to do, quit and surrender the said premises and re- 
move all its property therefrom; and upon and after snch 
notice, the said party of the second part, shall and will, at the 
expiration of the said six months, quietly and peaceably yield 
\\\) and surrender unto the said party of tbe lirst part and its 
successors all and sin>riilar tlie aforesaid and demised prem- 
ises. And it is expressly understood and agreed by and be- 
tween the parties hereto that if the said party of tbe second

ADDliESb by EoBEKT L. Stuakt, FreMetU of the Mimum^ 

in beha^ofthe TruHeet. 
Ladies and Gsntlemsn : 

We have assembled for the purpose of opening to the 
public, the collections of onr MQ8eam> and the Building which 
the city has erected for their preservation and exhibition. 

This day, when our collections are displayed for the 
lirst time, begins a new and most im])ortant era in our 
history — and it will be ]>roper on this occasion, to review 
briefly the generous efforts put forth by our Tnunici]>a]ity, 
and its citizens, in this way, for the public good, and to indi- 
cate some of the fields of usefulness which tliis Institution 
is eyidently destined to occupy. 

For many years, those of our people who were privileged 
to travel abroad, wore constantly reminded of the fact, that 
in our own wealthy and influential metropolis there were 
no such institutions for tlie liiglier cultivatiun of the people, 
and their instruction and i-ecreation, as the Museums existing 
not only in the capitals of Europe, but even in places of 
moderate population. Many of the students of natural 
science, who grew up in our midst, moved away to the neigh- 
boring cities, which possessed such attractions, and New York 
came to be regarded as so given over to the accumulation of 
wealth, as to be too sterile a soil for the cultivation of the 
higher branches of education. 
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At the close of the year 1868 an UDcxampled opportanitj 
presented itself, for securing the nncleas of a Museam of 
Natnral History. Edward Verreanx of Paris, the largest col- 
lector of such specimens in the world, died ; and lii.s whole 
collection was offered 'for sale. It was at once determiTiod, 
that at last, an earnest elfort should be made, to secure a part 
of these specimens, and our citizens responded so liberally, 
that not only were the means obtained to purchase the choicest 
specimens of the Verreauz collection, but also the Elliot col- 
lection of the Birds of Korth America, and the entire Museum , 
of Prince MaxtmilHan, of Neuwied, Germany. With this 
ample proof of the interest taken by our citizens in this 
branch of Natural Science, the State Legislature, on April 
6th, 1869, passed a special Act, creating such of the principal 
subscribers as were willing to serve, a body corporate by the 
name of the American Museum of Natural History, for the 
purpose of establishing and maintaining in said city, a Museum 
and library of Natural History, encouraging and developing 
the study of Natnral Science; of advancing the general 
knowledge of kindred, subjects, and to that end of furiiisiiing 
popular instruction and recreation. 

Negotiations were then opened with the city, represented 
by the Commissioners of the Oentral Park, who had nearly 
completed our elegant public pleasure ground, and were ready 
to add to its attractions, such means for the f uither instruction 

of onr people as would be afforded by such an Institution. 

Tlic agreement made with the Park Department, \^a8 to the 
eil'ect that tlie Arsenal building should be fitted up with cases, 
as a temporary place for exhibiting a part of our specimens, 
until a suitable fire-proof structure could be completed. 

A petition, signed by many of our most prominent citizens, 
was presented to the Legislature, who authorized the Depart- 
ment of Public Parks to expend a sum sufhcient for such a 
building, and to set aside as much of the public lands under 
their charge as they should deem necessary, for a site for such 
structure, and its future extensions. By virtue of this law, 
this square of 18} acres was offered by the Department, and 
accepted by the Trustees of the Museum, and plans were pre* 
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pared hj the AxohitectB of the Department, for a bnilding to 
be ooinpleted in sections, of which this ia one. 

On June 2tl, 1S74, in the presence of the (rovernor of the 
State, the Mayor of tlie City, the Couiinissioners of the De- 
partment of Pu1)lic Parks, tlie irutieoji of the Mn.->euni, and 
many distiuguiehed guests, Presideot Grant laid the comer 
etone of this edifice. 

Soon after the Museum was opened to the public in the 
Arsenal, applications were received from many of our ablest 
^ naturalists, desiring to examine our specimens^ and in tiiis 
way we were confirmed in our judgment, that a series of 
rooms should be provided in the new bnilding for the use of 
those, who with such facilities could cnhirge the boundaries 
of Science, by their original investigations. 

Accordingly, the Legislature was petitioned for an ad- 
ditional sum, which they promptly granted, for equipping 
and fnrnishing the building; and so judiciously and carefully 
has this fund been expended, that tiie structure stands com* 
pleted as you behold it to^y (within the appropriation). 

Curators of similar institntiona in this country, and promi- 
nent scientific gentlemen from abroad, have carefully ex- 
amined this edifice, and pronounce it, both in the conception 
of the wliole plan, and in execution of the portion completed, 
CO nii)ariug favorably with any building heietofore constructed. 

Its durability, abundance and perfect diffasion of light, 
and elegance of finish are evident to all. It is in all respects 
adapted to our wants, for the preservation, exhibition, and 
investigation of the collections therein contained. 

While the Building has "been progressing, tlie Museum has 
been constantly receiving large and choice collections. 

The daughter of the first President and liberal friend of 
the Museum has presented as a memorial of her father, the 
Jay collection of shells, and library of rare Oonchological and 
other scientific works^ 

We consider it also a matter in which the Museum is to be 
congratnhited, that the Trustees and a few of its friends, have 
secured to this city, by purchase, the great Geological and 
Palaeontoiogical coilectiou of Prof. James Hall, of Albany, 
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for New York has by far excelled all her sister states, in the 
liberal amounts she has continuooslj appropriated for her geo- 
logical survey, and the importaDoe of this scientific work is 
recognized by the whole world, in adopting the nomenclature 
her geologists have proposed* 

Our great upper hall is nearly filled with the types and 
choice specimens of this one collection. 

Two-tliinls of the sum necessary for the Museum to pos- 
sess this property is already subscribed. 

Almost daily, some rare specimens, not previously in the 
Mnsenm, are brought to the building, until our collections not 
only fill this great edifice, but also the Arsenal, and every year 
the additions have been steadily increasing, until even at our 
present rate of growth, specimens would be accumulated suf- 
ficient to fill three buildings like this, before they could be coni- 
pleteci, if begun this day. 

The course pursued by tiie Museum in securing the typical 
collection of Prof. Hall, and placing it here where it will ever 
be safe from all possibility of injury by fire and accessible to 
all, indicates our wishes to aid original investigators in science, 
and this purpose is further shown by the suite of rooms in 
the Mansard story prepared for those whose labors will not 
only help to develop the great natural resources of our own 
land, but will add to the present knowledge of the most 
learned in all parts of the world. 

Our desire is to aid in, the creation, even more than in the 
di&sion of knowledge. 

The structure which we here dedicate, is one of the largest 
buildings devoted solely to Natural History, yet completed in 
any land ; but it forms only a small fraction of the whole 
^eat plan, and we cordially invite the generous co-operation 
of all our citizens, being encouraged to hope for the full real- 
ization of our plans, by the presence of this distinguished as- 
sembly — ^the Commissioners of the Park, and his honor the 
Mayor, representing the City — by a communication from his 
Excellency the Governor representing the State, and by the 
presence of the President of the United States, in testimony 
of the interest taken by the whole nation in our efforts to 
promote the public good. 
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ADDRESS by Hox. Wm. R. Maktin, I're^ident of the Dt- 

partmerU of Public Parks, 

Mr. Puesident, Ladi£S and Ge^tlumkn : 

To-dAy the promiseB of the pa^t four years arc perfonned. 
Yon are in a completed bnilding, its six stories filled ^th 

treasures. Yet it is tlie o])einn<^ onlv to a great future. 

As you approached, you saw that the building is but a 
section of an unfinished whole. It is bordered by avenues 
unregulated, by excavations for future foundations, by sub- 
graded park work, and yet, within, it is a royal abode for 
science. The collections, complete as they seetU) when you 
listen to the men who are making them, are but their begin- 
nings royal though they be. The satisfaction we all feel, this 
day, i^ fsupported by the promise of that wliich is to tnuiie. 
All that is not behind us is before us, and the future is better 
than the past. 

I think I interpret the feelings of all, when I say that the 
strong impression made here is, that we stand in the })resence 

of sonietliiiig which shall endure. At the moment, the scenes 
we have left outside seem transitory; the spectacle in which 
we participate becomes sublime. It is because we arc in the 
presence of Science — of nature, whose history and whose 
mysteries the hand of man has discovered itk! unveiled. Hie 
breadth of her dominion is opened to us. The lines of her his- 
toiy are written in these rocks, h6r beauty gleams in the 
plumage of these birds. The whole earth is filled with her 
glory — how much more this house which we have made. 

It is needless for us to say whether the great teacher makes 
the great University, or whether the great opportunity pro- 
duces the great teacher. It is enough that they live together. 
It is the pride of the great city of New York that it has 
created the Central Park for the health and enjoyment of the 
people, and in doing so, has made it^ by the adornment of Art 
as beautiful as it cuuld be made. But this is not all ; it has 
led to an appreciation of Art and of Science. As you tra- 
versed the Farlv you saw the beginning of a Meteorological 
Observatoxy, a place for History, and on either hand, two tern- 
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pies erected hy the people ; to-day, this oneopaned to Science, 
and a few months Iience another to Art. 

Beyond this thoroagh appreciation the next step mtiat be 
creative. With sach aids ae aie here afforded tiie human 
mind will be aronaed. Men will gather here to atadj and to 
teaoh ; to explore and to discover. I record it aa the Bupreme 
aatiafacfcion of this day that it is to this pnrpofle that all the 
plans are fitted. 'i'!ie idea on which Talleyniiid justified the 
French revolutiou U sometimes true of education — " what 
principles can not do, a man must." It is not for cnriosity, 
not for inetruction alone, but to awaken here the great teacher, 
to encourage here the great diaooverer — ^that glorioaa poeai- 
bility which we proudly name man. 

By the authority of the People of the State the people of the 
dtrf have erected this bnilding. The Department I have the 
honor to represent have been chai^ged with the design and con- 
etmcHon. While from all other forms of hmnan work we 
gathei' to give honor to the iiiea of Science, I ask you to 
remember Mr. Olmsted. I call yon to witness the fidelity 
and ability of the architects, Mr. Vaux, and Mr. Munckwttz, 
and the skill and patience of the artisan, the mechanic and 
the laborer. 

On behalf of the citj, Mr. Fbmdxnt, we welcome yon to 
thia MnBemn» in which you and we are henceforth associated 
for the advancement of tme science among the people. 

ADDRESS qf^ Ohaxles W. £liot, Frmd&nt nff Harvard 

In whose honor are the chief personages of the nation, 
state, and city, here assembled? Whose })alaee is this? "What 
divinity is wors]iipj)ed in this place? We are as<«»!nl Jed licro 
to own with gratitude the beneficent power of natural science ; 
to praise and thank its votaries, and to dedicate this splendid 
fltmctore to its service. The power to which we he^ do hom- 
age is the accamnlated intelligence of onr race applied gen- 
eration after generation to the stady of Nature; and thia 
palace is the storohonse of the elaborated materials which 
that intelligence has garnered, ordered, and illuminated. 
"Wiiat has natural science done for mankind that it should be 
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thus honored ? In the brief moments allotted to me I eau 
but mention three pregnant results of the scientilic studj of 
[Nature. 

In the firet place, natoral sdenoe has engendered a pecnliar 
kind of hnman mind — ^the aearchingy open, hninble mind, 
which, knowing that it cannot attain onto all trath, or even to 
much new tmth, is jet patiendj and enthnsiasticallj devoted 

to the pursuit of such little new truth as is within its gra.-^p, 
having no other end than to learn, prizing above all things 
accuracy, thoroughness, and candor in ru.-eai*ch, proud and 
happy not in its own single strength, but iu the might of that 
host of students, whose past conquests make up the wondrous 
Bom of present knowledge, whose sure future triumphs each 
humblest worker in imagination shares. Within the last four 
hundred years this typical scientific mind has gradually come to 
be the kind of philosophic mind most admired by the educated 
class; indeed, it has come to be the only kind of mind, except 
the poetic, which commands the resj^ect of scholars, whatever 
their department of learning. In every tield of study, in his- 
tory, philology, philosophy, and theology, as well ag in nat 
ural history and physics, it is now the scientific spirit, the 
sdentific method, which prevails. The substitution in the 
esteem of reasonable men of this receptive, fore-reaching 
mind for the dogmatic, oveibearing, closed mind, which as- 
sumes that it already poesesBes all essential truth, and is enti> 
tied to the exdnsive interpretation of it, is a most beneficent 
result of the study of natiual hibtury and physics. It is an 
achievement which has had much to do with the modern in- 
crease of liberty in human society, liberty individual, political 
and religious ; it is an achievement of the highest promise for 
the future of the race. 

The second result which I wish to specify is the stupend- 
oos doctrine of hereditary transmission, which during the 
past thirty years, or within the lifetime of most of those who hear 
me, natural science has developed and enforced by observatione 
and comparisons covering the whole field of organized life. 
This conception is far from being a new one. Our race ha> 
long practised, though ^litfully and empirically, upon some 
crude and fragmentary forms of this idea. Tribes, clans. 
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castes, orders of nobility, and reigning fainilioR, are familiar 
illoBtratioDS of tlie swaj of this idea ; in killing, baDishing, 
and confining criminaU mankind has in nil nges been defend- 
ing itself, blindlj, to be rare, bnt with efiect, agaanat eyils 
which incidentally flow from hereditaiy tranamianon ; bnt it 
has been reserved for natnral science in this generation to 
demonstrate the universality of this principle, and its control- 
ling influence upon the families, nations, and races of men, 
as well as upon all lower orders of animate beingg. It is fit- 
ting that uittunil history should have given this demonstration 
to the world ; for the basis of systematic natural history is 
the idea of spedea, and the idea of speciea ia itself founded 
upon the Bareness of hereditary tranemiaeion — upon the ulti- 
mate fact that individual characterietica are inheritable. As 
the knowledge of heredity, recently acquired by science, per- 
meates society, it will profoundly affect social customs, public 
legislation, and governmental action. It will throw additional 
safeguards around the domestic relations ; enhance the nat- 
nral interest in vigorous family stocks ; guide wisely the char- 
itable acUon of the community; give a rational baaia for 
penal legislation ; and promote both the occasional production 
of illustrious men and the gradual improvement of the masses 
of mankind. These moral benefits will surely flow from our 
generation's study uf heredity. 

Finally, modern science has disci i\ Lred and set forth the 
magnificent idea of the continuity of creation. It has proved 
that the development of the universe has been a progress 
from good to better, a progress not without reactions and 
catastrophes, bnt stUi a benign advance toward ever higher 
forms of life with ever greater capacities for ever finer enjoy- 
ments. It has laid a firm foundation for man's instinctive 
faith in his own future. From the sight and touch of what 
the eternal |);i>t has wrought, it deduces a sure trust in what 
the eternal future has in store. 

"And present gratitude 
Insures the future's* good ; 
And for the thiags I 
I trust the things to be.'* 

It has thus exalted the idea of God — ^the greatest service 
which can be rendered to humanity* Each age must wor- 
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ship its own thought of God,'' and each age may be judged 
hj the worthineas of that thought. In displaying the nni' 
form, oontinnons action of onrepenting Nature in its march 
from good to better, aeienee has inevitably directed the atten- 
tion of men to the most glorious attributes of that Divine in- 
telligence which acts through Nature with the patience of 
eternity and the fixity of all-foreseeing wisdom. Yerily, the 
infinite, present Creator is worshipped in this place. A hun- 
dred life-times ago a Hebrew seer gave utterance to one of 
the grandest thoughts that ever mind of man conoeivedy but 
applied it only to his own little nation, and coupled it with 
barbarous denunciation of that nation's enemies. Hiis 
thonght, tender and conriuling toward human weakness and 
insignificance as a mother's embrace, but sublime also as the 
starry heights and majestic as the onward sweep of ages, 
science utters as the sum of all its teachings, as the sopreme 
result of all its searching and its meditation, and applies alike 
to the whole nniverBo and to its last atom — ^ the eternal God 
is thy refuge, and underneath are the everlasting arms.'' 

ADDUESS bi/ Pkofessor O. C. Marsh, President of th^ 
American Auooiaiiou for the AdvanceTnent of Science. 

The opening of this Museum to-day is an important event 

in the annals of American Science, and one from which great 
results are sure to follow. We see around ns, here, already, 
treasures of nature from every land, and representing all 
periods of the earth's history. Not merely a few typical speci- 
mens, as in most new museums, but rich series, illustrating 
the marvellous diversity of Nature, both in the present and in 
the past. Such treasures, arranged with system, and to the 
best advantage, as here, arrest the attention of every observer, 
and invite study. This alone is a grand work accomplished, 
ami yet we are told, this is but the beginning. 

Tlie great Museums of the world are in the great cities; 
and it is tilting that New York, one of the few great centers 
of culture, should at last take her proper place in Science, 
and tbund a Museum, worthy of herself, for the diffusion of 
knowledge among her citizens. But there is something higher 
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than tb« diifosion of knowledge to strive for here, and that is 
the increase of knowledge. The old idea of a Museum was 
a show-room ; the modern idea makes it a workshop, as well. 

If this institution is to hoki liigli rank in Science, as we hope, 
it will not be in consequence of the spacious halls before us, 
crowded tliough they be with the rarest of Nature's products : 
but, rather, it will come through the small workrooms in 
the attic, where the naturalist, with microscope or scalpel) 
has patiently worked out discoveries that add to the sum of 
human knowledge. This Museum will fail of its highest good, 
fail even to achieve more than a local influence, unless the 
workrooms above are made the most important feature of the 
whole. These vast collections will spread the elements of 
Natural Science among the people of New York, and the 
surrounding region ; but the quiet workers in the attic, who 
pursue Science for its own sake, will bring the Museum 
renown throughout the world. 

There is yet a more important reason for making this insti- 
tution a center for original research. The science of to-day 
stands face to face with great problems. The antiquity of 
Man ; the origin of the human race ; and even the origin of 
Life itself, are among the questions which the present age sub- 
mits to science, and to whidi it demands an answer. If these 
problems are to be solved by Science, America must do her 
full share of the work, for the materials are here. In all that 
pertains to ancient life, the Western Continent possesses count- 
less treasures, unknown in other lands. These, as I believe, , 
are to unlock many mv^tei ic- in Biology, and render import- 
ant aid toward the solution of the prot'ounder questions I have 
named. American Science can thus repay its debt to the Old 
World, where science began, and gathering new facts, from 
broader and richer fields within her own borders, carry 
forward, with the vigor and enthusiasm of youth, the 
never-ending search for Truth. 

If the American Museum of Natural History, opened to- 
day under such favorable auspices, does not take a prominent 
part in this great work, it will not do justice to its founders, 
or to its opportunities. But with such a tbnndation as we have 
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here» and such xeBomoes as wait to untold their secrets within 
walls yet to be reared on this commanding site, I ▼entoie to 
predict for Natural Sdenoe in America greater triumphs than 
have hitherto been won in any land*

The Hall Collection, which was porch aaed last year, has all 
been eafelj received and ia now secQTelj stored in the new 
building, in a room specially prepared for this purpose by the 
Department of Pnblic Parks. The locality and geological 
formation of each individual specimen were carefully identi- 
fied by Prof, ilall. The whole collection liad been so dis- 
tinctly labelled when it was gathered, and had been preserved 
with snch scmpnlous care that this great labor progressed rap- 
idly notwithstanding its m&gnitade. 

The donations to the Museum dnring the past year have 
been nnmeronB, and of especial value. The principal nations 
of the world, and most of oor own States, displayed at the 
International Exhibition, at PhihMlelphia, collections illnstra- 
ting their mineral wealdi and other natnral fesonrcee. The 
central location of our institution, at the commercial nietrop- 
olis of the nation caused these exhibitors to be desirous that 
their specimens, gathered at great labor and expeus>u, bliould 
be displayed in New York, where they would be placed on 
exhibition, and always seen by the great number of visitors 
who frequent our halls from all parts of onr own conntry and 
from foreign lands. 

The following Qovemments and States have presented por- 
tions of iheir exhibits: JamaiMy her entire exhibit contain- 
ing a rich display of her tropical woods; Bermuda^ her 
woods ; a part of the woods of Brazil^ the Argentine 
Hepublio, Mexico, the Hawaiian Islandsy and Turkey ; miner- 
als from the Governments of Canada, Spain, Brazil, Tas- 
mania, and ^ew Zealand. Minerals and building stones from 
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the following States: Maine, Pennsytyania, Ohio, Kentncky, 

Indiaiiii, Michigan, Ttiiinessee, Vir>^iiiia. and California; 21 
boxes of iron ores from the Hangino; Kock re^ioD, tbrougii 
Mcisbrs. Traber Aubrey, Cincinnati ; a series of the iron 
ores smelted by the Lackawanna Coal and Iron Co. ; a spe- 
cially selected collection of the minerala of Missouri, from M. 
8. Mepham <& Bro., St. Louis ; three cases, 10 feet high, dift> 
playing the coal and iron wealth of the lands along the route 
of the Sonth and North Alahama B. Oo., throngh Prof. 
Gesner, and 800 carefiilly prepared ekina of the birds of the 
Pacific Coast, from the Woodward Gardens, San Francisco. 
)^roM\ Japan lias been received all her exhibit ot l>;uldiiig 
stones, rockto, orc^, and clayo, and one-half of her woods in 
exchange for du|)licates of our "Mammals.

Tho building qow completed is one eectiou of a piati that cau be extended 
until it occupies (he entire area of Manhattan Square, which contains 18^ acres. 
▲ pboU^gnphio copy of the ground plan is diqilayed on the right hand nde 
entnmoe, ahowing that marginal park-Uke areas border the structure upon the 
outside, sad within are four open ooiuts; also a map indicating the relative 
poaitloii of the square to the Central Pferk, and the approadies proposed, in 
order to make it accessible from tiie region of the Lake. 

This building has been erected "by the City, and the collections displayed are 
purchased by private subscriptions, and are liie property of ihc Museum, 

Each hall is ItO feet loug by GO wide, inside the walls. The lowest story is 
18 feet high ; the second, or principal story, including tho galleiy, is 30 feet; the 
upper story 22 feet, and the mansard story 16 feet in height. 

On the left hand side of the entrance are plans of the new Museum of Nat- 
ural History, now in procsss of erection t»y Her Miiiesty's GoToniment at South 
Kensington, London, snd beneath it a plan of the British Museum, the red line 
iBfl'i****"!! boundary of our square on the aame scsle.

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Tbb Trofltees of the American Hnaeam of Natural 

History have the pleasure of presenting this, their Tenth 
Annual Ueport, to the Patrons, Fellows and Members of 
the Mtisettm. 

During the past year marked progress has been made 

in the mure exact scientific cla--ification of our own 
collections, and ill receiving on deposit, and thus render- 
ing available to the scientific men of onr country, sev- 
eral collections which have been the subject of elaborate 
exainiiKition, and have, therefore, become standards of 
companion for all subsequent investigation. 

To farther aid fche student in his original researches, 
we have received on deposit the several special Libraries 
of ^:;reat value subsequently mentioned, and the large 
generiil Library of the New York Academy of Sciences. 

The Treasurer's Annual Report is annexed, showing 
that the Trustees^ including a small sum from other citi- 
zens, have contributed s 17,050, mostly for payment on 
account of the Hall oollectiuu of fossils, and from the 
city the sum of $12,500 has been received, to partly de- 
fray the necessary maintenance. 

The cases in the lower hall have been perfected by 
the addition of shelves, and the whole collection of 
mammals scientifically arranged. Several members of 
the Board of Trustees have purchased and presented 
Ihe mounted mammals exhibited by Prof H. A. Ward 
at the Centennial Exhibition at Philadelphia, consist^ 
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iiig of a camel, iuuobc, elk, male and female and yoiuig of 
the bison, male and female of the Rocky Mountain 
sheep, cariboU) grizzly bear» hooded seal, skeleton of 
dugong, and many smaller specimen??. A large paint- 
ing, " The Wounded Bison," by the late W. J. Hays, 
has been deposited bjr his widow, and is placed on the 
first landing of the stairway. 

In the department of Ornithology, the birdR of North 
America have each been carefully identihed, and the 
name written underneath the stand of those that are 
mounted. A selection has been made from the skins 

prei?ent^d by Mr. i). (i. Elliot, to be mounted aud added to 
the coUectiou on exhibition, and the remainder divided 
into series for study and duplicates for exchange. 

Three hundred and eighteen specimens, representing 
295 species of the duplicate birds from various coun- 
tries, have been forwarded to the Smithsonian Intjtitu- 
tion, and we shall receive in exchange nearly all the 
species and specimens necessary to render our collection 
of North American birds complete.

Ethnological and Archaeological collections, which are

The principal gifts have been a series of fine stone 
implements of Ireland, presented by Mr. T. W. U. Rob- 
inson, of Duriiaiii, England; insignia and ornaments of 
Chinese officials, presented by Hon. Geo. B. Glover; 
three models of cUff dwellings in Colorado, by a mem- 
ber of the Board ; a small collection of rare stone im- 
plements fiuni New York State, and some collected by 
Dr. C. C. Abbott in New Jersey^ presented by Mr. 
James Muhlenberg Bailey. 

From the estate of the late Dr. A. Habel we have re- 
ceived 50 specimens terra cotta vases and figures from 
San Salvador and Peru. 

Many rare implements have been added to the 
Sturgis Collection, and Mr. G. L. Feuardent has de- 
posited three causes full of stone and bronze implements 
and pottery from the different Swiss Lakes, and bones 
and implements of stone from the Dordogne Caves, in 
Southern France, obtained from the Marquis de Yibray, 
the whole forming a most interesting series, because it 
supplements the unique collection from- the Somme Val- 
ley, deposited by the President of the Board. 

In the Geological department the work of opening 
the duplicate fossils of the Hall Collection has been 
completed, and they have been arranged in drawers in 
the attic story. In the Exhibition Hall the collections 
have been examined and the duplicate material selected 
therefrom, commencing with the Archasan formation to 
the Chemung group of the Devonian age inclusive. The 
specimens have been zoologically arranged under 26 
geological formations, and under 35 geographiciil areas, 
and the number which remains for exhibition up to the 
Chemung is 52,298, each one of which has been separ- 
ately and carefully examined. Of these, the typical 
and hgured specimens number 5,266, most ot which are 
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represented in that important series of scientific works, 
« The Natural History of the State of New York," 

These numbers indicate that the whole series of hpeci- 
mens which will be selected for permaDent exhibition 
from the Hall Collection will amount to 80,000 or 100,- 
000, and the whole number of typical and figured speci- 
mens at about 7,000. 

We have received from the estate of the late Carlos 
Cobb, through Mrs. £. ¥. Peterson, a select series, mostly 
on large slabs, of the fossils of the Waterlime Group, con- 
taining 27 typeti of Pterygotus, Eurypturus and other 
Crustacea. 

Hr. Samuel Sloan has presented several remarkably 

large and perfect slabs of coal plants from the anthracite 
mines at Scranton, Pa. 

Mr. D. J. Steward has forwarded several large slabs 
of Schoharie grit from Goshen, Orange Co., N. Y., and 
many separate fossils. 

Mr. A. Woodward has presented and arranged 114 
rocks, illustrating the geology of Manhattan Island, and 
also assisted the Curator of that department. 

By exchange with Prof 0. H. Hitchcock, of New 
Hampshire, we have obtained a relief map of that State 
and 2,000 specimens of rocks representing the work 
done by its geological survey under his direction. 

From the estate of the late Dr. A. Habel we have re- 
ceived 70 specimens of rocks and fossils firom Peru, all 
of which are new to the collection. 

We have received on deposit, and arranged in drawers, 
where each specimen is secure and accessible, the col- 
lection of rocks and fossils gathered by the United States 
National Survey of the 40th parallel, Mr. Clarence 
King in charge. It contains 3,523 fossils, 3,880 rocks, 
and also 2,800 microscopic sections of rocks, which are 
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deacribed by Prof. Zirkel, of Leipsig, Grennany, in Vol. 

VI. of the elaborate reports of that careful 8urvey. In 
the adjoining room ore the fossils, rocks and minerals 
collected by Prof. Raphael Pumpeliy daring his exten- 
sive travels in California, China and Japan, and the 
specimens upon which he has prepared many scientiiic 
papers. 

In the same room are the lithological collections of 
Major T. B. Brooks, which contain the rocks described 
by him and Prof. Juiieu in the Geological Reports of the 
States of Michigan and Wisconsin; also a faU series 
from Aostria, identified by the lithologist of the snrvey 
carried on Ijy thiit Government, and a similar series rep- 
resenting tiie lithological work done by the Geol(>gical 
Survey of Sweden. 

The lithology of New York and other States received 
in the llnll Collection fills 78 boxes of 1} cubic feet each, 
and contains the many sections across the State made 
by Mather and others. The Geological Survey of New 
Jersey have forwarded specimens of their clays, and will 
hereafter send, year by year, specimens illustrating the 
prnijress of their work. 

The 2,000 lithological specimens received from Prof. 
Hitchcock are each labeled by him, and illustrate iuUy 
the volumes published by his survey. 

Arrangements are being perfected for the rapid in- 
crease of this remarkable amount of valuable material, 
purchased or deposited with us, for the use of those con- 
nected with the surveys of the various btates or the 
nation. 

Prof. M. E. Wadsworth, of the Geological Survey of 

California, woi ked during a part of the summer on the 
specimens described by Prof. Zirkel, and Prof. McGoid- 
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rick, of St. Xavier'8 Collegei in this city, is studying a 
this departmeBt and aiding us in its amuogemmt 

To render these collections available to the investi- 
gator, we have paid particulai attention during the past 
year to the gathering into this lire-proof structure of 
libraries of scientific works in the various departments 
of natural science that come'within the province of our 
institution, with the ibllowing gratifying degree of suc- 
cess:

The Library of the New York Academy is particularly 
rich iu serials, i^eceived from over two hundred similar 
Scientific Societies in all parts of the world. The Mu- 
seum also is constantly receiving important additions 
from foreign Societies, through the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, and from the geological surveys of the several 
States and the nation. 

Miss C. L. Wolfe has presented an excellent portrait 
of her father, the late John David Wolfe, the first Presi- 
dent of the Museum, which was painted by Mr. D. 
' Huntington, and is placed in the hallway of the princi- 
pal floor. 

A commodious entrance has been added to our build- 
ing during the past summer, and, at the request of the 
owners of the surrounding property, the sum of $20,- 
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000 has been appropriated by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to be expended in improvementB 
upon our Square during 1879. 

The New York and Metropolitan Elevated Railroads 
have nearly completed their joint route on Ninth 
Ayenue to our building, and soon the Museum will be 
aoceflrible by a ride of a few minutee from any part of 
the city. 

Our contract with the Department of Public Parks 
provides that on WedneadaySi ThuredayB, Fridays, Sat- 
nidays and holidays, the Museum shall be open to the 

public free of chai'^e, but Mondays and Tuesdays are 
reserved for the atudy and rearrangement ot the coiieo 
tionB» and on these days visitors to the city are admit- 
ted, and those contributing money or specimens. A 
member paying $10 yearly receives a ticket of admis- 
sion ibr himself and iamily on these days^ and to the 
spring and autumn receptions, and complimentary tickets 
for friends. The privileges of Fellows and Patrons con- 
tributing larger sums are stated in the By-Laws. 

A conbiderable balance being stiil due Professor Hall 
on account of his collection, and a number of the speci- 
mens on exhibition having been deposited with privilege 
of purchase upon advantageous terms, we confidently 
appeal to our public-spirited citizens to join us in enlarg- 
ing and perfecting the interesting collections on public 
exhibition* and increasing the fitcilities which will at- 
tract the scientific men of our country more and more 
to our city,

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CONTRACT 

WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC PARKS 
FOR THE OCCUPATION OF THE NEW BUILDING. 



This Agreement, made aud concluded on the twenty-sec- 
ond day of December, in tlie year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy-seven, between the Depaistmknt of Pi blic 
Parks of the City of New York, the party of the tirst part, 
and the Ahbrican Museum of Natural History, par^ of 
the second part, Witnesseth : 

Whvi-rits^ bv an Act of the Legislature of the State (^f New 
York, passed April 22d, 1876, entitled "An Act in relatiou 
to the powers and duties of the Ijoard of Commissioners of 
the Department of Public Parks, in connection with the 
American Museum of Natural History, and the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art," the said party of the first partis authorized 
and directed to enter into a contract with the said party of 
the second part, for the occupation by it of the buildincr^ 
erected or to be erected on that purtiou of the Central I'.a k. 
in tlio City of Now York, known as Manhattan Square, and for 
transtV-rrini? tlit retu and ostablisliinf? and maintainin<j^ tliereiu 
its museum, library and collections, and carrying out the ob- 
jects and purposes of said party of the second part ; and 

ly/ienasyii building contemplated by said Act lias nowln-en 
erected and nearly completed and equipped in a manner suita- 
ble for the purposes of said Museum, as provided in the first 
Section of the Act of May Id, 1875, known as Chapter 351, 
of the Laws of 1875, for the purpose of establishing and 
maintaining therein the said museum, as provided by the 
said last-named Act, and by the Act of April 5, 1871, known 
as Chapter 2i)0, of the Laws of 1871 ; and 
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Whereas, it is desired as well by the said party of the first 
part, as by the said party ol the seoond part^ that^ immediately 
apon the completion and equipment of said building, the said 
party of the seoond part should be established therein, and 
should transfer thereto its mnsenm, library and collections, 
and carry out tlie objects and purposes of the said party of 
the second part; 

Now, therefore, it is agreed by and between the said par- 
ties as follows, namely : 

First — That the said party of the first part has granted and 
demised and let» and doth, by these presents, grants demise 
and let^ nnto the said party of the second part, the said bnOd- 
ings and the appurtenances thereunto belonging, to have and 
to hold the same so long as the said party of the second part, 
shall continue to carry out the objects and purposes defined in 
its charter, or such other objects and pui pviHcs as })y any 
future amendment of said charter nniy be authoriis«*(l ; and 
shall faithfully keep, perform and observe the covenants and 
conditions herein contained on its part to be kept, performed 
and observed, or until the said building shall be surrendered 
by the said party of the second part, as hereinafter proyided. 

SccoiuUy, — That neitlier the ])arty of the first part, its suc- 
cessor or successors, nor the M.iyor, AldeniK'n and Common- 
alty of the City of New York, shall be in any manner charge- . 
able or liable for the preservation of the said building or the 
property of the party of the second part which may be placed, 
therein, against fire, or for any damage or injury that may be 
caused by fire to the said property ; but it is agreed that 
damages as aforesaid excepted, the said party of the first part 
will keep said building, from time to time, in repair. 

Thirdly, — ^That as soon after the completion and equipment

sons, upon such terms as the said party of the second part 
shall from time to time direct. But all professors and teachers 
of public schools of the City of New York, or other institu- 
tions of learning in said city, in which instruction is i^yen

Si.rffflf/. — That the said i)arty of the second part shall, oft 
or before the first day of May, in every year, during the con- 
tinuance of this agreement, submit to the said party of the

of the operationa and transactiona of the aaid party of the 
aeoond part» and all ita leoeipta and paymenta, for the year 
ending with the dlat day of December next preceding. 

Seventh^* — ^That aald party of the first part shall haye, at

The Trustees of the Amerioan Museum of Natural 

History have tlio pleasure of presenting this, their 
Eleventh Annual Report, to the Patrons, J^'ellows and 
Members of the Museum. 

It is now our pleasure to state that the institutioii is 
entire.hj out of debt. " The sum due on the Jauies Hall 
Collection of fossils and lor deficiency in maintenance 
during the past year has amounted up to this date to 
$28,179.37. The friends of the Museum have given 
$3,000, and the sum of 827,*250 ha.s been subscribed 
by the members of our Board of Trustees to cover 
this indebtedness and leave a small balance in the 
treasury. From the city. $10,076.54 have been re- 
ceived towards maintenance, and from the Annual 
Subscribers and other Members, $8,206.80, making the 
total amount paid in to the Treasurer for purchases 
and maintenance since Jan. 1, 1879, the date of the 
last report, $47,033.84. 

The opening of the Manhattan Elevated Railway 
to the depot on the northwest corner of our square 
at Ninth Avenue and Slst Street, has rendered the 
Museum accessible by a ride of a few minutes from 
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any part of the city, and has been ibllowed by a large 
increase in the number of our visitors. 

The Department of Public Parks has a completed 

systein of Sewerage which has drained the depreswon 
between the hills that originally stood on our Square, 
so that now we shall hope to have one of the health- 
iest locations on Manhattan Island. The improvement 
of the ground i> ij^ still in pr<>givs.s, jmd the iioard of 
Apportionment has set apart $20,000 for its contin* 
uance during the present year. 

The rearrangement and sciefitific labelliiitr of tlie 
collections, which began last year, have made steady 
progress, and produced a marked improvement in the 
exhibition ; also the important additions to the Museum 
mentioned below have been catalogued and disphiyed 
in the cases of the public halls or arranged in draw- 
ers in the laboratories of the upper story so as to be 
immediately accessible to all students carrying on 
original research. 

To the Department of Mammals hav^ boon added a 
fine mounted specimen of the rare Rocky Mountain 
Goat, presented by Mr. Percy R. Pyne ; five skulls 
and eight carefully prepared specimens illustrating the 
structure of various parts of the human anatomy, pre- 
sented by Dr. J. J. Milhau ; a lower jaw of the sperm 
whale and a walrus head, presented by Mr. W. H. liart- 
lett of New Bedford ; and three highly polished shells 
of sea turtle from Florida, presented by Mr. Robert L. 
Stuart. A large specimen of the long-nosed monkey 
of Borneo, has been purchased and lately nuiunted. 
and placed on exhibition. The Park Department, from 
its menagerie, has presented a Striped Hyena, a Har^ 
nessed Antelope, and a young Llama. 
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In two of the desk cases, made vacant by moving 
specimens on the gallery floor, are exhibited a series of 

very rare and valuable shells, deposited by Mr. W. A. 
IdLaineB. 

In the department of Ornithology, we have received 
from the Smithsonian Institution, as a partial exchange 

Ibr the specimens we forwarded last year, 89 species 
and 104 specimens of bird skins, which, with a selec- 
tion made by Hr. D. 6. Elliot from the large series 
tbrmerly presented by him, numbers 657 skins which 
are ready to be mounted and placed in the cases on the 
second floor. Mr. Alfred Van Deusen has presented 
9 species, 17 specimens, of skins from Sonth America. 
A remarkably large and finely colored speciinen of the 
Wild Turkey, mounted by Mr. Bell, was presented by 
the late Mr. Alexander Stuart,, and a bird's skull, 
mounted with the bones separate, but retaining their 
relative potiitiou, presented by Mr. EUiot. 

In the Department of £thnology and Archsaology 
much labor has been performed in carefully marking 
numbers in paint upon the specimens, so that tliey can 
be IVeely handled by students in this popular branch 
of natural science without the possibility of the loss 
of their locality. 

Large and valuable additions are being constantly 
made to our collections upon the gallery floor, and with 
the important deposits of similar specimens from all 
parts of our country, now rapidly accumulating in our 
workrooms, the material will soon be gathered for 
making an exhaustive study of American Archaaology. 
Mr. Hugh Auchindoss has presented a collection of 
Indian and Eskiiiiu dresses and implements, made by 
Prof. Robert Bell, on the shores of Hudson's Bay. 
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Mr. Percy B. Pyne has presented a coUection of 
Indian stone implements made by the late Hon. Brantc 

Mayer, which were principally gathered by Prof. Nicol- 
let, at the head waters ot the Mississippi. 

Bfr. F, W. Stevens has presented one-half, and Mr. 
Gifford Pinchot one»fourth of a series of similar imple- 
ments from New York State, and Mr. Peter C. ( i»i iiull 
has })i*eseiited one-half and Mr. B. G. Arnold one- 
fourth of another series from the mounds in Ohio. 

Prof S. S. Haldemann,of Chickies, Pa., has presented 
a rare collection of the dresses, weapons, and imple- 
ments of the Indian tribes of British Ouiana* Mr. 
Jonathan Thome has presented a celt or stone axe 
found in its original handle, probably the only speci- 
ineu on exhibition from the States bordering on the 
Atlantic ocean. 

Mr. Thomas Gleneay, of Cincinnati, has presented 
an important collection from the mounds in the Ohio 
Valley, It coii.siiats of grooved axes, celts, pestles. Hint 
knives, and selected arrow heads, a detailed list of 
which is given in the record of donations. 

Mr. James Terry, of Hartford, has availed himself 
oi the faciiitieb tlie Museum affords for original inves- 
tigation, and has brought his great archasological col- 
lections to our laboratories. When packed for shipping 
it filled one car and weighed five and a half tons. It 
is the result of ten years assiduous collecting, supple- 
mented with liberal purchases* The area from which 
it has been gathered commences on the nortib at Con- 
necticnt and iiicliides various parts of the coast States 
to Alabama, nid the interior States oi' Ohio, Indiana, 
and Illinois. The series of stone implements from 
• Tennessee is very extensive. There are 800 pieces oi' 
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pottery from Missouri and Arkansas, the larger part of 
which are ornamented with representations of the 

human face or the figures of animals. From Califor- 
nia there are 60 oUas or wpherical stone pots, 120 stone 
mortars, 100 serpentine dishes of. elegant finish, and 
over 40 pipes. The chipped implements of that coast 
excel in the delicacy of finish the finest ones found in 
Denmark. 

Mr. Andrew £. Douglass has also made a very im- 
portant deposit of specimens, mostly from the mounds 
of Florida. 

In the Geological department, commencing with 
the Chemung group, the arrangement of the specimens 

for exhibition, and the selectitm of duplicate material 
has been completed for the paiiBoutological collections, 
and there are now on exhibition in the upper hall the 
following series :

Each specien in each coUection has a separate writ- 
ten label coiitaiiiitiir tlie generic and specific name, 
the author's )iame, the locality and geological forma- 
tion, and a number which corresponds to a catalogae, 
a copy of which is provided with each coUection. 

Each series hatj been carefully packed in wooden 
boxe8 that are plainly marked, and the whole is now 
ready for immediate delivery. Several collections 
have been identified for individuals, the specimens 
being retained in payment tor the list of identifieations 
returned. In this work we have been aided by Mr. 
A. Woodward, who has given his labor to the Museum, 

In lithology, the standard series of rocks deposited 
by Major T. B. lirooks, I'rom Austria, Norway and 
Sweden, and from Michigan and Wisconsin, have been 
placed in drawers in the work-rooms with their micro- 
S(;o])ical pections. These Bpeciniens, together with 
those oi the 40 th parallel survey described by Prof* 
Zirkel, have become of such interest, and are so en- 
tirely accessible, that scientific experts have come from 
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V4uriou8 parts of the country to study them during the 
past year.

Oar contract with the Department of Public Parks 
provides that on Wednesdays, Thursdays, Fridays, Sat- 
urdaj^B and holiday.^, the Museum .shall be open to the 
public free of charge, but Mondays and Tuesdays are 
reserved §or the study and rearrangement of the collec- 
tions, and on these days visitors to the city are admit- 
ted, and those contributing money or ppeciniens. A 
member paying $10 yearly receives a ticket ol admin- 
sion for himself and family on these days,' and to the 
spring and autunm receptions, and complimentary tick- 
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eta for friends. The privileges of Fellows and Patrons 
contributiDg larger sums are stated iii«the By-Laws. 

An illustrated Guide is in course of preparation, but 
until it is completed, and as an luim^'diate means of 
rendering the Museum a source of instruction an assist- 
ant will be in attendance on Mondays and Tuesdays to 

receive Members and their friends, and explain the 
plan of the institution and the bpecimens on exhi- 
bition. 

The Trustees intend that the Museum shall be made 

p?irticularh interestino: to tlie vouth of nnr citv. and 
a plan is under consideration for rendering it a direct 
benefit to the teachers and pupils of our public schools, 
and therefore a very important element in our system 
of public education. 

.Several rare collections, supplementing those already 
acquired, are now offered us upon very advantageous 
terms, and now that the institution has hi^eu freed 
from all liabilities by subscriptions from the Trusiiee*}, 
and a By-Law enacted preventing any purchase being 
made hereafter, unless the funds to pay for the same 
are first provided, we coniidently appeal lo our public- 
spirited citizens to join us in securing such important 
additions, and by increasing the facilities for study at 
the Museum, render our city more and more attractive 
to the scientific men of i)ur country, and our institu- 
tion increasingly instructive to our own citizens.

ARTICLE 1. 



ThiB Oorporatioti shall be Btjied the' AiiBBioAir Mxmmvu of 

Natural History. 

AliTICLE 11. 

The several persons named in the Charter, and such others 
as they may add to their nnniber, which shall not exceed 

twenty -five in all at one time, shall be the Tmstees to manage 
the affaire, property and business of the Corporation, and in 
ease of the death, acc'ej>ted resignation, or removal from the 
State ol any Trnstee, a new Trustee shall be elected to fill his 
place by the remaining Trustees ; but no election of a Trustee 
shall be held except at a quarterly meeting of the Trustees, 
on written notice of not less than one week, specifying that

meeting in Febniary, elect tlio otHcers and committees for 
the ensuing year. They shall also meet at any other time to 
transact special bnsiiiesB oa a call of the Secretary, who shall 
issue such call whenever requested so to do, in writingi by 
five Trustees or by the President, and give written notice to 
CAOth IVnstee of sneh special meeting, and of the object there- 
of, at least three days before the meeting is held. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of the said Corporation shall be a President, a 

Fir^t iiiid Second Vice-President, a Secretary and a Treaenrer, 
and Executive Coniinittec, an Auditing Committee and a 
Finance Committee, all t<> l»e elected fi'om the Trustees. Ail 
these oihcers shall hold their offices for one year, and nntil 
their successors shall be elected.

ARTICLE V. 

The President, and in his absence, the First or Second Vice- 
President, shall preside at all the meetings of the Museum 
and of the Trustees. 

The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of 
the Trustees, of the Executive Oommittee and of the Audit- 
ing Committee, and shall preserve the seal, archives and 
correspondence of the Museum, shall issue notteea for all 
meetings of the Trustees, and attend the same. 

The Treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the 
Museum. He shall keep the accounts of the Museum in 
books belonging to it, which shall be at all times open to the 
inspection of the Trustees. He shall report in writing, at 
each quarterly meeting of the Trustees, the balance of money 
on hand, and the outstanding obligations of the Muaeam, as 
far as practical ; and shall make a full report at the annual 
meeting, of the receipts and disbursements of the past year, 
with such suggestions, as to the tinancial management of the 
Museum, as he may deem proper. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

The Ezeeutive Committee shall consist of five, who shall 
have the control and regulation of the OollectionS) Lihraiy and 
other property of the Mnsenm ; and shall have power to pur- 
chase, rfell and exchange .-.peciniens and books, to employ 
agents, to re^tilate the manner and terms of exhibiting the 
Museum to the public, and generally to carry out in detail the 
directions of the Trastees ; but the Executive Committee shall 
not incur any expense or liability for the Museum exceeding 
two thonsand 'dollars at one time> or exceeding, in all, ten 
thousand dollars, in the interval between the quarterly meet- 
ing of the Trastees, without the express sanction of the 
Trubteos. 

AETICLE VU. 

The Auditing Committee shall consist of three, and it shall 
be their dnty to examine and certify all bills presented against 

the Corporation ; and no bills shall be paid unless tirst ap- 
proved in writing by at least two members of this Committee. 

ARTICLE Vlir, 

The Finance Comuiiuee shall (consist ot" three, including 
the Treasurer, and it shall be their duty to take charge of and 
invest the funds of the Museum in its name, and to take all 
proper measures to provide means for its support. 

ARTICLE IX. 

A majority of the Trastees for the time being shall eonnti- 
tnte a qnoram for the transaction of business, but five Trus- 
tees meeting may ad joura and transact current business, sub- 
ject to the subsequent approval of a meeting at which a 

quorum shall be present. 

ARTICLE X. 

By*Laws may, from time to time, be made by the Trustees, 
providing for die care and management of the property of die 
Oorporation, and for the government of its affairs. 
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Sucli By-Laws, wlieii once adopted, may be amended at any 
lueetino^ of the Trustees, by a vote of a majority of those 
present, after a moolh'fi notice in writing of such proposed 
amendtneQt. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The oontribntion of two thousand five hundred dollars to 

the fnnds of the Mnsenm, at one time, shall entitle the person 
giving the same to be u Patron of the Museum. 

The contribution of one thousand dollars, at one time, 
shall entitle the person giving tlie same to be a Fellow in 
Perpetuity. 

The eontribution of five hundred dollars, at one time, shall 
entitle the person giving the same to be a Fellow for Life, 

Any person may be elected bj the Trustees to either of the 
above degrees, who shall have donated to the Mnsenm books 

or specimens to the value of twice tlie amount in money 
requisite to liis admission to tlie same decree, and the l^refi- 
dent and Secretary sliall issue Diplomas accordingly, under 
the seal of the Museum. The Trustees may elect Honorary 
Fellows of the Musenm in their discretion. 

All persons receiving such degrees and diplomas shall be 
entitled, at all times, to free admission to the Museum and its 
Exhibitions, but shall not, by virtue of such degrees or diplo. 
mas, become members of the Corporation. 

ARTICLE XIL 

No alterations shall be made in this Constitution, unless at

fifty-eighth }ear of his age. 

The following resolutions were uHanimously adopted at a 
special meeting of the Board of Trustees : 

RisOLVEi). That tliU lioard has rece!'.('(l rlu- rldiim-^ r,f the sudden daifth 
of our VIco-Presideiti, >ir. W. A. Uaim:8, with profound sorrow. 

Mot only was Mr. HaineB one of the number from whom this Institution 
received its first impulse, but as Chalnnan of its Executive Comniittee, at 
the expense of much valuable time, he continued the supervision of its 
intercuts with unahiited zeaJ. 

His natural tastes, uo doubt, exercised u strong influence over Mr. Haines 
in his early efforts for the ettabUshment of the Museum. 

He was (le^^r lv iiitfrestefl fn fome of the branches of the Natural Sciences, 
and In one spu i<iU\ , .is a c(>llc» tor and exact student. In the whole range of 
the puhjert, he had prohahly no superior among us. 

His collection remains in its fuUoess and benutr, a monumont of his 
youthful enthusiasm, which the steady and emrroielnff prewure of bualnese 
life never extinguished. 

In his relatJoni* to this Hoard Mr. Haines bn)U(?ht to the disciuirye uf 
his dutifs a trained capacity for business; but it is not to tiio memory of 
the valued and elBclent officer* whoae tastes and acoulremeuts brought him 
into entire harmony ae well as aotlve co-operation with its alms, and Inspired 
larjre nnd hopeful views of It^* future, that we now brtnj? our united tribute, 
tso mueh a» to that uf the man himself. Hin death luive^i a vacancy in the 
hearts of thoHe amontr us who have known him longest and best. 

As the useful and upright citlseu we can measure him calmly at his Just 
value, but as the friend and intimate, in his oonslderateness and equipoise, 
his sjrmpatliy and warmth, and in the whole raouldini; and outcome of the 
man, there wus thai wltlch drew us to him, not only with sincere esteem, 
but with strong fraternal regard. 

A senate of private and personal loss may not obtrude conspicuously in 
the olflciul tribute which we pay so sadly to the memory of our dccetised 
Vice-Pre?ldent ; but while we feel called upon to recognize In him, in a rare 
degree, the possession of those valuable qualities which must enter freelj' 
Into the undertakings of our dally life, in their appropriate dlreotlon and 
successful issue, we should be untrue to what is bp«t m otirselves and mn^t 
to bo i>rized in a just estimate of the character of men, did we contlue our 
view to tlies<< alone. 

He was not only the sound and Judicious adviser and the energetic man 
of business, but much more. There was about him a quality of lednement 
united to singul»r purity, and a temper In which decision and sweetness 
remarkably combined. 

These made u|>, larjrely, that characteristic individuality which totiched 
the deeper springs within us, so that while as a Board we record our testi- 
mony of the toss which we have smtalned In him as one of our most promi- 
nent and active nfflcers, we also deeply nipum the friend and brother whom 
we shall see no more. 
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Thb Trustees of the American Maaeum at' Nataral 
History have the pleasure of presenting thls^ their 

Thirteenth Annual Report, to the Patroas, Fellows, 
and Members of the Museum, 

In 1876, the Commissioners of the Department of 
Public Parks adopted plans prepared by Mr. Frederick 
Law Olmsted for drives and footpaths from Central Purk 
to our Square at Eighth Avenue and 77th and ^Ist 
Streets, but for want of funds no progress was made 
with this important work. The Tnisiees therefore were 
ohliged to assume the onerous task of asking the Legis- 
lature to provide the means for completing this neces* 
sary improvement The Park Department unanimously 
approved of our proi)osition, and we received im- 
portant and hearty co-operation from the Mayor and 
Comptroller. The bill resulting from our conferences 
with these authorities of the City, was promptly passed 
hy the Legislature and became law, and the Depart- 
ment, at our request, have publicly advertised and let 
the work whioh the contracts require shall be com- 
pleted by next June. 

The iliiprovemeuts upon our Square have been 
making rapid progress and have been the subject of 
frequent commendation by the visitors to our build- 
ing and our own citizens who are interested in the 
completiou and perfection of our sybiem of public parks. 
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Tbe rapid growth of the Economic Department has 

been the principal feature in the increase of our col- 
lections during the past year. The woods referred to 
in our last report as being in the coarse of coiiecuon i 
by a corps of experienced botanists under the direc- 
tion of Prof. Charles S. Sargent, have been nearly all 
received. Our new building being already filled to 
overflowings the Department has given us the upper 
story of the Arsenal for a temporary place where these j 
specimens may be exhibited at once on accouni of 
their importance to architects and builders, and the 
artizan and laboring classes of our citizens The work 
of preparing them for exhil)iLiun is begun and they 
will be displayed to the public during the coming i 
autumn. 

The specimens of Building and Ornamental Stones 
forming the other portion of this Economic Depart- 
ment are now gathered at Washington and will be 
ready for exhibition at the same time. Nothing but 
the stem necessity of want of space Avould warrant us ! 
in placing such costly collections where they may be 
destroyed by Are in a few hours, and this illustrates the 
imperative need that measures be immediately taken i 
for securing the erection by the City of another sec- ; 
tion of our iire-proof edifice. 

The improvements upon the collections began last 
year have been vigorously carried on during the past 
twelve months. The Mammals which were purchased 
in various places, and were mounted on many differ- 
ent kinds of st«ands, have all been transferred to 
pedestals of polished cherry and now present a uniform ' 
and elegant appearance. ! 

The Birds have been mostly transferred from the 
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white stands on which they were mounted, in Europe, 
to stands of polished Mahogany, and this improve- 
ment, which is still in progress, will be completed 
during the present year. Partitions have been placed 
in the oases on the east side of the Main Hall and new 
labels attached to apart of the Birds of North America. 
One hundred species, one hundred and twenty-five 
specimens of skins hare been received from the U. S. 
National Museum as a portion of the exchange due us 
for specimens we have iorwarded in previous years. 
A guide to tlie Collection of Mammals and one to that 
of Birds have been nearly c(»npleted. 

In the Ethnological Department there has been re- 
ceived a very large and valuable collection illustrat- 
ing the ethnology of British Columbia, gathered by 
Dr. J. W. Powell^ Superintendent of Indian Affairs 
in that part of the Dominion of Canada. This collec- 
tion has been made at the ej^pense of Mr. H. R. 
Bishop of this city, who has presented it to the 
Museum. A similar series of specimens from the West 
Coast of Africa, gathered by Mr. 0, .T:ickson and other 
agents of Messrs. Yates & Porterheld of this city, has 
been presented by Mr. C. P. Huntington. 

Mr. Robert L. Stuart has purchased and presented 
to the Museum the remaining undivided third part of 
the collection made by Col, Chas, C. Jones Jr., illus- 
trating the Antiquities of our Southern Indians. 

In the Geoloofical Hall, the cases on the east side 
have been completed and the preliminary arrangement 
and labelling of specimens in them have been finished. 
Eight of the table cases formerly at the Arsenal have 
been made into sixteen shorter ones and placed in the 
alcoves, and are xiow occupied by the fossils formerly 
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in the cases in the centre of the hall, while in the latter 
have been exhibited the series of Minerals knawu as 
the Bailej CoUectioa. These specimeiifl have been 
supplied with labels on whioh is being added the local- 
ities and niunes of the species in writing. Complete 
labels have also been placed in several of the alcove 
cases oosiipied by fossila The skeletons of fossil birds 
from New Zealand which had become somewhat im- 
paired by the dry atmusphere uf the rooms, have been 
saturated with gloe and remounted. Early in the year 
a short guide to the Geological Hall was prepared 
and printed, and is sold in the building. 

Many hue specimens of plants of the Devonian 
Age have been obtained by exchange from Prind- 
pal Dawson, of MoGiU College, Canada, for the eighth 
series of duplicates of the Kail Collection, and ai'e 
displayed in the alcove cases. 

The relief-map of New Hampshire, purchased from 
Prof. C. H. Hitchcock has been encased and partially 
colored geologically. A friend of the MLi.-.cuin has au- 
thorized us to complete and letter it at his expeiase, 
which work will soon be undertaken* 

The part of onr collection, which needs to be re- 
arranged and newly labeled, and to be largely develop- 
ed by additions of lately f1: covered species is the De- 
partment of Concbology. The Museum already possessea 
in the valuable Wolfe gift, made in memory of onr first 
President, an adnnrable nucleus for a complete collec- 
tion in this, one of the most popular branches of natural 
history. 

An Herbarium of North American Plants, preserved 
with remarkable taste and care, has been received from 
the late Stephen Whitney Phosniz, and forms the be- 
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ginning of a new Deparbnent of special interest to those 

scientists devoting themselves to the study of Botany 
The Brevoort Library on Fishes and other branches 
of Zoology, presented hy Mr. Robert L. Stuart, and 
the Jay Library of conchological works, presented by 
Miss C. L WoUe, have been catalogued, and arranged 
80 that any yolnme or pamphlet can bo referred to 
without a moment's delay, and a librarian is now em- 
ployed wlio lias continual supervision over our books 
and those of the New York Academy of Sciences. 
These two series of volumes with moderate additions 
every year wonld soon become one of the best libraries 
in our land for those naturalists pursuing original scien- 
tific researohes. 

The Museum has commenced the issuing of bulletins, 
of which the first has already been published : contain- 
ing throe original papers on scientific subjects. 

The lectures given by the Superintendent in the De- 
partment of Public Instruction to the Principals and 
Teachers of our public schools, were so constantly at- 
tended aud in all rchpoets &o successful that the Board 
of Education addressed the Trustees a letter express* 
ing their thanks for the instruction given, and asking 
if" a lar:^er room could not be provided where at least 
fifty teaciicis could be accommodated. Hegardiug this 
as the moat direct means of making a return to 
the tAiy for the liberal grants it has made for the erec- 
tion and partial mainlonanco of their buildini::, the 
Trustees, at their own expcuise have had work-rooms 
B and C made into a small lecture hallp and a course 
of lectures is now being delivered by the Superinten- 
dent n[)on Phy.si(;al Geography, to be followed by an- 
other course on Zoology* The interest of the teachers 
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in those lectures, as manifested by their eonf^tant attend- 
ance tluriii<^ the stormiest weather, makes this to be 
one of the best means the InstitutioQ can adopt in or- 
der to reach and benefit erery family in oar (Atf which 
has a child in the public schools, and tlie Board of Edu- 
cati(iii have indicated their estimation of the iiuportance 
ot this work in the following circnlar to the prinoipals 
and teachers:

Bf frequent refeieace to the exiatence of the Mnaeom and its manf 
treasures in the Depoftmenl of Natural Hisloiy, tlie Principals and 
Teachers could and should awalcen the interest of the children, and bj 
precept and example, could induce and encourage them to take advantage 
of the opportunity thus presented. The fact, that teachers from the several 
schools have traveled great distances in inclement weather to attend a 
course of Safurda\ le< tures at the Museum, and were amply lewarded for 
their time and cliuri, is proof uf the Museum's usefulness from an edu- 
cational [>oiat of view; and an announcement of what had been done and 
Is going to be done by teachers, would necessarily be producHve of great 
effect upon the minds of the pupils. The elements of Natund Science^ 
taught orally In our schools, are best presented by those who have an ob* 
jective acquaintance with that about which they speak and lecture, and the 
pupil who can pass from the world of books and oral statements into 
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actual contact with the very things of which the books and statements give 
only imperfect pictures, is in possession of advantages which it would be 
inexcusable to neglect. 

Teachers and Pupils should, therefore, on Saturdajrs and Jiolidays, de* 
vote some portion of their time to the Museum and its collections. 

Good instruction makes discipline easy. A visit by the meritorious 
pupils of the class, in company with thr- teacher, as a reward for satisfac- 
tory service during the week or month, would not only increase the pupil's 
k mj\s icdj^e, but also constitute an cfl"ecti\ c ajrency in securing order, 
interest and attention in the class room, and would thus make the teacher's 
labor less arduous and exhausting.

The several persons named in the Charter, aixl t»urli otlicre 
as thev may add to their number, which shall not i-xceed 
twenty tive in all at oue time, shall be the Troitees to mauage 
the affairs, property and bnnnesB of the corporatioo, and in 
case of the death, accepted resignation, or removal from the 
State of any Troatee, a new Trustee ehall be elected to fill hia 
place hj the remaining Trustees; bnt no election of a Trustee 
shall be held except at a quarterly meeting of the Tnigtees, 
CD written notice of nut less than one week, specifyinir that

He shall report in writing, at 
eacli (quarterly meeting of the Trustees, the balance of money 
on hand, uud the ouiataiidiiig ebligations of the Museum, as 
far as practical; and shall make a full report at the annual 
meeting, of the receipts and di-bnrpeiiieiit.s ui thu i>a6t year, 
with such suggestious, as to the Huancial management of the 
Museum, as he may deem proper. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

Tlie Executive Coniinittee consist of seven, of whom 
the President and Secretory shall be two. Thej ghall have 
the control and regniation of the Col lections. Library and 
other property of the Mnseum ; and shall have power to par- 
chase, sell and exchange specimens and books, to employ 
agents, to regulate the manner and terms of exhibiting the 
Mnsenm to the pnblic, and generally to carry out in detail the 
directions of tlie TruHtecfe; but the Executive Cotumittee shall 
Dot incur any expense or liability for the Museum exceeding 
two thonsaud dollars at one time, or exceeding, in all, ten 
thousand dollars, in the interval between the quarterly meet- 
ing of the Trustees, witliont the express sanction of the 
Trustees.

The Auditing Committee shall consist of three, and it shall 
be their dnty to examine and certify all bills presented against 
the Corporation ; and no bills shall be paid unless first ap- 
proved in writing by at least two members of this Committee.

The Trustees of the American Museum op Natural History 
herewith present their Fourteenth Annual Report, to the Patrons^ 
Fellows and Members of the Museum. 

The improvements proposed by the plans prepared at the ex- 
pense of Uie Trustees^ and adopted by the Department of Public 
Parks^ for connecting Manhattan Square with Central Park at 77th 
and 8ist Streets, have been completed, and our building with its 
costly and interesting collections is now acccsbible to orir citizens 
visiting the Park in carriages or on foot. The road u a) connect- 
ing Eighth AvcniiL' at Sist Strt-et with the W esterly 1 )rive has been 
finished, and the roadway and stone bridge at 77th Street were 
opened last 1 hanksgiving Day ; and the very marked increase in 
the number of our visitors proves the importance of this accessi- 
bility in the estimation of the public These improvements have 
been completed for considerably less than the appropriation pro- 
vided, so that it is hoped ample means remain for properly 
improving the area of the Park between the two entrances and 
the Eighth Avenue and the Westerly Drive. Plans have been 
matured for the rompletion of the system of walks which these 
roadways render necessary. Signs have heen i)rej)ared for guiding 
visitors by the most direct paths to the Museum, and during the 
coming season it is expected this whole portion of the Park will 
be finished in the same complete manner as other parts of our 
public pleasure ground. 

On Manhattan Square all the filling has been brought in, and 
the surface of the borders and the southern half has been covered 
with mould, and partly planted. The work is now so far advanced 
that it will be completed during the coming summer, with the sum 
already appropriated by the Board of Apportionment. 

I'he purpose of the i rustees to add, if possible, every year new 
and instructive specimens to the Museum, but more especially to 
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complete the collections already begun, has led to making con* 
tracts with Prof. H. A. Ward, of Rochester, for all the mammals 
of North Amerira, as far south as the Kio Grande between Texas 

and Mcxi( u, as is no( cs>arv to siippleiiK-nt our procnt collcclion 
and make it (■()nij)lct<j in every rcspcc i. One consignment of these 
s]H einiens has been received, which includes a remnrkaldy fine 
group of walruses from Alaska A second contract made with 
Prof. Ward is to provide the Museum with specimens of all the 
monkeys of the world, and during the year the Museum will re- 
ceive from both these contracts large and valuable additions. 

All the mammals on exhibition have been fully and satisfacto- 
rily labeled^ and the specimens to arrive will be provided with 
labels as rapidly as they are placed in the cases. 

"Visitors' Guides," with photographic views of the different 
lialis, have just been issued. 

The rapid growth of the Economic r)ej)arlinent, jjaiiu ularly 
that jiorlion illustralinj.'^ the forestry of the United States, lias ne- 
cessitated the construction of a large glass c;isc. in two sections, 
extending along the middle of the Lower Hall ; and the Wolfe 
collection of shells, now on that floor, will be moved to the Upper 
Hall where they will be better and more satisfactorily placed, in 
connection with their allied fossil forms. 

The grand effect of our exhibition halls may be somewhat im- 
paired by an overcrowding of cases upon their floors when all the 
additions to our collections are received, but it will illustrate the 
imperatisL- necessity for an iinniculiate application to the City for 
the erection (tf another wing, of the same form and diinensiun> as 
the one now «>ccupied. If such an additional structure wcru 
begun at once, it is thought more specimens would be gathered, 
at the present rate of growth, by the time such building would be 
completed* than it could properly display. 

In the collection of Birds, in the Main Hall, the transferring 
from stands of various forms and materials to a uniform series of 
mahogany has been completed, and the Birds of North America 
have been labeled. 

In the Gallery, the costly dresses, implements, carvings and 
othi-r imens illustrating the ethnology of P.ritish Columbia, 
which were gathered during 1881, by Dr. J. W. Powell, Superin- 
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tendent of Indian Affairs in that provincei at the expense of Mr. 
H. R. Bishop, have been placed on exhibition. Another supple- 
mentary series^ collected during the past summer, has been shipped 
from San Francisco, and a great war- canoe, sixty<two and a half 
feet long and over eight feet beam, is now on its way on a steamer 
of the Pacific Mail Company, who, with the Panama Railroad 
Company, are bringing it to us without exi>ense. 

In the (Geological Hall the labeling of the collections has been 
steadily progressing. The Geological sections 'illustrated by 
specimens of rock from New Hampshire and Vermont, purchased 
from Prof. C. H. Hitchcock, have been partially placed on exhi- 
bition in case S, and the relief map of New Hampshire has been 
finished by means generously given by a friend of the institution. 

In the Mineralogical Department the labeling has been pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. 

In the Lecture Department the instruction given by the Suj)er- 
intendent has proved very attra( tive ; the Lecture Hall at times 
has been overcrowded and made tlierel)y uncomfortable. A 
course of twenty lectures upon Zoology was begun last fall, ten to 
be delivered last autumn and ten this si)ring. The last series 
began with an attendance of loi and ended with 154. 

The great importance and value of this instruction is shown by 
the following extract from the Report of the City Superintendent 
of Public Schools to the Board of Education:

To Moiiais R. Jisvp, Es(^., Chairman 
of the Committee in charge of the Museum, and to the other membets 
of the Committee, great c redit is due for the comniendahlc public spirit 
which they have displayed in this matter trcni the ver\ bcgimiiiu', and 
to Prof. HicKMORp, who has so ably interpreted and carried cnit the 
Committee's views, the thanks of the teachers arc due for the patience, 
ability and kindness he has shown."

In the Libraiy the Jay and Brevoort catalogues have been iden- 
tified during the past year, and cards written for all the books and 

pamphlets. These cards are arranged under subjects so that the 
student i .;2i ascertiiin at a ghmce what the Library contains upon 
the subject he is investigating. ListJs have also been made of the 
volumes needed to complete the works on ( cm hology and genera] 
zoology. Nine hundred and fifty volumes and seven hundred 
and fifty pamphlets have been received, mostly from the national 
and state governments upon application by the librarian. A de- 
tailed list of these accessions is given in the appendix. A unique 
and very valuable series of about 350 quarto volumes of voyages 
and travels has been deposited by Mr. H. J. Jewett 

Bulletin No. 2, upon Conchology, and No. 3, upon Palaeontol- 
ogy, have been issued and three hundred copies distributed to the 
leading societies, libraries and s( ientific men. 

i'he Trustees, as a Board and as individuals have been called 
to mourn the loss of Mr. RnHKkT L. STI^\K ^, whose name has 
been associated with tj^e Museum from its earliest inception, and 
who was for nine years its President. The minute entered on the 
records of the Board of Trustees, expressing a sense of the loss 
the institution has sustained^ and the generous and noble charac- 
ter of its late President, are appended to this report 
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To meet the payment for the spe<-imt'ns purchased of Professor 
Wnrd, and to ])rovide f(»r necessary cases, and for other imj^rove- 
ments that are imperatively needed, the sum of ^14.000 must be 
raised. To properly maintain the collections of the Museum 
requires about $25,000^ of which $15,000 is provided by the City. 
The Trastees are anxious that the balance of $10,000 shall be 
made up by members paying $xo yearly, so that all sums of $100 
and mote that may be given may be reserved for the purchase of 
new specimens. 

The privileges of Patrons, Fellows and Members will be found 

in the By-Laws. 

The Museum, to fully occupy its continually widening field of 
usefulness, demands two things: first, provision by the City for 
the erection of another wing; and secondly, an endowment, the 
interest of which shall be sufficient to develop the present admi- 
rable nucleus into a museum commensurate with the prospective 
greatness of our nation ; and the Trustees hereby respectfully 
appeal to all our public spirited citisens to join them in commenc- 
ing such an endowment by raisings by subscription, a sum not 
less than $300,000. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

American Museum of Natural History, 

IN THE CITY OF NEW YORK. 



ARTICLE L 

This Corporation shall be styled the American Museum of 
Natural History. 

ARTICLE II. 

The several ])<jrsoDb named in the Charter, and such others as 
they may add to tlieir number, which shall not e.\( eed twenty-five 
in all at one time, shall be the Trustees to manage the affairs, 
property and business of the Corporation, and in case of the death, 
accepted resignation^ or removal from the State, of any Trustee, a 
new Trustee shall be elected to fill his place by the remaining 
Trustees; but no election of a Trustee shall be held except at a 
quarterly meeting of the Trustees, on written notice of not less 
than one week,;ipecifying that such election is to be held, and the 
vacancy which is to be filled; and every election of Trubtees shall 
be by ballot, and no person shall be deemed to be elected a 
Trustee unless he shall receive the votes of at least three-fourths 
of the Trustees present. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Trustees shall meet quarterly, on the second Monday of 
every February, May, August and November, at an hour and 
place to be designated, on at least one week's written notice (rom 
the Secretary, and shall annually, at the (juarterly meeting in Feb- 
ruary, elect the Officers and Committees for the ensuing year. 
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They shall also meet at any other time to transact special business 

on a call of the Secretary, who shall issue such call whenever re- 
quested so to do, in writing, l)y five Trustees, or by the l*resident, 
and give written notice to each Trustee of such special meeting, 
and of the object thereof, at least three days before the meeting 
is held. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The Officers of the said Corporation shall be a President, a 
First and Second Vice-President, a Secretary and a Treasurer, an 
Executive Committee, an Auditing Committee and a Finance 
Committee, all t6 be elected from the Trustees. All these Officers 
shall hold their offices for one year, and until their successors shall 
be elected. 

The election uf Officers shall be by ballot, and the persons hav- 
ing a majority of the votes cast, shall be deemed duly elected. 

ARTICLE V. 

The President, and in his absence, the First or Second Vice- 
President, shall preside at all the meetings of the Museum and of 
the Trustees. 

The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the 
Trustees, of the Executive Committee and of the Auditing Com- 
mittee, and shall preserve the seal, archives and correspondence 

of the Museum, shall issue notices for all the meetings of the 
Trustees, and attend the same. 

The Treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds ot the Mu- 
seum. He shall keep the accounts of the Museum in books 
belonging to it, which shall be at all times open to the inspection 
of the Trustees. He shall report in writing, at each quarterly 
meeting of the Trustees, the balance of money on hand, and the 
outstanding obligations of the Museum, as far as practicable ; and 
shall make a full report at the annual meetings of the receipts and 
disbursements of the past year, with such suggestions as to the 
financial management of the Museum, as he may deem proper. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Executive Committee shall consist of seven, of whom the 
President and Secretary shall be two. They shall have the con- 
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tiol and regolfttion of the Collections, Library and other property 

of the Museum; and shall have power to purchase, sell and ex- 
change specimens ;ind Nook'^, to em]jloy aci^ents. to regulate the 
manner and terms of txhibiting the .Museum to the public, and 
generally to rarry out in detail the dirortions of the Trustees; but 
the Executive Committee shall not incur any expense or liability 
for the Museum exceeding two thousand dollars at one time, or 
exceeding, in all, ten thousand dollars, in the interval between the 
quarterly meetings of the Trustees^ without the express sanction of 
the Trustees. 

ARTICLE VIT. 

The Auditing Committee shall consist of three, and it shall be 
their duty to examine and certify nil bills presented against the 
Corporation; and no bills shall be paid unless first approved in 
writing by at least two members of this Committee* 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Finance Committee shall consist of three, including the 
Treasurer, and it shall be their duty to take charge of and invest 

the funds of the Museum in its name, and to take all proper 
measures to provide means fur its support

A majority of the Trustees for the time being shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business, but five Trustees meeting 
may adjourn and transact current business, subject to the subse- 
quent approval of a meeting at which a quorum shall be present. 

ARTICLE X. 

By-Laws may from time to time be made by the Trustees, pro- 
viding for the care and management of the property of the Corpo- 
ration, and for the government of its affairs. 

, Such By-Laws, wlien once adopted, may be amended at any 
meetint^ of the Trustees, by a vote of a majority of those present 
after a month's notice in writing of such proposed amendment 

ARTICLE XI. 
The contribution of $iooo or more to the funds of the Museum,

at one dme, shall entitle the person giving the same to be aPatnm 
of the Museum, who shall have the .right in perpetuity to appoint 
the successor in such patronship. 

The contribution of $500, at f)nc time, shall entitle the person 
giving the same to be a Fellow, who shall have the right to appoint 
one suc( essor in such fellowship. 

No appointment of a successor shall be valid, unless the same 
shall be in writing, endorsed on the certificate, or by last will and 
testament 

The contribution of $100, at one time, shall entitle the person 
giving the same to be a Life Member. 

Any person may be elected by the Trustees to either of the 
above degrees^ who shall have given to the Museum books or speci-

By the death oi Mr. Robert L. Stuakt another of the founders of the Miueuni of 
Natural History, in Central Park, has passed away. It is therefore 

Rkmlvkd, That in Tiew of the loi* oi one who has proved hiins«li to strong and teliable a friend 
of its tniemts, it beeomes this Board to reeogniie the event with appropriate expressions of its un- 

ictgncd sorrow. 

Mr. Stuart was elected to the office of Picridcnt of the Board upon the decease of Mr. John 
D. Wolfe, and retired from the pod t ion on account ol fiuliag health, to the great regret of the whole 

Board. 

Mr. Sti'art had a lar^c share in the promotidn of the prosperity of the Mii-cum from Us origin. 
AUhoui^h a rnan of ai tivc nusines-s habits and withovit tlic .^scs^il n of cxtci>>ivc scientific acqiiirc- 
mcnts, he wa> by nu means de'^titutc of considerable knowicdj^c of clas!>i(icalii>t) in seme very inte- 
resting departments, and there was also that in his mental and moral constitution, which found its 
appropriate exercise in an undertakini^ so large in iu^an and so entirely designed for the public gratU 
location and improvement. His contributions to its cabineta and treasury were worthy of hi» reputation 
and character as a public benciactor ; but, while we cannot speak too highly of him in the relatiooa 
he rastained to this Board, we ought not to lose nght of the man as he was. the space he filled and the 
work he wrought. His life touched so largely ancTat so many points the benevolent enterpiiaea of the 
day, that in the best sense he might be regarded as a public man. 

Were we able, it would be an agreeable task to recite his great and manilold henefiwtions, puUic 

and private. His lar^c-hcartcd bounty flowed in a perpetual stream. 

The world has grown kince Mr. bruAkx came upon the stage of action, and in some of its aspects 
Mr. Stl'art has come up to the full measure of iu growth 

Dnrit aa may be some of the poctenu of our time, their grand characteristic, in permanent power, 
is yet to he fbund in the force and development of moral ideas. There have oeen Ion;; ages m the 
world's history in which the law of charity was almost iii knovsn. It is a vital force ain rit; tiicn t.wiay, 
and it flourishes by the aid of striking exatnples as well as by the influence of high and pure precept. 
1 here is nothing t>ctter on the earth, and in all its varied manifestations it is dcatUCd tO moulfl society 
and to become the living bond to bind the world together. 

It waa the happy and peculiar condition of Mr. SrtTAin's life to exemplify among us one of its 
phases in a manner as useful to the community as it was rare and exceptional in extent. 

Although the architect of his own fortune, and occupied by the cares of a treat and engrossing 
badnem. a man of sagacity, understanding well the value and power of money, he eecaped its aloMMt 
univenal contagion and, though living in a day cbaiacterixed by the temptations and oppottunities of 
inordinate accumulation, through the force of a liberal and generous spirit he became one of the eaily 

pioneers arii 'ii^ us in the gracious and noble art of great giving. 

Here, there is no mistaking the position he occupied in this community. He was loyal to the cause 
of humanity and a conspicttoot example of that wnidi by common consent entitles the memory of 

men to a place of high honor. 

Possessing a decided christian faith, and loving the tried paths of integrity, he regarded with utcm 
disapproval the modem legerdemain of the market.s by which one takes but does not give. 

Mr. Stuabt preeenttd in his life another pleasing and softening aspect of diarMter. He took 
a singular satisfaction In all things beauttfbl— in fine volumes, in flowers, hmto and ihelb, and in objects 

cunous and rare. He 1 >vc<| the arts by which men live MM by their taste and pfatttlc slcUl make OUT 

homes more beautiful t« the eye and to the mind. 

Life presented to Mr. Stuart man)r rational sources of enjoyment as well as a wide field of use» 
fulness, and in his death a figure to which we have been long accustomed, of large proportions and 
remarkable qualities, has gone ottt of tome of the best circles of influenoe at this great metropolitan 
centre. 
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FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 



The Trustees of the American Museum of Natural History 
herewith present their Fifteenth Annual Report, to the Patrons, 
Fellows and Members of the Museum. 

The Treasurer's Report shows a gratifying increase in receipts 
from Life and Annual Members, and from Special Contributions 
other than those from the Trustees, thus relieving the Board of a 
part of the heavy expenditures for maintaining the Museum dur* 
ing the year. 

A considerable increase in the number of visitors to the Museum 
is also a cause for < onuratulation. 

The work on the improvements to the grounds surrounding the 
Museum shows satisfactory progress and signs of early completion. 
For this we are indebted to the kind cooperation of the Depart- 
ment of Parks. 

By the operations of the contract entered into a year ago for 
the purchase of all the birds and mammals necessary to complete 
the Collections of the Museum, north of the Rio Grande, over 

eighty American mammals and one hundred birds have been 

added to the Collections dur.ng the year. There were alho added 
fine specimens of the Gorilla and Chimpanzee, with some fifty 
other monkeys from nil parts of the world. 

The Skeleton of a Whale, given to the Museum some years ago 
by the late Peter Cooper, has also been placed on exhibition for 
the first time. 

Guides to the Collections of birds and mammals have been 
prepared and placed on sale, and many have availed themselves 
of this means to study the Collections. 

Dr. Edgar A. Meams has made a large donation of skins of 
North American and European birds, and their eggs, which sup- 
plements in an important degree our series on eNhil)iii()n. He 
ba^ also given a suite of the skins of our native birds, as the 
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beginning of a Study Collection, to remain unmounted and 
be reserved lor tlic use of si)et.inHsts in that department. It is 
hoped that ihi.s gift may be followed by others from those inter- 
ested in the formation of such a Collection. Dr. Mearns has 
also been employed to identify, label and catalogue all our 
European birds, a work now satisfactorily completed 

Through the liberality and codperation of Mr. Jos. W. Drexel« 
an entire change has been made in the Insect Department. Suit- 
able cases have been constructed, and the entire collection, except 
types and specially rare specimens, has been placed on exhibition, 
and now forms one of the attractive features ul ihe main halL 
A Stitpy Cni i.ection has also l»een begun in this department. 

The 1 >epartment of Arehieology has received a lary,e and valu- 
able gift from Mrs. Robert L. Stuart, being an extensive series of 
the stone implements of the Palaeolithic and Neolithic periods of 
France and Switzerland. 

To the Powell Collection Mr. Heber R. Bishop has added the 
large Canoe suspended in .the main hall, and the four heraldic 
posts in the hallway. 

In the Geological Department the Curator, Professor Whitfield, 
has carried forward the preliminary labelling, and has begun to 
place the permanent labels. The labelling of the Collection of 
Minerals has also been completed. 

By the liberality of Miss C. L. Wolfe, the Museum has been 
enabled to employ a specialist to properly arrange and label the 
Wolfe Memorial Collection of Shells, and that work is still in 
progress. 

The attendance by the teachers of the pubUc schools upon the 
lectures given by the Superintendent, Prof. A. S. Bickmore, haa 
been well maintained, and this instruction has received the atten- 
tion it so justly merits. 

To the Museum Library has been added, during the year, 440 
voluuies, 444 nund)ers and i)arts, and 300 ))auiphlels. To acrom- 
modate these and the lar^e adduions made to the library of the 
New York Academy of Sciences, we have been obliged to con- 
struct additional temporary cases in the corridor, our iibrary-rooro 
being already overcrowded. 

Bulletin No. 4, on the Atlantic Whales, was issued during the 
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early part of the year, and distributed to institutions and indi- 
viduals all over the world. 

A beciuest of $5000 (the first the Museum has received) has 
been paid by the executor of the estate of the late Hon. Wm, E. 
I >odge, and the Trustees have thought best to place on record the 
following resolution regarding the same and other bequests that 
it is hoped may from time to time be made : 

'* Whereas, the Board of Trustees of the Museum of Natural History in Central 
Park regard it as highly important to constitute a permanent endowment fund of which 
the interest only shall be applied to the use of the Museum, as shall be deemed most 
expedient by the Board, and therefore it is resolved that the Board do hereby establish 
a fund to be called a permanent endowment fund/' 

** Reiolvedy that the bequest of the late Wm. E. Dodge of *5000 be hereafter known 
^ the Wm. £. Dodge Fund, and that the same shall constitute a part of the permanent 
endowment fund." 

It is the desire and aim of the Trustees to place the Collections 
of the Museum in such condition that they may be as useful and 
instructive to visitors as possible. The limited means at the 
disposal of the institution permits of only moderate advancement 
in this important feature. 

The Trustees beg to again call attention to the urgent necessity 
for an additional section to the Museum building. The already 
overcrowded state of the present structure makes another wing 
an imperative necessity. 

It is believed that the city, which has been so liberal hitherto 
in all matters of education and culture, will be ready to grant the 
means for such an additional edifice, if an endowment fund for 
the steady development of the institution be supplied from private 
sources, and the Trustees again appeal to all public-spirited citi- 
zens to join them in commencing such a fund. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

American Museum of Natural History, 

IN THE Cmr OP NBW YORK. 



ARTICLE I. 

This Corporation shall be styled the American Museum of 
Natural History. 

ARTICLE IL 

The several perBons named in the Charter, and such others as 
they may add to their number, which shall not exceed twenty-five 
in all at one time, shall l)e the Trustees to manage the affairs, 
])r()i)erty and business ol the Corporation, and in case of thedeatii, 
accepted resignation, or removal from the State, of any I'rustee^a 
new Trustee shall be elected to fill his place by the remaming 
Trustees ; but no election of a Trustee shall be held except at a 
quarterly meeting of the Trustees, on written notice of not less 
than one week, specifying that such election is to be held, and the 
vacancy which is to be filled ; and every election of Trustees shall 
be by ballot, and no person shall be deemed to be ejected a 
Trustee unless he shall receive the votes of at least threc-fourthb 
of the Trustees present. 

ARTICLE IIL 

The Trustees shall meet quarterly, on the second Monday of 
every February, May, August and November, at an hour and 
place to be designated, on at least one week's written notice from 
the Secretary, and shall annually, at the quarterly meeting in Feb- 
ruary, elect the Officers and Committees for the ensuing year. 
They shall also meet at any other time to transact special bosiness 
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on a call of the Secretary, who shall issue such call whenever re- 
quested so to do, tn writing, by five Trustees, or by the President, 
and give written notke to each Trustee of such special meeting, 
and of the object thereof, at least three days before the meeting 
is held. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The Officers of the said (■ori)()raliun sliall he a President, a 
First and Second ^'iee-Pr»•s^dent, a Seeretary and a Treasurer, an 
Executive Caimxiiuee, an Auditing Committee and a Finance 
Committee, all to be elected fironi the l^ustees. All these Officers 
shall hold their offices for one year, and until their successors shall 
be elected. 

The election of Officers shall be by ballot, and the persons hav- 
ing a majority of the votes cast, shall be deemed duly elected. 

ARTICLE V. 

The President, and in his absence, the First or Second Vice- 
President, shall preside at all the meetingiiul the Museum and of 
the I rustees. 

The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the 
Trustees, of the Executive Committee and of the Auditing Com- 
mittee, and shall preserve the seal, archives and correspondence 
of the Museum, shall issue notices for all the meetings of the 
Trustees, and attend the same. 

The Treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the Mu- 
seum. He shall keep the accounts of the Museum in books 
belonging to it, which shall be at all times o])en to the insjjection 
of the Trustees. He shall report in writini^, at each quarterly 
meeting of tlie Trustees, the ])alance ul money on hand, and the 
outstanding obligations of the Museum, as far as practicable; and 
shall make a full report at the annual meeting of the receipts and 
disbursements of the past year, with such suggestions as to the 
financial management of the Museum as he may deem proper. 

ARTICLE VL 

The Executive Committee shall consist of seven, of whom the 

President and Secretary shall be two. They shall have the con- 
trol and regulation of the Collections, Library and other properly 
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of the Museum ; and shall have power to purchase, sell and ex- 
change specimens and books, to employ agenls, to regulate the 
manner and terms of exhibiting the Museum to the public, and 
generally to carry out in detail the directions of the Trustees ; but 
the Kxecutive Committee shall not incur any expense or liability 
for the Museum exceeding two thousand dollars at one time, or 
exceeding, in all, ten thousand dollars, in the interval between the 
quarterly meetings of the Trustees, without the express sanction 
of the Trustees. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The Auditing Committee shall consist of three, and it shall be 
their duty to examine and certify all bills presented against the 
Corporation ; and no bills shall be i)ai(l unless first approved in 
writing by at least two members of this Committee. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

'I'he Finance Committee shall consist of three, including the 
Treasurer, and it shall be their duty to take charge of and invest 
the funds of the Museum in its name, and to take all proper 
measures to provide means for its support. 

ARTK LE IX. 

A majority of the Trustees for the time being shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business, but five Trustees meeting 
may adjourn and transact current business, subject to the subse- 
quent approval of a meeting at which a quorum shall be present. 

ARTICLE X. 

By-Laws may from time to time be made by the Trustees, pro- 
viding for the care and management of the property of the 
Corporation, and for the government of its affairs. 

Such By-Laws, when once adopted, may be amended at any 
meeting of the Trustees, by a vote of a majority of those present, 
after a month's notice in writing of such proposed amendment. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The contribution of $1000 or more to the funds of the Museum, 
at one time, shall entitle the person giving the same to be a Patron 
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of the Mttseum, who shall have the ri|^t in perpetuity to appoint 
the succesior in such pationship. 
The contribution of $500, at one time, shall entitle the person 

giving the same to be a Fellow, who shall have the right to appoint 
one successor in such fellowship. 

No appointment of a successor shall l)e valid, unless ihc same 
shall be in writing, endorsed on the certihcate, or by last will and 
testament. 

The contribution of $100, at one time, shall entitle the person 
giving the same to be a Life M«ttber. 

Any person may be elected by the Trustees to either of the 
above degrees, who shall have given to the Museum books or sped* 
menSf which shall have been acce[)ted by the Executive Commit- 
tee, to the value of twice the amount in money requisite to his 
admission to the same degree, and the President and Secretary 
shall issue Uiplumoii accordingly under the seal of the Museum. 

'I he I rustees may also elect Honorary i-eliows of the Museum 
in t|ieir discretion. 

ARTICLE XII. 

No alterations sh&U be made in this Constitution, unless at a 
regular quarterly meeting of the Trustees ; nor by the votes of 
less than two-thirds of all the Trustees ; nor without notice in 
writing of the proposed alteration, embodying the amendment 
proposed to be made, having been given at a regular meeting.

FOR THE YEAR 1884-5. 



The Trustees of the American Museum of Natural 
History present this their Sixteenth Annual Report to the 
Patrons, Fellows, and Members of the Museum. 

The Treasurer's account shows the receipts of the year 

to have been $35,770.21. This includes $5,CXX).00 received 
from the estate of the hite W'm. E. Dodc^e, contributed to 
found a permanent endowment fund ; also $7,601.00 con- 
tributed by the Trustees to make up the annual deficiency. 
The expenditures were $26,667.49 for maintenance, and 
$3,798.36 for improvements and additions. 

These purchased additions were mostly new species, and 
comprise 44 specimens of North American birds, 29 speci* 
mens of North American mammals, and 20 monkeys; also 
specimens of minerals, fossils, and insects, and 17 volumes 
of needed bookh for the Library. 

The large additions to the Museum by donation and ex- 
change will be found in the list of accessions appended. 

Much of the growth of the Library has been found to be 
due to the Museum Bulletins, prepared by the Curators, 
and sent to corresponding institutions and libraries all over 
the world in exchange for their publications. 

A lari^^e increase in the number of visitors has been no- 
ticed during^ tlie } ear. This is a graUlying indication uf the 
increasing popularity of the Museum. 

The collection of American Forestry specimens, the prep- 
aration of which has been in progress during the past three 
years, is expected to be placed on public exhibition this 
spring. This collection, it is hoped, will prove another 
popular attraction to the Museum, and be the means of 
largely increasing the knowledge and information of the 
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people on the subject of our forests, now demanding so 
large a share of public attention. 

The collections of European and North American birds 
and mammals have recently been relabelled to conform to 
the latest scientific nomenclature. 

Only one huiKlrcd cinU forty-five specie.^ of birds, and one 
hundred and seventeen species of mammals, remain to be 
supplied to make the American collections in these two 
departments complete, and it is expected that most of these 
will be furnished during the year. 

In the geological and mineralogicai department, the im* 
provements on the exhibition cases have been finished, and 
the labelling and cataloguing of the collections is now go- 
ing on rapidly. 

The arranjrjn^ and labelling of the Wolfe memorial gift 
of shells has also made satisfactory progress during the 
year. 

The printed Guides to the different collections have 
proved to be very popular. The supply has lately become 
exhausted, and a new series to all the departments is now 
under preparation, and will soon be placed on sale at the 

Museum. These new Guides will be amply illustrated, and 
cover all the latest an anj^ements and improvements made 
in the collections and the halls clurin<^^ the past few years, 
i he small price at which they are sold places them within 
the reach of everybody, and, in their use, the public will 
find an easy and popular method of studying the collections. 

At the recent session of the Legislature, an appropriation 
was made as follows :

tor the proi>LT presentation lu their tenchcr^ and pupils of thii instruction on 
hiunan nnd comparati%e anatomy, physiology, and zoology, and other subjects 
upon which the Board of Education of said city may require that oral instmc- 
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tion shall be given, the sum of eighteen thousand dollars, to be paid hj Ae 
Treasurer on the w arrant of the Superintendent of Public instruction, cooater* 

higncti by the Complrulici." 

In accordance therewith, and with the kind co"r>T>cration 
of the Hon.Wm. B. Ruggles, State Superintendent of Pub* 
lie Instruction, and the Board of I\clucation of this city, a 
new department has been created in the Museum called 

The Department of Public Instruction/* and a course of 
lectures to the teachers of the State and city schools is 
now in progress and meeting^ with ^reat success. 

rhi'\' arc given by Prof. Albert S. Bickmorc, and arc 
illustrated by the collections of the Museum and by means 
of the stereopticon. 

Specimens and apparatus to aid in the reproduction of 
this instruction have been supplied to the New York city 
schools and the normal schools of the State, with very 
gratifying results. 

These lectures, the subjects of which are given in the ap- 
pendix, have been planned for four years, twenty in each 
year. I>ike those now in progress, a// will be richlv il- 
lustrated u iili ori.L^inal views and drawings specially pre- 
pared for the course. 

Although the lecture hall of the Museum was recently 
enlarged to double its former capacity, the number of those 
desiring to avail themselves of this instruction again ex* 
ceeds the dimensions of the hall, and many who come can- 
not gain admittance. 

To provide a suitable place for this educational trainiiiL;. 
plans have been matured to cnl.irge the Museum b\' the 
addition of the rotunda as planned in the original designs 
for the entire building. 

This addition, it is estimated, would give room for a 
lecture hall capable of seating twelve hundred persons, and 
afford a part of the extra space now so urgently wanted for 
new collections. 

The public demand for access to the lectures is becom- 
ing so great that such a necessary measure for the public 
good cannot be long delayed, and it is hoped the Legis- 
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lature will be willing to grant the necessary aid to carry 
out this laudable object. 

To widen still furtliLr the benefits of this new department 
of the Museum, it is pro])<)sed, as soon as a suitable hall is 
provided, that these lectures, and especially those illustrat- 
ing the physical features and the great natural resources of 
our country, shall be repeated to the working classes of 
the city. 

In this way the rich collections of the Museum, such as 
that of woods, will become of direct utility to all those who 
labor or are in any way interested in these materials; and, 

hcrcaiLe t , as the Museum acquires additional collections, 
it must become an increasitiL^ly important aid in the educa- 
tion of the artisan and laborer. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that with all this in- 
creased usefulness comes also increased expenditures, and 
a larger deficiency to be made up at the close of the year. 

The Trustees have, therefore, to appeal to all public- 
spirited citizens to aid them. One thousand additional 
annual members at ten dollars a year each would place 
the instiu.lion on a self-sustainini*^ basis, and it is hoped 
this fact needs only to he made know n to the public, who 
are so much benefited b) the Museum, to secure for it the 
desired amount at the earliest day.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THS 

American Museum of iNatural History, 

IN THE CITY OP NEW YOBK. 



ARTICLE 1. 

This Corporation shall be styled the AMERICAN MUSEUM 

OF Natuhal History. 

ARTICLE IL 

The several persons named in the charter, and such others 
as they may add to their number, which shall not exceed 

twenty-five in all at one time, shall be the Trustees to man- 
aj^e the affairs, piupcrty, and business of the Corporation, 
and in ca>L of the dcatii, acccptt:d resignation, or removal 
from the State of any Trustee, a new Trustee shall be 
elected to fill his place by the remaining Trustees; but no 
election of a Trustee shall be held except at a quarterly 
meeting of the Trustees, on written notice of not less than 
one week, specifying that such election is to be held, and 
the vacancy which is to be filled; and every election of 
Trustees shall be by ballot, and no person shall be deemed 
to be elected a Trustee unless he shall receive the votes of 
of at least three-fourths of the Trustees present. 

ARTICLE IlL 

The Trustees shall meet quarterly, on the second Monday 
of every February, May, August, and November, at an hour 
and place to be designated, on at least one week's written 
notice from the Secretary, and shall annually, at the quarter- 
ly meeting ill I'cbruary, clc:t the officers and committees for 
the ensuing year. They shall also meet at any other time 
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to transact special business on a call of the Secretary, who 
shall issue such call whenever requested so to do, in writing, 
by five Trustees, or by the President, and give written no- 
tice to each Trustee of such special meeting, and of the ob- 
ject thereof, at least three days before the meeting is held. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of the said Corporation shall be a President, 
a First and Second Vice-President, a Secretary, and a Treas- 
urer, an Executive Committee, an Auditing Committee, 
and a Finance Committee, all to be elected from the Trus- 
tees. All these officers shall liold their offices for one year, 
and until their successors shall be elected. 

The election of officers shall be by ballot, and the per- 
sons having a majority of the votes cast, shall be deemed 
duly elected. 

ARTICLE V. 

The President, and in his absence the First or Second 
Vice-President, shall preside at all the meetings of the 
Museum and of the Trustees. 

The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of 
tile 'i rustees, of t!ic l-^xc cutive Committee, and of the Au- 
diting Conmiittee, and shall preserve the seal, archives, and 
correspondence of the Museum, shall issue notices for all 
the meetings of the Trustees, and attend the same. 

The Treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the 
Museum. He shall keep the accounts of the Museum in 
books belonging to it, which shall be at all times open to 
the inspection of the Trustees. He shall report in writing, 
at each quarterly meeting of the Trustees, the balance of 
money on hand, and the outstanding obligations of the 
Museum, as far as practicable ; and shall mal-e a full report 
at the annual meeting of the receipts and disbursements 
of the past year, with such suggestions as to the financial 
management of the Museum as he may deem proper. 

ARTICLE VL 
The Executive Committee shall consist of seven, of whom 
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the President and Secretary shall be two. They shall have 

the control and regulation of tlic Collections, Library, and 
other property of the Museum ; and shall have pow er to 
purchase, sell, and exchange specimens and books, to em- 
ploy agents, to regulate the manner and terms of exhibit- 
ing the Museum to the public, and generally to carry out 
in detail the directions of the Trustees; but the Executive 
Committee shall not incur any expense or liability for the 
Museum exceeding two thousand dollars at one time, or 
exceeding, in all, ten thousand dollars, in the interval be- 
tween the quarterly meetings of the Trustees, without the 
express sanction of the Trustees. 

ARTICLE VH. 

The Auditing Committee shall consist of three, and it 
shall be their duty to examine and certify all bills present- 
ed against the Corporation ; and no bills shall be paid unless 
first approved in writing by at least two members of this 

committee. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Finance Committee shall consist of three, including 
the Treasurer, and it shall be their duty to take charge of 
and invest the funds of the Museum in its name, and to 
take all proper measures to provide means for its support. 

ARTICLE IX. 

A majority of the Trustees for the time being shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but five 
Trustees meeting ma\' adjourn and transact current busi- 
ness, subject to the subsccjuent approval of a meeting at 
which a quorum shall be present. 

ARTICLE X. 

By-Laws may from time to time be made by the Trus- 
tees, providini; for the care and management of the proper- 
ty of the Corporation; antl for the government of itj affairs. 

Such By-Laws, when once adopted, may be amended at 
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any meeting of the Trustees, by a vote of a majority of 
those present, after a month's notice in writing of such pro- 
posed amendment. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The contribution of $1000 or more to the funds of the 
Museum, at any one time, shall entitle the person giving 
the same to be a Patron of the Museum, who shall have the 
right in perpetuity to appoint the successor in such patron- 
ship. 

The contribution of $500, at one time, shall entitle the 
person giving the same to be a Fellow, who shall have the 
right to appoint one successor in sucli fellowship. 

No appointment of a successor shall be valid, unless the 
same shall be in writing, endorsed on the certificate, or by 
last will and testament. 

The contribution of $100, at one time, shall entitle the 
person giving the same to be a Life Member. 

Any person may be elected by the Trustees to either 
of the above degrees, who shall have given to the Museum 
books or specimens, which shall have been accepted by the 
Executive Committee, to the value of twice the amount in 
money requisite to his admission to the same degree, and 
the President and Secretary shall issue diplomas according- 
ly under the seal of the Museum. 

The Trustees may also elect Honorary Fellows of the 
Museum in their discretion. 

ARTICLE XII. 

No alterations shall be made in this Constitution, unless 
at a regular quarterly meeting of the Trustees; nor by the 
votes of less than two-thirds of all the Trustees; nor with- 
out notice in writing of the proposed alteration, embodying 
the amendment proposed to be made, having been given at 
a regular meeting.

No indebtedness shall (except for current expenses) be 

incurred by the Trustees of the Museum, nor b\- any of its 
comniittt'es, officers, or emplo} ees, unless there are at the 
time sui^cient moneys in the Treasury to pay the same.
